CHAPfER THE FIRST, 


T H E operations carried on agalnft Tippoo Sultaan have bcca 
detailed in a former yolutnc, until the arrival of the Britilh 
forces in the neighbourhood of Vellout, a village at which the campaign 
under Major General Medows came to a clofef r), and diftant from Fort 
St. George about eighteen miles. Here, after detaching the advance, 
\vith*the exception of Stevenfon’s regiment, to the Eaftward of Poona- 
m^ee, Ih order to keep our communication with the Prefidency open, 
the troops refte^ from the 27 th January 1791, until the 5 th of 
the enfuing month. During this i^ort.interval, the icveral depart-

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mcnts were occupied in completing their equipments for a fervicc, 
’ which, from the evident disinclination of the enemy to’give battle, pro- 
mifed honour to the Britilh troops more from perfevcrance and a pa¬ 
tient endurance of hardihip, than ffom any advantages that coujd he ob¬ 
tained in the field. 

Throughout the Carnatic military preparations forwarded by all

deferiptions of people might be fecn in every diredion. Fourteen 
hundred Bengal volunteer fepoys, foon after their arrival on the codl, 
received inftruftiQiis to proceed to camp, and to cfcort a reinforcement 
for the park, coufifling of eleven eighteen pounders, fix jron twelves, 
eight mortars, with an ample^proportion of ammunition and a variety 
of other (lores, all under the dir^dlion of Coloisel Patrick Tuff of thr

Bengal artillery; recruits and recovered men belonging to the army, 
were diiedled to join their refpeftive corps from Madras, Poonamalee, 
and other adjacent ftations without lofs of time; the fick, all the brals 
twelve poui»ders, with whatfoever was judged unneceflary among tiic 
•immenfc quantity of baggage and (lores already coiledled, were ordcr- 
dcred into Fort St. George; the fervants of that government, as 
well as of its feveral dependencies, whether civil or military, vied witii 

cvach other in forwarding the public fervice; nor was the Nabob of the

Carnatic altogether deficient in demonftration of zeal, although circum- 
feribed by deranged finances. Upwards of three hundred troopers^ tolera¬ 
bly accoutred^ ( of which number one hundred and twenty ciglu were 
vinountcd ) detached from his own guards, dilcovered iuclinations warm 
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in t!ic Britifli inrcrc{>. Three elephants with twen‘y*carrelr, etiliaiKcd 
the value of this ruppFy. The Nabob’s troopers, however, backward 
in difeipline, «were ilill lefs lerviceable from the mean quality and 

wretched condition of their horfes.

pnd fears. Here they hoard up grain to provide againft famine and 
ibarcity'j here they depofit their valuable cjffedls when they proceed 
againft^a diftant foe; here they aflemble for mutual defence when 
attacked by fuperior force; and, as their country is naturally fertile 
and'fttong, thefe rtidc fortifications would never have been built but 
for the appreheflifion of danger and the frequency of commotion. 

It would appear; that the terrace of My fore decline* towards the 

m 

extremity of the peninfula, as well as towards the enftern boundary. 
The rivers in general rifing near the fummits of the Mal ibarghautsy 
or on the tops of the loftieft mountains, in their courfe wind to the 
fouthward: and as they all empty thcmfelves into the fea on the 
Coromandel Coaft, it is evident that the weftern range is confidera- 
bly higher than the other. The plains, too, on the Carnatic fide, 
decline as you approach to the fbuthward in a proportion ft ill greater 
than the table land ; confcquently, the more fouthern the pafies, the 
niore the perpendicular height from the bottom to the terrace. 11 is on 
this principle, alfo, that the extraordinary fertility of the diftfids'to 
. the fouthward of the Coleroon, and the great capability’ofjimprove- 
ment, can be accounted for with moft probab jity of corre^ftnefs. 
The fecrecy that covered the defigns of Earl •Cornwallis contrU

buted in a high degree to the brilliancy of the fuccefo that at¬ 
tended his arms. So hidden the movement from Vcllout, and fo 
unexpeded the route from Vellofe, that when the diftance between

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the entrance by Uhangama and the Mugley paf» taken into confi- 
* deration, ali polTibility of the Sultaun’s collcdking a force faincient to 
oppofi our afeent was done away. Indeed, fuclj was the ardour 
throug^iout every department, that oo difficulty could obft^^ our 
progr^fs, elp.cially with fo decided a fuperiority.of difriplinftpiSuch 
cxei lions mull ever furmount all difadvantages, and reip the fruit cF 
patient pcrfeverance in the end. 

W H1LST at Palmanair, provifions for the troops and followers were 
to be purchafedin the utmoft abundance, and at*a rate nearly as reafon- 
able as in the Pwffiums. Here feveral hundred brinjafies, driving bul¬ 
locks, affes, •and buffaloes, laden with rice and other grain, that 
joined our army, coufl find no purchaferi they were, however, indu- 
'’c.l to follow the-camp, by affiirance of protection, and a ready fals 
whenever the followers expended their ftores, and before a^iy con- 
lumption from the public Hock Ihould be admitted. Their con¬ 
fidence met the merited attention. It was here alfo, that .the ele¬ 
phants from Bemjl^made their appearance, cfcorted by Lieutenant 
Macdonald and a m^ll party of troops from that efiablifhment. Sixty 
four of thofe noble animals, all, excepting five, in high order, facili¬ 
tated the enfuing marches. Beyond all deferiptions of cattle, the ele¬ 
phants are ufeful in the movements of Indian armies. Sagacious, 
powerful ahd hardy, they travel for a greater length of time, and ezr- 
ry a*grtater weight than any other animal; befidcs that they feed on 
grain any kind,, or on whatfoever nourifhes horfes or bullocks; 
\M:anchcs,and leaves of trees lerve them for provender: in ffiort, whilfl 
their fervices arc more beneficial, their wants are more cafily fatisfied 
than thofe of any other beails of hurtl^en. Thus fupplied, indepen- 

dent 
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dent of what was Carried by the brinjanies, the whole army was rca** 
dy to ftart, with provifions fufficielot for a confumption of at Ipail 
forty-ifivc days. . 

A^I^ost the Polygar chief) .that paid their refpe^s and offered 
fcriFfcpRo Earl Cornwallis whilft in this neighbourhood, Chiel Naig 
and thochiefof Punganore-wcrc themoft confpicuous. Mounted, and 
armed with pikes and fpears, each leader was attended by a gro- 

ft 

tef^uc group ofadherents firmly attached to hi? interefi, but without 
order or dicipline. ^ The want of union amongft thefe tribes, fub- 
je<^ls each individual branch to every' adventurous warrior that chu- 
fes to vifit theif diArifl: with artUkry, Thck villages, although 
abundantly prote^ed by hedges and mud ^alls*againft the depreda* 
tionst>fhorfe, are utterly unprovided againft cannon; confequently, 
they feldom remain in a Rate of va/Talage to one prince for any length 
of time; indeed they frequently acknowledge no fuperior at all. The 
particulars of one amongfi them^ wil), with fome allowance for occa- 
fional varia'tions, lead towards forming a fufBcteqmgqy^intance with 
the whole. 

About forjy years ago the chief of Punganore paid fealty to the 
raj|h of Cuddapah. Some time afterwards this rajah yielding to

jufi: acquired. The fubadar of Dccan in his turn had to furcender

the fuperiority of PimgMiere, and many other valuable diilri^y to 
the Maratta Hates; and it is not above fix years fince that turoulcnt. 
people were compelled to abandon the whole of their ufurpations/ 
near the ghauts, before the all-graf|ang power of Tippoo Sultaun. 
The a<ifivity and valour of Chiel NIig, the other Pol^jgar chief, not- 

with- 
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withftanding a far greater vieiffittide of fortune, renders even at 

. this, period rather an ally than a ValTal to the India Company. 

At the top of the ghauts fbnnte alterations were^ircfled, both in 

the arrangement of march> and encampment. The cavalry, 

after fending *a regiment to cover the baggage, proceeded to the 

• 

flank on which the army wafe prepared to form, and preferving 
^ a diftance of about two thoufand feet, ^ advanced parallel,to the 
head of thfe co 1 amn» In the event of an attack,^this corps forrilcd 
the referve, and oil all occaiionS, from thS ptefent period, en¬ 
camped in the rtat of" the Centre (i). All the frdn twelvc-poundcrs 
were at the fame time^ordered from the park, and attached to Euro¬ 
pean regiments. 

.After mulcering the oullocks, and diflrihutlng the elephants, 

except a fev/ that were allotted for the park and head quarters, a- 

mongrt: the fcveral European corps (2), the army marched towards

Bangalore on the twenty fourth, at day-break, in three columns. 
*1 he infantry^ moved in the centre, with the artillery on their right, 
find cavalry on their lefr, flank. The villages, which were nume¬ 
rous, ayd defended as already repeatedly deferihed, were totally a- 
bandoned by their inhabitants; great quantities of grain and forage, 
collected in granaries, or heaped up i« Hacks, Hrongly indicated high

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cultivation, mild management, and confequent happinels ; andextcn- 
livc tanks in every diredlion afforded an abundant fupnly of water, 
CoNTiNUiNGt our march ncxt day, the licentious behaviour of 
our followers was the caufe of n»ore vexation to Earl Cornwallis, and 
of concern to every kaver of difcipline, than any occurrence of^ a ll- 
milar nature that offered throughout the war. Many of the pri:icl- 
pal inhabitants in this diflria: approached the Commander in CAiid' 
to take coule at th^very inft.mt their villages blazed to allies. Par¬ 
ties of horfc were djfpatched in every direftion, to feize the pcrorctra- 
tors of fuch wahton mifehief; but the abufc, once begun, raged with¬ 
out the poffibility of a check, even for the day. Thc.vafl trafl over 
which the followers extended, rendered itjmpollible for them to know 
the motives that afluated the firfl culprits ; nor were the horfe abl^ 
to communicate the deteftation which thefe ravages occafion?cl, to 
a proportion of one in the hundred ; fo that many confidercd t:ic dc- 
flrudlion meritorious Thus, a Ifrifl General, at the head of an 
army dil'ciplined equal to any on earth, was neceflitatcd to witnefs an 
evil, which, although it galled him to the foul (i), he could not 
fer a time ccrrcdl. Of all curfes impofed by a wife Providence on 
the human race, this certainly is amongfl the word:. 

Punishment, the only magiftrate that can awe an Hindoo, pre-

vented a repetition of this difgrace j for, nine of the principal leaders, 

being cUajly convidled, they were executed on the following day,

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march through a country, rugged and dilHcult to^ pafs, from Coughs 
and other impediments, the whole encamped on the 25th, within a 
fliort diftance of Molwoggle. This hill is from three to four hun¬ 
dred feet in height, fteep in afcent, .difficult of accefs, and ftrength- 
cned with a ftone wall towards the* fummit, but without baftioiis or 
guns.’ It was at the foot of Molwoggle, that Captain Brooke, oit 
St. Helena, pradifed a ftratagem in a former war, which would do 
' credit to the firft military genius of any age. 

About twenty-five years ago. Colonel Wood, then detached with 
a divilion of General Smith’s army, had nearly fallen a facrifice to 
the abilities ao.d fuperior force of Hyder Ally Calvn* when the Cap¬ 
tain was attraded by the firf-e to the fcenc of adion, but with a very 
inconfiderable force. Situated as Colonel Wood then was, any affift- 
' ance wlilch this weak party could afford, would evidently prove of 
no material advantage. Confeious of this, Captain Brooke rightly 
e only chance of rendering effedual fervicc 'was by 
impreffing the enemy with an idea of General Smith’s near approach. 
He therefore beat the grenadier’s march in a fituation where the 
linaUncfs of his force was not liable to be difeovered ; and, tlic firata- 
gcni fuccceding, Hyder drew oft* bis troop-s, in the apprchcnfion that 

thc^mairi force of his enemy was at hand. 

» • 

The march of the 27th was along a road pcrfedly good, through 
a country in a high Hate of cultivation, and abounding with inhabitants. 
ft.had alfo plenty of forage and water, with fome hills, which al- 
though of no conlidcrahle lieight, afforded a number of entertaining 
prolpeds. Dttring tliis day’s march, the inhabitants contiguoiU' to 
the road, in general,- had the refol&tioir to continue in their villages;

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nor did they fuffec the fmallcft degree of moleAntlon. Here the ene¬ 
my’s horfe made their firft appearance fince the departure of our ar¬ 
my fiom Vellore, in number probably about one hundred, but they 
kept at a very refpe< 3 :Ail didance. 

It was now evident that the Sultaun had relied on the rcfult of his 
’threats to deftroy the Carnatic for the fecurity of his Myforean pof- 
feflions, and that he waited the efFetd of his plans for a length of 

f 

tirne too conliderable to admit of any lerious oppofition to the iiwa-» 
(ton, even at this period. However, all that was in his power, al¬ 
though it might not elTentially avail him, he attempted. To harrafs 
the Britifh army as they advanced, to deflroy as much as pofliblc 
their baggage, to hy wade the whole face of the country, and to 
burn and carry off all grain and forage, was his fird obje<d. I’o de¬ 
prive |iis antagonid of any communication with the Pollums and 
Polygars of every defeription was naturally his next endeavour. Nor 
was it poffible entirely to prevent the execution of thefe intentions. 
The vad difparity in numbers obliged the cavalry of our army to 
move in compadt bodies, although under the neceflity of keeping a 
condant eye on the baggage and dores, whild thofe of the enemy, 
from the weight of their columns, were enabled to detach parties 
that feampered in every diredtion, and confcqucntly, in a conlidera- 
ble degree effedted their defignS. 

Still proceeding on a good road, over a well cultivated country, 
the next ground of encampment was clofc to* an opening through • 
the Colar Hills(f). This lofty range, together with an extendvc

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takes its name from a town which is fortified after the an¬ 
cient manner of the. Eaft. Colar, {landing at the bottom of the hills, 
towards their centre, on the fouth-eaft face, is of coofidcrablc extent, 
and cnHofed by a high mud wall with fevcral bailions. The main llrcct 

is wide and regular, the houfes in general have ^at roofs, with pipes 

• 

to throw off water; and chimnics, however rare in Alia, decorate the 
^ principal dwellings of this town. From the number of walls, wind^ 
ings, and other obftacles that {land in the way, the citadel, although not 
tenable again ft cannon, would not be cafily foi^:ed by other means* 
Here, a few Polygars who awaited our arrival, furrendered to the 
third battalion of Bengal fepoys ; but the killcdar, with the garrifon, 
fled prcvioully towards Bangalore. About two hundred blankets, 
manufadiurcd in the neighbourhood, together with a quantity of 
grain and feme provifions, were captured in this citadel. 

At a fliort diftance to the weft ward of Colar a fmali but neat 
inaufoleum covers the remains of Nadim Sahib, the father of Hyder, 
as alio thofe^of his mother. Here likewife lies interred his elder bro¬ 
ther Ifmael Sahib. Superftition had decorated the feveral tombs 
with bafkets of flowers, with feathers, and with trinkets of various 
kinds. It is known too, that the Myibrcan hero, having finiihed his 
eaVthly career in the neighbourhood of V cllore, about the middle of 
December 1782, hiscorpfe was embalmed and conveyed into Mylbre 
nearly by the route on which Earl Cornwallis had now advanced, 
and tfiat it remained in this building for feveral nv)nths, in order, moft 
probably, to allow time for fini/hing an elegant maufoleum then pre- 
parisg for its reception on the ifland of Seringapatam. 


Close 
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Clost, to this t6Tnb, a garden, ('u-rounilvj by a h'gh /lone waP, 
planted \/iih vines of different deferiptioas, with rows of cypreff, 
with ciunips of ojrange, lime, guava, and other trees, and abounding 
with rofes and fhrubberries of various kinds, marked the religious ve¬ 
neration in which the fhrine of Tippoo Sultaun’s anceftors had becn 
Held. Nor did this rcpofitory, or its ornaments, fuftain theleaftin-. 
Jury on the prefent occaiion, as Gentries polled by dire( 5 lion of the 
Commander in chief, guarded whatfoever appeared facred to thofc re- 
licks. Tanks too, dug at a confiderable expence, together with a 
large j eel, or natural Iheet of water, contributed to render this fitua- 
tion at once convenient, roinaiitick and agreeable^ 

The mild and lenleiit treatment of the natives, wiio, ccHitinuini? 
their rcfpcflive occupations, remained at their homes, together with 
the fcvelc punifliments already inflifled on fuch of the followers as 
difeovered an iacliiiation to pillage, appeared to have taken the bell 
on the inhabitants of the diftri^s between Colar and Oofeotta. 
On this march villages were to be fecn crowded with people ready 
to fupply every want of the troops, but with gates doubly barred 
Igainft all that were not in arms. Narfipore, an inlignlficaiit fortifica¬ 
tion near to the firft ground of encampment, alone offered infult. A 
patrolc of horfc under Major Young could not prcvaiLoii thefe rc- 
fraflory villagers to open their gates; but on the appearance of two 
fepoy companies with a gun, the whole of the inhabitants fled, with 
precipitation. From thence to Oofeotta the road was equally] goocf 
as for feveral preceding days. It had been cut by the inhabitants 

with, 
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Whlabour througfr an uneven bruffi-w<Jbd and thick jurg':. 
Takin.; advantage of the confined fituatlon, which prevented our ca¬ 
valry from covering our flanks on this march, the.lootles contrived to 
c .rry '-cfF two elephants, fomc camek, and a number of hultockt 
' Just a*: '!ic army encamped in the neighbourhood of Oolcolta, 
the 13th lier'gnl battalion, with its guns, were ordered to take pef- 
felhon of the fort and pettah. On ^approaching the gate, ihr. 
garrifon refufed admittance. A gun, loaded with blank cartridge, 
and ufed as a petard> had ttO' etFccl: but the’firfl difchurgc of djo: 
(battered the bars, f]>rung the bolts, and wounding feme people 
within, the reft furrendered at diferetion. Tliis fort is in lieuie 
nearly fquarc: its walls a!^ chiefly of mud, with a berme and deep ury 
ditch. To the north and from the weft it is prote:hedi by an c.\ ten- 
five Jeel i and, in front of the gate, a work ofexcellent mifonry, built iu 
the European manner, is of conllderablc ftrength. The icnth fate 
however, is completely commanded from a riling ground, even to> the 
very bottom'of the rampart. Ocfcotta, in circumference, mcafurcs 
about twelve hundred yards. A quantity of forage, fome grain 
and cattle being fecured, this fort, like Colar, was put in poftefllon of 
fomc friendly Polygars. 

Asandoneo by its inhabitants; the pettah was given over to be 
plundered by our followers during a halt on the enfuing day. They 
were however prohibited from injuring a plantation of coffee trees,

apple trees and vines, that was evidently in itsi infancy: indeed, the 
high ft ate of cultivation of the country around promifed and afforded 
aiAJOnfidcrableftipply of grain. ^Thc culture of filk, too, appears to 
have been an article of much attention in this vicinity, as fevcral 


worm# 
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worms, in their various forms, from the egg to the infed enveloped 
in thread, were found in different fa6lories; and, as the Sultaun had 
begun to face the wall of the fort with ftone at a great cxpence, he 

f 

certainly intended it for a place of fome importance. 

From this period the nearnefs of the contending powers to each 
other enabled the Myforeans to rocket the Britifh camp at night; 
and to appear in force through the day. A thick fog that cleared 
away as the fun flrcngthened early on the 4th, difeovered a body of 
horfc, in front, fo near as to induce Earl Cornwallis to order a brigade 
of infantry to fupport our cavalry, who were then a fliort didance 
in advance, and to cover the train as it pafled a deep flough. Tliis 
enemy, however, did not think proper to ri^ an Engagement. Con¬ 
tent with watching an opportunity to attack the baggage, they fepa- 
rated into feveral divifions, and failed in almofl: every attempt. A 
troop of Young’s regiment, detached againft one of thefe parties, re¬ 
turned with fix horfes, having cut down their riders. Another body 
mounted, and dill more confiderable, appearing in the afternoon, 
the left wing was ordered under arms, whild the Commander in 
Chief, efcorted by ft veral fquadrons, advanced to reconnoitre. His 
LcKddiip fbon difeovering that this enemy, although in force, had no 
inclination to fight, returned to camp. 


Amongst the many maftcrly drokes in the military*’career of 
Earl Cornwallis, his manoeuvres 011 the 5th of Masch will ever hold 
a confpicuous place, , The whole force of the enemy, now but a 

few miles didant on the left flank, was ready to fcize on aiiy advan¬ 
tage 
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tige that ofp-rcdl, either from overfight, or from the natural obfla les 
and impcdiiiieiits of the country. Aware of thelc clrcuiiiftaiiccs,'at 
break of day the left wing, which then led, ftrengthped by the fjurth 
brigade from the right, was ordared to form on an advantageous 

ground fronting the dirc£lion in which the enamy had been fec:i th^ 

• 

day before. Tlie firfl: and third brigades, proceeding on their march 
m columns of half companies, for a (hortwdiftance, were ready to fup- 
port this line if neceflary; whllft the piquets, the ninth brigade! and 
bp cavalry, awaited orders to advance with the baggage. By this 
jilcc’c of generahhip, thf train and ftores continued in perfcfl fecurlty 
for the day; every divilion of the army underwent the ufual 
fatigues of an oidmary march, and a front was oppofed to the enemy 
Vvhich he durft not venture to attack, but with a diftatU caanon idc. 
After halting in this polition for upwards of one hour, it was evident 
that the Suluiun had no inclination to give battle. 

Thick fogs conctalul the Myforcans for fomc time after gun fire; 
but clearing up as the day advanced, their whole force was difeovered in 
ruol^ou towards Bangalore. Orders for marching were immediately 
Iflued in the Biitifh camp, and the two powers moved for fomc time 
parallel to each other, leparated by, a piece of low fwampy ground. 
The line already deferibed, after fronting the enemy for fomc time, 

under the immediate direction of the Commander in Chief, followed 

• • 

flowly in the rear, and lo the left of the bagfgage. Perceiving our 
difpofition, the Sultaun inclined to his right, as near as the niturc of 

the

the ground would ^dinit, and pulhing forward his cavalry, in order to 
ftrike at our k^iggige in front, he opened a heavy cannonade about ten 
o’clock, acrofs the fwamp. The dlftancc, however, was fo confid^ra- 
ble, that not one Ihot was fired in return. Our lofs throughout the 
day amounted only tpone niankilfcd and four wounded. 

The firff and third brigades proceeded with the baggage, and un- 
limbcring the twelve-pounders whenever the horfe made their apear- 
ance, they held them in compleat check, and defeated all their clc- 
figns. Here a moft daring attempt on the life of Earl Cornwallis 
was fruftrated b/ the vigilance of his guards. Three defperadoes, ri¬ 
ding at full gallop, mixed with a body of our troops on a riling 
ground, from whence his Lord^flilp, with General Medows, and fe- 
vcral ftafFofficers, viewed the movements of the enemy. Two of 
them forfeited their lives to thtir tcB-erity; the third was fj)ared 
through the mercy of the General. Ferocious and unenlightened as the 
Sultaun has been reprefented throughout this work, to charge him 
with a defign fo diabolical as the deliberate Intention of miwdering his 
untagonifl:, would be dangerous to thecauie of truth. The moft rca- 
fonable conclufion is, that he was totally ignorant of that dark, fa- 
vage, and truly villainous attempt, and, that it arofc, either from an ill 
judged intention to cftablifh fuperiOrity in courage amongft iiidivi- 
duals; or, from an inftantaneous effi< 5 l: of ftupefa^tioii occalioncd by the 
free ufe of bang. Towards fun-fet the troops encamped within ^ran¬ 
dom lltot of Bangalore (i) after witneffing villages blazing to affics 
in every dice^lion, by order of the Myf^AO. ruler..

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On the morning of the 6th the army changed g^-ound, and embrac¬ 
ing the petfah, oc.ctiplccl a pofitlon on its nortli-wcfl face/in which It 
continued with but little variation during the fiegc. • Towards three 
oVIocIi in the afternoon all the cavahy, lupported by GowdieU hr;— 
grdc,'Were ordered out under Colonel Flojd,^n order to cover the 
thief engineer, and other ftalF officers, whilft they reconnoitred Ban¬ 
galore from an eminence on its north-caft face (2); about itild way 
I'ctwcen this efulnencc and camp, there was a broad and deep f.vamp, 
wiilch the artillery and infantry had inn:ru<Sl:ions frotp our leader not 
to crofs. As the cavalry advanced, the enemy’s horfe dlfplaying 
two flandards, afUm’^led .on the reconnolccrlng ground, fecmlngly 
with an intention to difpute the right oY pofleffion. Colonel Floyd 
approached it alfo with his fix regiments, in feparate columns, pre- 
firving intervals to form in line j yet the Myforeans, although farin- 
Lrior in numbers, did not give way until their opponents approach¬ 
ed them to within fifty yards. 

Just as this height was gained, anotlicr body of horfe, about fe- 
ven hundred in number, appeared on a riling ground in front, dif- 
piayiDg fcvcral fiandards.

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An intention of ilorming the pettah on the nigttt of the 5th, with 
the piquets, had been abandoned, under the idea of its being rein¬ 
forced during the day, a circumftance in which vaiijus inttllig nces 
concurred j however, to do away any imnrefllon occafioned by the 
late difailrous rencontre, and to fecurc a large •fapply of forage and 
materials for the fiegc, the intention was again renewed, but with a- 
^nolher body of troops. His Majefly’s 36th regiment, and tlif; 26!h 
Bengal battalion of fepoys, with their field pieces, fupported by two 
eighteen and two twelve pounders, were ordered for this f rvice, 
early in the morning of the yth, under the commancTof Lieutenant 

Cclorivl Cockerell. Lieutenant Colonel Moorhoufe took chai '^e of

the heavy guns. The point of attack vvas a gateway of confiderabic 
ftrength on the north face, to which a winding paiTage led, that was 
Imooth and even, but narrowed fo much by a thick jungle on* cither 
hand, that the troops, unable to extend their front, hadTcarccIy 
I corn to advance by columns of half companies.

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exertions, confpiouoiis from the beginning, were now followed up 
without intermiflion, by the intrepid Medows. Enlivened by fueh 
examples, the foldicry ftrained every nerve. A delay in bringing up 
the heavy cannon, together with Ibme other untoward circum/lantes, 
inftead of tending to^ abandon the* enter.prize, increafed their ragernefs 
•to proceed; and their officers, alike inured to danger and accuHomed 
to vidory, were foremoft whether to fcale the ramparts or to pafs 
through openings or apertures. Slender in frame, but raifed up, hy 
feme fturdy grenadiep, a hole made by feme eighteen poivi(i ihot 
admitted Lieutgaiant Ayre through the gate, under (he immedi.ite eye 
of his General, wdio with the ftrongeff; mar!;s of approbation encou¬ 
raged the troops to “ fupport the littk gentleman” (i). Ladders 
were now applied, and the ramparts were covered with allailants in 
an inflant. All obftacies lurmounted, the entrr.y gave way; hut the 
nearnefs of the pettah to the garrifon afforded them ffieUcr in the 
quarter under its immediate protecliou. ■ During this attack the fort 

kept up an inceflant fire of cannon ; and leveral of their ihot reached 
our encampment, although at a diliancc of nearly two miles. 

Such was the obffinacy of this defence, that Earl Cornwayis di-

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in the fpace of two hours they enabled Colonel Cockerell to cfta- 
blilh .polls over two thirds of the pettah, and to capture a vaft quan- 
■ tity of forage, which contributed fo much to our ultimate fuccef*, 
that the. Commandant is laid to have •forfeited his life for difobedi- 
cnee of the Sultaiin’s orders, pofitively com?r.manding, that the 
whole lliould be burnt. Confidence in the llrcngth of the place, and 
not a treacherous difpofition, led to this catallrophe. 

The pettah of Bangalore is of a circular form, and meafiires full 
three miles in circumference. All around, except where it is defended 
by.the fort, it has a deep dry ditch, the inner fide of ^fhich is in ge¬ 
neral faced witli llonc. Befides an open communication towards the 
garrliun, there arc foi*r entrances to this place, all defended by 
llrong gates and ballions with cinbrafur^s for guns. Of thefe one 
■'is on the cad face; two arc to the northward, and one at the qorth- 
wcil quarter. A thick and aimed impenetrable jungle of trees, bam¬ 
boos, thorny budics, and prickly flirubs, extends along the .ditch, 
within which a lofty mud wall, with feveral turrets, ranges. To 
drengthen the.inner M’orks, this Jungle, which is upwards of one 
hundred yards in depth, is fecured by redoubts or fietches at each 
of the outer entrances. Many years ago thcle defences, on repeated 
occafions, baffled the whole Maratta force; nor does it appear hazard¬ 
ous to atlirm, that they are dill abundantly drong againd any na- 
tive power in the ead. An idea of their fufiicicncy, even againd our 
army, prevented the 'dedrudion of all grain and forage, which, 
without doubt, confiderablv facilitated the fall of BaBC^-alore. 

Here there are many drects laid out with much regularity, and 
of great.width; few towns in Hindodan can boad of better houfes, 
or of richer inhabitants, if credit can be giVen to appearances; and al¬ 
though 
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though the people had removed the principal part of their wealth on 
tlie advance of the Britifh army, ftill, hales of cloth, with immenfe 
quantities of cotton and grain, were ftrewed in every dire6lion; in¬ 
deed the booty dug up by individuals, out of concealments and de¬ 
fected haufes, flrongly indicated eafe, comfort, and happinefs in for¬ 
mer times. 

Grieved at his misfortunes, the Sultaun inftantly meditated a 

plan for retaking the petta’h. Early in the afternoon, he, as a feint," 

* 

drew out his army to, the north-caft of the fort, and advanced to¬ 
wards the Brit^di camp with all the appearance of an indention to give 
battle, whilll: his real defign vvas to flrengthen his troops, not yet dif- 
lodgcd by Colonel Cockerell, with fix thoufand cliofen men. Farl 
Cornwallis, fufpedting the tfUc motives from appearances, immedi¬ 
ately dire(fl:ed the 76th regiment, which had been recalled to camp 
in courfe of the day, to return to Colonel Cockerell. Ilis Lordfliip 
flruck his encampment, and wheeling to the right, he formed his 

line with its front to the enemy, and watched their approach. A low 
marfhy ground now leparated the two anuies, acrofs which the Su’- 

taun contented himfclf in this quarter for the day, with a diftant can¬ 
nonade. Widely difFtrent was the ftruggle to deprive us of,our late 
acqu^itlons. 

As if confident of fuccefs, the Myfbrcan reinforcement advanced 
on the 36th and 76th regiments, but they were reccived'^t the point 
of the bayonet. With the fepoys alfb, they came to a clofc engage¬ 
ment. The ftruggle was obflinate and bloody. * As if fired at being 
driven from their homes by ftrangers, they yielded to fuperior dlf- 

cipline with much unwillin^ncfs. Mortified tliat their foes fhould

Working parties were employed in cutting down bamboos, in col¬ 
lecting matciids for batterys, and in erodting redoubts and Botches 
in front of the encampment* on at coriftrudlion more to prevent 
alarms, than for the fecurity of the troops (l). A ten gun batt?ryi

and befides other necefiitks at this period of the l?cge, two of our 
guns, a twenty-four sind an eighteen pounder, were completely dila- 
bled.

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Either the movements of the enemy, or fecret intelligence, or 
perhaps both, induced Earl GjrnwalHs, on the i6th, to dirc£V Tome 
alterations in the order of encampment. The *cav, Iry changed 

ground with the fecond brigade, and the fifth and fixth brigades with

part of the fourth, occupying a new pofition, fronted outwards in the 
direction formerly obferved by the referve. By this alteration the 
horle were thrown into a hollow that covered them from the enemy’s 
view. A fudden and brifk cannonade on. the morning of the 17th 
difeovered the propriety of the late arrangements. •This fire w'as 
principally dirc<fl:ed towards the ground lately occupied by the 
cavalry; confequently, thcflofs fell principally on the corps encamped

As large bodies of horfe, encircling our encampment lil{e a rain¬ 
bow, hoVered on tb.e eminences all around, it is rcafbnable to con- 
jcdui e, that the Sultaun* intended to flrlke at the baggage and ftorcs, 
in the cveht of any confufion; but on the return of Earl Cornwallis 
from the pettah, where his Lordfhip had been to examine the efFefl: 
of his batteries, Colonel Stuart, with the principal part of the firft 
and t^ird brigades, was ordered to advance againfl the right flank of 
the enemy. On this movement the Sultaun judged it prudent to 
retire; and the foft, at the fame inflant, ceafed a difeharge of cannon, 
which, as if by concert, it opened with the fire y the field. The only 
return to the cannonade from the northward was from one eighteen and 
ont twelve pounder, ferved witlj excellent aim by Captain Carlifle of 

the 
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the Madras eftablifttrricnt* A four-giin battery. Intended to deitroy 
the defences at the gateway, was conftrudted on this night. 

So jiifl: was tlic aim of our artillery^ that on the iSth, notwith- 
ftanding the ftrength of the walU the breach was confidercd pcadlica- 
blc hy fevcral qualjiicd to judge from the experience of many 
years fervice. However, during the night, another parallel, upon 
which the enemy opened an inceffant and heavy fire of mufquetry, 
was laid out and compleated within two hundred yards of the fort, 
and its proportion of guns were placed in the battery lately crcdled. 
A difeharge of fockets was kept up,on our encampment without in- 
.^crmifilcn. 

Early on the i9tluthc four-gun battery opened; 4hi6, together 
wkli thofe already .mentioned, kept up a conftant cannonade on the 
,bi;each‘ftud neighbouring towers, that of the enemy being much 
ii^ckened; they» .however, fired diarply with mufquets from the co¬ 
vert way and outworks. Againfi: thefe a battery for two fix-pound- 
ers was cdnftru^tcd, that compleated for four, was enlarged fo as to

admit fix guns; and on the left of the advanced parallel a mortar bat¬ 
tery was finifhcd before day-light. From camp the 36th regiment, 
ani a battalion of fepoys, were fent out under Major Skollyjt^to fur- 
prize a body of the enemy reported at a fhort diflance. Tw^vc on¬

;is. This work, fb Very cio^ to the cr^my, co^uld not be carried 
on iiriperceived, even from the ranr^jarts; but as large bodies ot the 
bffieged were out ftockadliig xhc breach, a gsHwig hre .was received 
jiiift: as'the party began to work, and as'it did not ccafe liiitil under 
•complete cover, the cafualties of this high> were very numerous. 

Early on the a ift, the Sultaun, with his whole force, was in 
motion; part of his troops advanced, with an intenyon of opening a 
battery in order to enfilade the peftah, from high grounds on the eaft 
fide of the fort, clofc tb tbc^cyprefs garden; others dragged feveral heavy 
guns to the bank of a tank in which a* number of well mafked cm- 
brafurcs had been cut, whilft his main force was drawn ug on the 
neighbouring heights, to protect thefe operations. A thick fog con¬ 
cealed the Myforeans from the Britifh general till towards* eight in 
the morning; but as foOn as it cleared away, the drums beat to arms, 
the encampment was inftantly ftruck, and the right wing moving to- 
ward| the enemy by columns, intimidated them for the preient from 
their defigns. 

!As^r^■fto^m Was reckpoe^ ffafCticable by a^, the fire of this 
day was levelled chiefij^ againft the defences alwut the point of attack, 

and the g^Uns apd feWMS W^ich lopked in'that diredtibn. A fmall 
taftion, clofc to the Delhi gate, together withojie of a much larger 
fizc, which bore on the breach, and -flanked the fliattcrcd curtain to 
the'eaftward, were ^atterM to .pieces. Anxknis under thefs cir- 
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cumftanccs, the Sultaun in the evening again drew out his troops, 
and as in the morning condudlcd feveral heavy, guns to the bank 
already deferibed, evidently with intention to cannonade the pettah. 
The critical ftage at which affairs had now arrived, required that 
bold and energetic determination which totally abftradted from fcale 
and compafs reafoning, is only to be found with great minds. 

• As night approached, pjepararions were made for the dorm, with, 

the direction of which Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell was entrufted. 
A ferjeant and twelve/fuImported by Lieutenants Duncan and Evans, 
with thirty chofen men, compofed the forlorn hope. The grenadiers 
of the 36th, 52d, 7 id, 72d, 74th, 76th, and fourth Madras regi¬ 
ment, with the light infintny of the corps jud mentioned, in all 
fourteen companies, followed as in this detail. Clofe to thefe the 

t 

36th, 72nd, and 76th advanced according to feniority of regiments, and 
in the rear of the Europea.ns two Bengal battalions, the 7th and 26th, 
were poded in the lad parallel, with indrudllons to fcour to tl»c right 
and left fo fbon as the derm dio.uld commence. Pioneers carrying 
fcaling ladders were judicioufly interfperfed with the troops; the ap- 
pearsypice of General Medows amidd the ranks, added vigour to difei- 
pUne and valour; and, although Colonel Maxwell iffued hU indrvi^ions 
to the whole, the flankers were confidcred uf)der the imnQ;ediate di- 
re^ion of Major Skelly. 


WHILST the troops dedined for the a^uit; advanced their 
feveral dations, with awful dillncfs, the garrilbn both iii the fort 
^nd outworks, as if wearied with incest exertion, were equally

lull; a bright moon, at times obfeured by a palling cloud, (hone 

againd 
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againft the batfen^ precipices over wiiich the afla^ants had to pafs; 
from the heavens there came not a breath of wind; nothing difturbed 
thought; and, this gallant corps, after beftowyng in reflciSlion a folditr- 
)y and ajOfe^honate tribute on their fair friends, bade adieu to all word- 
ly concerns, and rivetted their minds to death or vi£lory. 

At the hour of eleven a iignal for advancing palTed along the 
ranks in perfed filence. A caufeway upwards of one hundred yards 
In length wliich would not admit of eight men abreaft, was the only 
road that led from the trenches to the point of attack. To render 
the breach inacceffible, the befieged had cut a wide and deep trench 
acrofs this caufeway, leaving a wall about two feet thick entire on 
the right hand. As there was no draw-bridge it was by this wall 
that the garrifon communicated with th*e covert way, and were ena¬ 
bled to Tally; but, although fo narrow as to be pafled by Indian files 
only, it ferved alfo to convey our troops over the ditch, which 
was nowhere fotdablc in this quarter. To the left the* faufie- 

bray, about twenty feet in height, and but little damaged, as it was 
covered by tlfc glacis, was efcaladed in an inftant; but the principal 
part of the troops, in defiance of all obftrudlions, advanced ftraight 
forward, and furmounted every obftacle. At Tome places they clam¬ 
bered over mounds, walls, bulwarks, and hindrances of various kinds, 
that haS been fhattered by the cannonade. At others, where the for- 
tifications were more entire, they afeended or defeended by the 
hejp of ladders. A^ the alfailants approached the baflioii and cur- 
tarin that had been breached, the refiftance, whichitill then had fallen 
far fhort of cxped:ation, began to increafe. Awakened from a fatal 
fecurity into which the garrifon had bee^^ lulled, by the multiplicity of

point of attack; In an inibnt, J>lu9< lights and ihre balls thrown in 
every dire<^ion rendered all objects around the fort clear as at neon 
day; a'blaze of mufquctry, which added ftrength to this magni¬ 
ficent illumination, furniflicd it alfo with abundance of vidimsjage- 
nqral difeharge cf rockets contributed to the aweful grandeur of an 
ejehibition in itfelf truly tremendous; and one univcrlal roar of can¬ 
non all over the fort and.-pettah at once .ftru^k thc.fpdator with 
cpnfternation and horror. 

Wh ILST the fojtlom hope mounted the breach; the leading com¬ 
panies Icept a confianf fire on the parapet; as thefc aicendc^ other 
divifiohs fcoured the ramparts to the right and left. The affailams,

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Although the ftnigglc wasoffliort duration*at the breach, it 
w^s repeatedly renewed as the columns proceeded to take polTeffion 
of the works. At feveral of the baftions, tjie defenders, encouraged 
by l^pplies of frefli troops, in vain endeavoured to retrieve their lofs; 
and the aflailants, having previoulfj^ divide^j^beir force, rufhed for¬ 
ward to the right and left, until the^ met at the oppofite entrance*, 
which is called the Myforc gate. 

“Whilst the grenadiers advanced aldng the ramparts *on t^c 
right, the light infantry prefled forwards to the leftj the 36th 
regiment defeended into the body of the forti the yad and 76th 
regiments, fupporting the feveral divifions, fecured all above the 
breach; and the two ftpoy battalions, fcouring the glacis and covert 
way, bayoneted whomfoever offered oppofition in the outworks. 
Taking advantage of the circulation of terror by contagion. Lieute¬ 
nant John Plumer, of the 13th battalion of Bengal fepoys^ fallied 
with two'colnpanics of that corps from the pettah j and, driving off 
their guards, he took pofleflion of fome guns which the enemy Intended 
to open on our batteries, from the bank of a tank already deferibed. 
In this ftorm. General Medows, obfervinga number of fepoys, chief¬ 
ly of rtic 7th battalion, amongft the Europeans at the top of the 
breach, he immediately direded that they fhould return to their fta- 
tioalm the outworks. 

As women and cWl^en crowded along with the affrighted 
gjirrifon through Ac Axq the carnage there Was truly fhocking. 
The height of the furrounding walls, the length of the arches, and 
the noife of the mufquctr J, which had not as yet fubflded, notwith-

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ftafidBig tBit liutn%mty of British troops, for a time prevented all di^ 
tin^ii of tige fejt, Aboai; two tiioufand chofen troops that har 4 
ttiiedto ftrengtljcfl tiie gprrUbn, pit fled to get in at the Myforegsfte; 
but, from the rapidi^ oflthe aflkilants, this reinforcement, which wai 
too late in arrival,,Ocjtetributcd I only to incrcafc the confuflol^ and 
daughter., Oft the whole, upwards of fourleen hundred lives were 
loft in this momentous event; an event, which firmly fixed the war 
in the heart of the. enemy dominions, as it put Britain in pofleffioi 
of probably the ftrongeft and moft important fortrefs in Mylbrc* 
Although* to particularize aUy individual in military operations, 
where the merits of all are raoft- willingly acknowledged, muft ever 
prove a talk highly invidious, yet the c^ndu<St of Colonel Giels dur-

ing this fiege, but-more efpecially on the 21 ft of M^irch, 1791, 
cannot be palled over in filence. A heavy fire kept up throughout 
the day was by his direction increafed and wholly pointed at the 
breach for a full hour previous to the attack ; and as the al&ilants 

advanced, the cannonade which intimidated the enemy from remaining 
ill that quarter,, was continued with blank cartridges, thus furnilhing 
the forlorn hope an opportunity of approaching the waHs uno^lerved. 
Th/expedation of a ftorm on the preceding night contributed alfo 
to the lethargick ftatc of the garrifon. A r<?i^r-cemcnt. oS* 4 zvtn 
hundred chofen horfe*men, difinounted, additional ftxength to, 

Bangalore late in the evening of the 20th* Nrhefo, with, the reft ^of

Exedufive of 
ihcfc, there arc odicr baftions of a finaller fiae over cither gateway, 
AU round the bottom of the rampart a regular and fubftantial faufle- 
biuy is crewed. The ditch is wide and deep, but at the faafon of

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fittlc water. On the fouth-weft face, there were rockg in it, whidit 
muft have confiderably facilitated an attack, had a breach been n^aie 
in the appofite Curtain; ^but this appears not to have cfcaped hb- 
fervatibn, as the glacis i^hat q^rtcr covers the works much 4 )ct- 
ter than in any other*. ^Herc thei is alfo a ravelin, which is without 
any iault; but the opposite berme extends fo far beyond the work as 
tb^adniitofa lodgment fhcrald an enemy get over the ditch j ano-‘ 
thef ravelin ftrengthens the caft face. There are alfo luncts at proper 

t 

diftances from each other all around the creft of the glacis. In front’ 
of the Myfore gate there is a work of confidcrable ftrength, with a’ 
large tank on its fouth face. The Delhi gate,eWith ibme little dif- 
tance on each fide, embraced in a kind of Vrefeent by the pettah, is- 
defended by feven ftrong walls ;.and caufeways, which as there arc no 
drawbridges to the fort, terminate the ditch at either entrance, arc 
the only paflages that lead into the body of the work. Befides all- 
thefe obftacles,. the glacis, except that part dirctStly^ oppofitc the pet¬ 
tah* was bounded by aclofe and thick prickly hedge.. The impofli- 
bility of procuring forage to maintain even the cattle for flaugh-- 
ter, heightened the diftrefs of the befiegers (i). But above all 
others dlfadvantages, that of a powerful army ftill in readinefs for« 
motion, keeping our infantry buckled up in their accoutrementej^^hd ■ 
the cavalry at tlie heads of their horfes, was^the caufc of much in-- 
convenience to the troops, as it gave rife to^^^qlicnt alarms, con-

’Wherever gallantry is recorded, BahrJ^der Klian, Killedar of 
Bangalprc, will ho^d a confpicuous place amongft the heroes of our 
t imes. True to his truft, he refigmed it witWife^ after receiving al- 
moft as many wounds as were infli( 5 t«d on Caefar in the capitol. In 
d*ath his manly countenance wore a rhild yet commanding^ a(pe<ft. 
Ilis appearance, refpcdlablc from an old age of temperate living, was 

rendered venerable by a beard of confideraBle length,: every/Iwir of 

« 

which vied with filver fn wHitenefsi and his corpfc, fair as any Eu¬ 
ropean, covered with wounds, all received from before, and clofe to 
the point of attack, clearly 4 cclar«d^that this refolute Mogul, befides 
a firm attachment to bis Prince, pofifeiTedthe genuine fpirit of afol- 
dier. Ills remains were ofSered to the - SuUaun for interment, but 
refufed with-many acknowledgments of the attention; they were 
therefore decently interred according to the Mahommedan rites. 
It is laid that the Sultaun, in anfwer to Lord Cornwallis’s foldier- 
like offer, replied, that the Khan could be buried nowhere with 
greater propriety than in the neighbourhood of the place at the 
defence of which he had fallen. Mafrelmans of the firfl rank in 
our ^m v attended his funeral with every mark of refped: and atten¬ 
tion. At the lofs of this faithful fervant, and the feverity of the blow 
he had rccicved, the Si^aun wept; but his rcaibnable grief was 
filccecded by unreaf^jpme and unmanly vengeance, whicji he wreak- 
cS on his unfortunate priibners.

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OvT of about lone hundred md twenty piece! of catmon capl^e^ 
at Bangalore, eighty-five of which were fit for immediate ufe, ieve^ 
were caft under the auilficea of Hyder; foine were Spanifh, 
French, and a few bore me En^ifh ftamp. For this train therCWM 
ammunition fufBcieht ‘for at le^ a twelve month’s fiege found in 
four magazines; of thcle, two which are under ground, arc fubftan- 
tially built with the beft materials, and may be confidered bomb proofr 
In the pettah there was an exteiifivc gunpowder man\ifafl:ory, Store- 
houfes, founde^ies, with public buildings of various deicriptions, ap¬ 
peared in confiderabie forwardnefs at Bangalore, and a machine copied 
from a French Eucyclopaecfia, produced djficrcht famples of carabim s, 
but very unequal in the bore. 

Here, a palace begun by Hyder, and at this time completely 
finifhed, is, if we except fome public buildkigs at Agra aiid Delhi, the 
moft airy and elegant of any in the Eaft. In form it is an oblong 
fquare, with a terrace of eighty-four paces by thirty-two to die prin¬ 
cipal face. About the centre of the palace, this terrace for a Ipacc 
of eight paces projcAs beyond the building on either fide. Here 
the grfifi: has exerted his utmoft Ikill with fuccefe. Thereof, fup- 
ported by two rows of wooden pillars, that conMounioate with each 
ether by afcollopedarch, is painted with exqtrifil^ ta^et# the pillars, 

which have eight equal fidcs, arc about Went^ feet in height; the 
field throughout is nearly of a purple colour JVvd the whole is deco¬ 
rated with a variety^ of flowers neatly cxecoted in gold leaf. Befidcs 
tbefe ornam&iiits,. leveiral gfiHeries and projetftlons mRgnificqnl^in 
but too difiieukuf give an air of grandest 

to> 
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M tSiii palace that is feldom to be met with in any* country. In one 
loP'^cfe, to which four €i^tf of ftaiw lead, there is a place with 
a the Suhaun to fit oii when giving audience. 

Thu rich throne is lacquered wiAin all |round5 it is ornamented 
with gildings of varioua colours; anp the iim|hificence of its appear¬ 
ance U heightened by a beautiful fohntainif) hont* The fidcs of the 
palace that run eafi and well are half lybe depth of thofe. in the 
oppofite dire<!^iohs; the workmanfiiip U^nearly the Ume throughout 
the whole, but the painting occafionally- varies^- Rich carpets co¬ 
vered the fioors, iuperb hangings decorated the walls,*and ivory inlaid 
in figures of various ihapes might be feen in every quarter. On 
the frame of a door, in a Wretched hoycl* adjoining this palace, the 
names of Gowdie and many other Britifh officers were carved. Here 
thefe gentlemen had been clofely confined in mafly irons,* cruelly 
infulted, and otherwile iUtreated during the former war. 

Ths only entrance into this palace is on the eaft face ; neat and 
commodfous^Ttenanas run all around the other fidcs; but if wc except 
what has been already deferibed, the buildings within this fort arc 
defpica»ble in the extreme. One univerfal confofioa^throughout the 
ftore, ammunitions^ and provifion departments, clearly difeovered 
thartbe cftablifiim^t for Bangalore, however weU fupplied, was, 
from a deficiency of arrajigcment, ftill in an infant ftatc. In front 
o^ the palace, a large fp«6c, cnclofod with a high wall, ferved for a 
grand parade.

To' Jotermine the prccile pefiod*at which Bangalore became a 

litary 
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litary flation, woulfl be greatly hazardous; but to afBrm that it waa ^ 
relpcftablc fortrcfs upwards of forty years ago, and that it has been 
ftrengthened picGcmeal fince, is fafe from various concurrent ot* 
cumftanccs. In the year 11655 k was reduced by Adll Shaw KSng 
of Beejapoor; but before :hc clo|^ of that century, it was furren- 
dered to the arms of Aurung^ebe. From that conqueror it was 
obtained* in purchafe by thathen Rajah of Mylbre. In ly^o it was* 
befieged by a large'body of Marattas, without iuccefs; but from atio- 
ther attack which was 'made about fifteen years afterwards, under Go-.

paul Row, its fafety was purchafed with a large bribe (1), Towards 
the Myfore gate part of the original works haa undergone no altera- 

c ' 

tion; all around, however, ejicept in that quarter, it has been impro¬ 
ved by^leveral additions, which has lb thickened the wall, that’a 
breach through it can never be effeded with artillery. The eaft face 
is the moft regular, as to the width of the berme, or the height and 
bfeadih of the parapet; but, although of confiderable ftrength, nei- 
ther is lb complete on the oppofite fide. 

To the princlp .l aflors in this afiault fell the lead in the prpvincc 
of humanity. Attention to the wounded captives lucccedcd the fury 
of the ftorm. Both the fort and pettah, with a garrilon confilKrTg’ of 
one European regiment, four native corpse a*fmall party of artillery, 
and a confiderable number of lafcars and pi^wrs, were given ip

vide platforms, and to make every preparation for the liege of Serin-

On the fall of Bangalore the epemy (j^camped, and proceeded to 
the weftward with the utmoft pfccipitatioci. , Struck with extreme 
panick at fo hidden a reverfe of fortune, had circumilahees admitted 

of purfuit, the principal part of the Siiltaiin’s giins and ilofes mull;,

in all probability, have been taken } buti when it is conlidcrcd, that 
the Britilh forces had nearly cxhaullcd their Abck of grain; that their 
ammunition for the heavy guns had been almoh expended; that cat¬ 
tle of every defeription, from a want of forage, died in hundreds at 
their pickets; and ftiat sjl communication with fupplics was cut off, 
unlcfs forced by a movement of the 'whole army, the fuccefs of our 
‘atchievements, which could not have taken place at a more favourable 
period, exceeded the moll I'anguinc hopes, and pointed to the pro¬ 
priety of not endangering the lofs of what we had already In poffeflion. 

The climate of Bangalore is extremely temperate and filubrious. 
Situated, nearly, in the center of the peninfula, and abounding with 
refrvoirs of water, the lands benefit by the monfoons of either coaft, 
without being deluged by the weight of their fall; the foil is fruitful, 
produces the ncccflarics of life in great plenty; cabbages, lettuce, 
and other European culinary wares, planted by Britilh officers, throve 
in the gardens all arownd without any extraordinary attention; and cy- 
prefs, plantain, ^ava, with trees and Shrubberies of various deferip- 
tions^ rifing in clumps in all directions, *affordcd abundance of 
TKade.

f J| 'HE redaftlon of Bangalore, whilft it afforded the Britilh.force 
a firm efiabllfiiment, and fixed tfie war on a folid foundation, 
in the heart ‘of Tippoo Sulcauu’s dominions^ was at the fame time 
attended with the \ery bcft confequenccs to the feveral operations of 
our allies, 'riie capture of fo important a ibrlrcfs, diftieartening the 
•Mylbreans wherefoever befieged, operated to the advantage of the 
confederates in all direilions. Daewar, Capool, with feveral inferior

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tions transferring their allegiance tq tlie fuperior power, in onler to 

teftify attachment at an early period, flocked with provifiojis to the

Britifli camp,; and the, enemy, confciou^f inferiority from thebe- 
ginning, ftill continued to evince a determined reiblution not to tiy 
his fortune in battle, Unlefsraccident flirnifhed him with fome un- 
foreiee'n advantage. Yet, iiotwithftanding ihefe and many other fa¬ 
vorable circumftances, grounds that rendered the adjuftment of dis¬ 
putes highly advileable Were not wanting. 

Amongst thefe, the ftate of politics in Europe, ftrongly prclTed 
to bring the war with Tippoo Sultaun to a fpeedy conclufion. Every 
information, about this period, confirmed an opinion, that a rupture 
with.Spain, in which France mnft have necelTarily been included, 
could not be avoided Without much lofs of national reputation. * Tn 
this event, fituated as the Britifh forces then were, our fittlements 
in the caft would be expofed, not only to the chance of invafion from 
the F rench iflands in the Indian feas, but, Pondicherry, a firong for- 
trefs, garrifoned with a confiderablcbody of legular troops, muft, jfrom 
itsfituation, have threatened the worft of ccnfequencjes. To ^toin- 
modate difierenccs with the Myfbnean Prince without lots of lime, 
was therefore an objed of tire utmoft importance; buta^.Doneof 
his overtures had been addreffed to the confederates jointly, although 
told all along that fiich only would gaja atteqtbn, whether to bring 
about an advantageous peace, or to efied a total fubverfion of empire, 
a mcHremeat towards hia capital bedame abfolutely neceffary. 


Whilst 
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Whilst the lofs of. Batng^lore was frefli in his tnemory, the de- 
tefl-ution which his haughty and imperious demeanour had occalioncd 
amongft the neighbouring powers, muft have prefled hard upon the 

Sultaun’s mind.; He could not be ignoranit, that a Combination In 

. ' ■ *■ ' 

which all ranks and clafles united, muft hav&aril^ from ^ convic¬ 
tion that his condud-had been confiJercd in a light Angularly enor- 
^mous. He clearly perceived, that the Native Princes, the Britifli 
Governor General, the managers for other European powers, their 
adherents, dependants and fubje^ls of every defcription, were under 
the influence of one impreflioii; that, in order to hurpble his pride, 
ties of interefl, conne€lioii, and religion, gave away amongflindivi- 
duals in various inftatices; nay, that all for a time fled comfort. 
Jde faw the examples of the feveral chieTs, fpread like wildfire.to the 
extremities of their dominions; in Ihort, he had the moflfample 
proof of the hatred towards him being ^univerfal amongft the neigh¬ 
bouring nations, and, fo firmly rooted, that the feveral leaders however 
guided by prudence, found.it difficult to reftrain their fqbjefls. 

Under thefe embarraflinents it was natural to fuppofe, that a

■movement towards his capital would Induce the Sultaun, to avert the 
threatening ftorm by proportionate conceffions, cfpecially, as he muff: 
have known, that this capital was ,unequal to a defence againfl: a 
force which had already captured a fortrefs of much greater ftrength, 
.afid, after being rendered ftill more formidable by the co-operation of 
pnwerfui armies and reinforcements, now in readinefs to join. But, 
the haughty Myforean, bearing up agaipft all thefe difadvantages.

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was not as jef fufficiently liiimblcd to become a fiifpllcant or 
fuitor. 

After burying the dead and providing horpitals for the fick and 
wounded, Bangalore, with a garriibn eonfifting of his Majefty’s y6th 
regiment, the r 4th Bengal battalion, the 2d battalion of Voluntecrs, 
the 2 Coaft battalion,* with the excepti(«i of one Company, tlien 
under #:omrnand of Lieutenant Munro, and two Companies of Ben-^ 
gal artillery, was, as already ment'ioned, given in charge‘to Colonel 
Patikk Duffj whilft ^he principal force continued its operations in i!ie 
field. Anaongft other advantages, the' operations r.t Bangalore hrd 
encouraged a confiderable body of horfe detached from the army of 
his. Highnefs Nizam Ally Cawn>. to advanfie towards the Britifli 
troops. At once to favor a junflion with this reinforcement, and to 
benefit* by a confiderable fupply of men, money, and provilions then 
in readiuefs at Ambooi^ th^ army fet out in a dire^Slion firft to the 
northward, but foon» afterwards changing towards the call. 

The very fit ft movement on this icrvice, afforded a f&efti proof of 
the Sultaui/s inferiority in the field. As our arnpy proceeded to- 
wards the intended ground of encampment, on the 28th Ma^Ch, a 
liattalioii of fepoys .fent in advance, in order, to fecurc forage, dlf* 
covered the enemy at a very ibort diftaace. Conceiving this to be 
our advance-guard he immediately took the alarm, and, as uCual on 
our approach, hh nagger beat the figt?al for departure* In an infant 
his whole force way in motion. His rear was ^nrfued and cannotiad- 
td by our treops in front i but, the reduced ftate of ouc cattle, ch^ ce¬ 
lerity 
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lerlty with whioh he mored> and h*s dexterity in caveruig a retreat, 
with large bodies of horfe, which our cavalry were not adequate to 
oppofc, prote£ted his infantry and fccured his guns, excepting one 
brafs niitt pounder, of which the carriage h?id given Way. Here a 
quantity of ammunitioti, with a fmaH but valuable fupply of bollocks 
for (laughter, was alfo captured, 't'hat neither*Commahder had 
been acquainted with the movement of his antagonift on thispcca-

At this period, it was moft,probably the 
intention of Tippoo Sultaun, to throw his army in a fixation, which 
by intimidating the detachrxient of Nizam Ally, would induce its 
leader to fall back.

Continuing our route to Hie northward, Deonclly, famous 
from having given birth to Hyder Ally Cawn in the year 1728, 
was our next ground of encampment. On the ftrength and decora¬ 
tion of this fmall fort, the Sultaun appeared to fpare neither pains 
nor expence; European >yorkmeu thickened the walls all around with 
hewn ffone, and materials of the very beft kind; baftions and cava¬ 
liers defended each angle; a magazine conftru£ted with judgement 
was finlflied in a fuperior.ftllc;. and a gateway, of which the foun¬ 
dation only had been laid, promifed to render the place refpeifbablc.

were feveral who without aught for defence, were ariited With load¬ 
ed rockets. Each moved as if. himfelf had been Iblc commander. 
In ftiort, feampering in cveiy direftitm, they appealed like mounte- 
banks tilting their weapons in the air, aS at a juft or tournamenr^ 
and not like a regular force, feeking redrefs of wrongs. From a 
people of ilris defeription, and under fuch a leader, but little could 
in reafon, be expe£led. Yet, there were a few, who,^ on the principle 
which fomecknes gives the day to an unfkllful gladiator, forbode ad¬ 
vantage even from their ^rregukrittes. But, as in e-cry inftance they 
provedTnferior to the enemy, their afliftance fell mifcrably ftiort of 
the moft moderate hopes. Of this motley groupe> about two 
thoufand were attached to the referve^ and put under the immediate 
dirciftion of Brigade Major l>ailas,. to whom, without any advantage 
Whatfoever, they proved the fource of much trouble and vexation. 
Lieutenant Stewart, of the Bengal eftablilhmeftt, aftiftant to Sir 
Johii Kennaway,^ accompanied this detachment of Nizam Ally.

Throughout this country, villages depopulated, gardens unprotec¬ 
ted by fences, houfes burnt down to thegroupd, wholq fields of un¬ 
ripe corn torn away by the roots, trees not only mbbcd of their fruit, 
but ftripped of tlieir very branches, n^y, the whole creation piteouf- 
ly bemoaning the defobtions of war, engraved the ruinous feene on 
itie contemplative mind, and flamped the ‘remembrance of its hor¬ 
rid cfitds in the moft lafting charaders. But not to dwell on this 
dreary prorpeit, after a march of feven days from Venkitaghery, 
and an abfence of juft one month from our late valuable acquifitions, 
ihe whole arrived on tjje 28 th, in the neighbourhood of Banga¬ 
lore ( 2 ). 

At this ftage of the war, however, In order to give a juft idea of 
the calamitous ftate to which the affairs of Tippoo Sultaun had been 
reduced, and of the fhocks that threatened to burft his empire afunder. 
It will be neceffary to caft a retrofpe^live eye towards the operations 
carried on by the other branches of the confederacy, before the de- 
feriptiota of any movement againft Scringapatam is attempted. In 
the profecution of this defign, the arrangement which appears 
heft adapted for elucidation, is, to trace tlie military operations, juft 
as they were carried on by the feveral powers in alliance, according

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to the natural pofjtion of their refpeftive dominions. Quitting there¬ 
fore the exertions of Earl Cornwallis, agreeably to the plan propof- 
ed,. the part which His Highneis Nizam Ally Cawn took in the 
war, comes next under coniideration* 

Far from a certainty of ^xadlitude, with refpe^l to the number* 
of fighting men, that aflembled on the plains of Hyderabad, tcKvards 
the latter end of May *1790, even conjecture muft be deemed 
dangerous. The defire of revenging the many infults offered to their. 
Prince, and of recovering their ancient pofleffions, was lb ftiong 
amongft the fubjeCls of Nizam Ally, as that the whole face of the 
country was covered with men marms, with elephants, camels, horfes 
and military equipments of,every defeription. This unwieldy mafs,.. 
moving in a Ibutherly direClion, after croffing the Kiftna, reached 
Rachore, and pitched their encampment in that neighbourhood, for 
a term of at leaft fix weeks. From thence proceeding fiill towards^ 

the ibuth, pofleflion was taken of Vanoo, with various other barrier.

After laying wafte the whole country,^ and being flrengthened* 
accor<^ng to. agreement (i), by two battalions of Madras fepoys, 
under Major Montgomery of that eftabllfhment, with about fixty

Several fkirmlrtiing parties, and fallies, too tedious to detail, \veie 
conftantly op^ofed with fuccefs by Monfieur RcncKMi-, an enterprizing 
Frenchman, in the employ of the Subal»; the cannonade although 
it had net efieded a comJ>Icte breach, appeared to ha^e made con- 
fiderablc impreffion upon the wall ; but fuch had beeir the unfcrvicc- 
ablc date of the guns, tirat in one week, all were completely difa-- 
bled, by their own fne alone. The probabilicy of this dangerous

(t) The fall of Capa<d was ss already noticed, one of the falotary confequsnces which refulted from the cap¬ 
ture of Bangalore, and not from the operations of the tCiops, by whom it was inverted. The difcretiunal powers 
given to Lieurenant Colonel Cockerel, whilrt the Bengal detachment was on its way to the fouthward, muft 
lead the reader to believe, that conSderahte expeftati-ms had been found-d on the exertions of our Hyderabid 
allies at the beginnioj; however, as no rcquihtiun for troops, beyond the two battalions already meiition^d, 

appears 
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near tiitee tlioufaiid fighting men furrendered to the army of His 

■ M ^ 

Htghnefs, and upwards of fifty pieces of cannon, with a coufider- 
atle c)uai»tiry of provlfions fell to the captofs. 

' Leaving Rachore to the left, this force moyed on the i ft of May, 
1791, towards Cudd.ipah. When thfcy had advanced as far as Canool, 
after a halt of one week in that neijihbourhood, news which con- 
firmed tlie furrender of Gunjecotta to Haffbz Jee, an officer of 
merit and enterprize, was brought in from dliTefent dirc<ftions. The 
hiaiii force now proceeded towards their late acquifitiqps, and form* 
ing a juiKflion with the fuccersful divifion at Gunjecotta towards 
the end of June, the 'ft. iiole halted for the fpace of one month. Pro¬ 
ceeding again to the fouihward, and leaVing Cuddap.ih, which had 
now been given up, on the left, after a march of fix weeks*, Gur- 
rUmconda was befieged on the 15th of September. 

Here, as on a former occafton at Capool, the guns foon became 
unfervrceablf. However, this deficiency was remedied by a fupply 
of two eighteen-pounders, under Lieutenant Ruffii, of the Madras

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cflabliihmenr, which had been cmploved iii tiie rcdu£lioii orNundy- 
droog; thefe, toget!ier witli two twenty-fix pounders, and hi/ge 
quantities of ammunitiotn fent bv order of Earl Cornwallis from 
Bangalore, arriving In charge of‘Lieutenant Mirgregor of Bengal, 
with a detachment.of fepoys, gave additional vigor to the oper lions 
againft Gurrumconda.

Towards the . beginning cf November, the batteries opened a* 
frefli; and on the 6tji of that month, a pradicablc hreacli w:s 
efFecSled. Abopt nine o’clock at night, the htdl gers advanced to 
the ftorm; twelve Europeans under Mr. Nixon, a conductor of 
jflores, compofed the forlorn hope; thefe, fuppoated by all the artillery, 
grenadiers, and fix companies of fepoys under the diic^lion of Cap¬ 
tain Arfdrew Read, got poffeffion of the lower fort, but not with¬ 
out much refiftance and lofs of blood. I’wo Killcdars, wIili about 
three hundred of the defendants are faid to have fallen in the breach. 
Of the Madias troops upwards of thirty were killed antf wounded ; 
amoiigfi: the latter, Lieutenant Hall of that cftablifiiment was num- 

c 

bered. At this place a number of fepoys of the Company’s fervicc, 
together with feveral hircarras in the employ of Earl Cornwallis, 
and Sir John Kennaway, were, releafed; all of them had been dc- 
tained in heavy irons. 

Although the befiegers fiad thus become mafters of the works 
around the bottom tf the^hlll, the upper fort ftlll continued in 
poifeffion of the enemy. Strong by nature, this fort was now 

ftrengthened 
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Prenpthcnetl by all who faved tlieir lives In the fiorm of the lov/er 
W'al[; it was accefiible only by one coofticd pafiiigr, wliicli had 
Ixcii defended by nine gates of the bed co:i{ku(ftion ; ^nd was nor, 
therefore, to be taken without much* lofs of time. The profecuiion 
of the ficge was confequently given in charge to Haffiiz Jee, witli 

about five theufand fighting men, of wliich number nine 

• • 

Rundred were mounted; but the ptincipaf force, wliich had now 
been joined by about twenty-five thoufiind fighting men, under the 
Prince Seconder Jaw, attended by Mcer Allum, and Sir John 
Kennaway, moved towards the Padnagdirgum pafs, in order to 
llrengthen a convoy tliyi on its way to the grand army, with 
Lieutenant Colonel Floyd. 

As this force proceeded, information received on the* 22d 
left no room to doubt, that Gurrurnconda had been ret.deen 
about the 20th of the month. Led by Hydcr Sahib, one of the Sul- 
t.um’s illegitimate fons, about ten thoufand fighting men, chiefly on 
horilback, advanced to attack HafFcz Jee. In order to fave fome 
Vakeels^ th.at imprudently refided without tlie works, and to do 
away the difadvantage of figliting between tw^o fires, this refolute 
warrior determined to advance on the enemy, at the head of his horfe. 
Of hib firft onfet nothing could withftand the fhock ; but overcome 
by fupeiiority of numbers, he fell uiidca a multitude of blows, and 
\^filh him the greateft part of his detachment were cut to pieces. 
Under the young Prince of Cancel, fupported by Rajah Joute Sing, 
the combat, however unequal, was for a time fiercely maintaiiied; bur, 

ovcrpowxred 
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overpowered by a multitude, after the Rajah liad been fevercty U*OUhd- 
ed, the Prince yielded to liis untoward fate and relu^antly gave 
way. He, however, rftanaged his retreat With fucli dexteriry, that he 
prote( 5 led his wounded friend, and gotpofleflion of Muddawier, a fmall 
fort whkh ’fie tnaintnined dntil he found an opportunity of joining 
Secunder Jaw, en the 24th of the month. Such as preferred a 
chance of pi^otdflioh from within to the fortunes of the field, communi¬ 
cated a fatal p^iiigk to the whole of the defendjilts. The enemy 
preifing in plofe purfuit, entered the works along with tlie fugi¬ 
tives; the garrifon of the upper fort fiillied at the fame infiant; 
and, as the attack thickened from all fideo, the route w^as general 

t 

and ccmplcat. At the head of the infantry, whilft attempting to 
encourage them, the Rajah Paparow, and his brother were amongfl 
the firft that fell; in fhort, but few cfcapcd this bloody maflicre, 
aiid thefc owe their cxiftence to dexterity in feigning the appearance 
of death. Here a confiderable quantity of treafure, with a large 
fupply of provifion and ftores fell to the captors. 

Contented for the prefent with thisinftance of fortune’s favour, 
Hyder Sahib returned towards his father, and having taken the fa¬ 
mily of Cummer ul Deeu oot of the upper fort, he k ft a reinforce- 
ment of men and provifions in Gurrumtonda. But this ftrong hold 
was doomed to be the fcite of further contention. On Chrifimas day, 
about the hour of ten^ the'Madras detachment flill under Captain 
Read, fupported by SecUnBer Jaw, again attacked the ‘Myforcan 
garrilbn add fbon became maftefs of the fort, without the lofs

t>f one man; indeed, it Is faid, there were none wounded. The 
enemy, however, fnfFered a little, although their retreat into the 
upper fort was very precipitate; they were piirfued wi|h much in- 
ircpiuity to the vety gates. During the attack, and for leveral days 
after, there was a conftant difeharge 0/ cannon froiji the top of the 
hill; and feveral of thofe that fought under the unfortunate Haffez 
J*. quitting their lurking places amidfl: the*jungles, preiented Ipec- 
tacles niiferable to behold, all of them being deprived of fomc limb 
cr othe.r. 

The army of Nizam Ally Cavvn advancing to the fouthward, 
left the lower fort of G^rrumconda, with a force much fuperior to 
that which had Ixren lately cu? off, in charge of Ailed Ally, and took 
a final departure about the middle of January 1792. As the Britilh 
forces were at that time employed in the rcdudlion of fevcral Droogs 
that rile amongft the jungles, between Bangalore and Seringapataip, 
it was recemmended to the Prince by Earl Cornwallis, to advance 
but flowiy with his army, as it would be impoflible for fo large a force 
to approach within feveral tniles of the ground upon which the Bri- 
lilh troops were obliged to encamp; therefore, after halting for fome 
days in the neighbourhood of Bangalore, the Hyderabad forces pro- 
ceeded by ealy marches, and formed a junction with the grand army 
to\vards the latter end of the month* 

DEGREE of caution that may be faid to have bordered pn fear, 
marked all efforts made by a confiderable force from the Marratta 
flates, which was employed in the diflri^ts between the Killna and 

VoL, IL Lt Tumbudra 
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Tumbudra rivers, throughout the firft iiagc of the Myforea/i wnr. 
The leader of this armament, confeious of inferiority, and conceiv-

kig that the Britlfh nation might, from want of fuccefs or fome other 
caule, be forced into a Icparate accommodation, dreaded offending the 

r • 

Sultaun beyond the probability of recoiKiiliation. However nume¬ 
rous, the eaftern Marratta divifion, trufting for protedlion more to the 
powers in alliance than to their own ftrength, they contented theoi- 
felvcs with taking poffeffion of Gudgenagur, and fome other barrier 
Nations, at the time their Hyderabad allies laid fiege to Capool, Gimje- 
cotta, Cuddapa and Gurrumconda ; but they relblved not to attempt 
any hazardous enterprize, unlcfs fopported by another branch of the 
confederacy; indeed it is well known that by themfelvcs they cffc£led 
nothtog worthy of notice. The operations of the Marrattas who af- 
fembled under Purferam Bhow, were widely different; but as the 
infults to which this Prince had been fubjeO:ed, rouftd him to power¬ 
ful exertions, not lefs than the perfonal injuries he had fuflained, it 
will be neceifary to detail his exploits at greater length* 

Early in the month of September 1790, after being joined by 

< 

6 \y> battalions of Bombay iepoys, under Captain Little, agreeable to 
Blpulation, about twenty thoufand fighting men, headed by the Bhow 
in perfon, proceeded to befie*ge Darwar. • As this force advanced,, 
ieveral inferior Rations furrendered, without oppofitionbut a ftrong 
party that was poRed in advance, in order to cover the fort, was i)ot 
diflodged without confMerablc lofs* In this aftion, which took 
place on the 21R O^ober, f9ur fepoy grenadier companies, and. 

the; 
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the eight Bombay battalions, under Captain Macdonald, commen¬ 
ced the attack with great fteadinefs; and being well fvipporied by the 
Marrattas, continued to advance on the enem^ until they gave way. 
The fugitives quitted the field with much precipitation, and leaving 

their guns to the conquerors, they fled to Darwar for flicker. In 

* • 

this aflion the lofs, which amounted in all to about one hundred and 
tfi^enty killed and wounded, fell nearly equal on»the Bombay and 
Marratla troops. Of the enemy upwards of two hundred were flain. 
l/ieutenants Maxwell and Wynne, of Captain Kittle’s detachment, 
wcic amonofl: the wounded. 

O 

Darwar, garrilbned' by feven thoufand fighting men, was now 
cloftly in veiled, but without Tuflering any material injury for a con- 
fidcrablc length of time. Againfl this ftrong hold, it was on the 
13th of December that the firfl proje£l of importance was attemp¬ 
ted. Under Appa Sahib, fon to Purferam Bhow, the Bombay bat- 

• 

talions, aflifled by a numerous Marratta force, atfaulted the Pettah. 

• * 

They carried the lower works by efcalade, and drove the enemy into 
the upper ones ; but the.dlvifion under Captain Little excepted, the 
whole, unable to depart from their wonted habits, betook to plun¬ 
der. 

The garrifon of the upper fort, taking advantage of this circum- 
fiance. Tallied from difierent directions and drove the Marrattas in all 
quarters. The difeipline of a few faved the whole from deflruClion. 
Emboldened by fuccefs, the Myforeans dealt (laugliter on every hand, 
and the utmofl efflirts of the Bombay troops was reqiured to cover 

the 
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the retreat. This fmall body, however, cojitiivcd toc?.rry off tliree of 

the Sultauij’s guns. C.nptaia Little was hhnftlf wound;d; Lieutenant 

FoilLr, with about thiity Icpoys, ff.aied a limilarfatc. Air.ongft our 

llain, which amounted to about h;df iliat number, tliere v/as no man 

of rank; but the coufulioa in which the Ma.iattrs attempted to 

« * 

ticape, luhjefted lliem to a lols far more confiderablc, although it 
could never be cxa^ly afeeyrtained. 

After the befieging army had been Hrengthened by one rcglmait 
of Europeans, a batfalion of fepoys, and a detachment of artillery 
and lafears from Bombay, under Lieutenant CoJontl Frederick, Dar- 
war was lurrendered by capitulation, on the 4tli April, i yp i (i). Re* 

t 

ports generally believed fay, that the arlides of this capitulation were 
fhamefully violated by the Bhovv’s troops. The terms of furrtnd'er 
were highly honourable to the Killedar, Budder ul Zemeen Cawn. 
With fecurity for private property, he had the promife of a paflport 
for his garrifon, tlieir fire arms, and public treafure to Simega, a fort 
which the Sultaun held on the northern bank of theTumbudra; but 
before they had advanced any diftance, befideg being forcibly dripped 
of tJieir whole property, feveral lives are faid to have been taken; and 
the venerable Killedar, although he efcaped with life, fufiered a num* 
ber of fevere wounds.

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The fliort period which elapfed bctwecji the fall of Darwar, and 
the jun£lion of Purferam Bhow with Earl Cornwallis, was employed 
by the former in providing magazines, and fcwring a f^fe communi¬ 
cation with his own country, by occupying a chain of ports that 
ftretcbed in a dire£f line from the vicinjty of Serlngapatam to Dnr- 
war. But the failure of an expedition which foon afterwards took 
pl,rce againrt the enemy’s capital, rendered it fleceflary to abandon this 
chain, as it led f) tar to the wtrtward, for another, which rtretching 
bv Sera and Roydroog, could be maintained w'ith much Icfs chance 
of danger. However, as thefe circumrtances will be more fully de¬ 
tailed In due time, the reader is conducted to an attempt at the ful- 
. fillmentof a promife that was rnade in the rtrrt volume. 

Tite confidence which the appearance of Lieutenant Colonel 
Hartley’s detachment in Travancorc, to early as April i 790, afforded 
to the Ram Rajah and his fubje£ls, was clofely followed up by tlie 
mort vigorous exertions of the Brltifh forces on both rtdes of the 
pcninfula. The unbridled ambition of the Sultaun, by a premature 
attempt to commit an aft <jf injurtice in flagrant breach of the treaty 
of Mangalore, having given juft caufe for war during the period of 
a vigorous government, called forth the only power vvhofe influence 
in India could forge fhacklcs anywife capable of reftraining that 
ambition. 

His reftlefs tern per had no fooncr confented to the treaty j urt mentioned, 
than he meditated an extenfion of conqueft from his northern neigh¬ 
bours, which he foon carried into execution ; confequentJy fquabbles 

L 2 and 
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and bickerings, in which he was generally facccTsfaJ, enfiled between 
him and thelc powers for a period of nearly two years- The time 
that intervened between thefe troubles and the late war, he employed

in preparation for the accompiiflimcnt of thofe latent fchemes of 
conqueft which havc'lince been attempted againft the King of Tra- 
vancore, and which he well knew muft ultimately have embroiled 

him with the allies of that prince, Whilft the Sukaun by tin; 

» 

ereaion of fortrefles out of number, daily acejuired internal ftrength, 
he invigorated his whole fyftem by principles of found government, 
and by an oetonomical management of refources to which thofe ot 
any neighix)uring power, if ftate exigencies are confidered, bore no 
companion. However bigotted to the*tenets of the Koran, the vail 
number of Hindoo temples recently decorated throughout his c!o* 

r 

minions authorizes an aflertion, that his enthuiiafm gave way to his 
ambition, and that his zeal to propagate the Muilblman faiih, did 
not occaiion ib many inftances of barbarity, as his rage for conquefl, 
and an innate cruel and revengeful difpofiiion. Although patfimo- 
nious in a high degree, numbers of his confidential Hindoo lervants, 
w^o during the war fell into our hands, ackno^vledged him a lenient 
and indulgent mafter; nor have we to boaft of many inftances where 
his people were induced by our flattering profpe<SlB. of fuccefs, to 
throw off* his yoke and (heater themfcives under the benign influence 
of Chr'iftian rulers. On the contrary, with the exception of a 
very few diftri^ls,. die inhabitants of Myfore have invariably laid 
waffe their country. They deftroyed their habitations,, and %ing in 


every 
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every direction, they drove thck caide kito the rnoft hidden recefles, 
burning their grain, although famine muft have been the inevitable 
confequence. 

Checking the frauds of intergicdiate agents by fevere and ex¬ 
emplary punithments, the Sultaun proteded * his ryuts, who were 

• • 

chiefly of the Hindoo religion, from the enormities of black collec- 
jors ; and wherever it became nectflary to Jiold out an oftenfible rea- 
fon for the inhuman cruelties which he frequently committed, the 
cloak, of religion was always fpread to fandify fhe tranfadion. Al¬ 
though fo parfimonious, that it was attended with the iftmoft difficul¬ 
ty to prevail upon him to difeharge, with any degree of punctuality, 
the arrears due to his troops* yet their attachment to his caufe, was 
futffi all along that they paid the mofl: implicit obedience to man¬ 
dates in the worft of times. 


In all favorabfe fituations, particularly configucUs to Bangalore,^ 
he wasemployed in ereCting new''forts with broad and deep ditches, with 
excellent covert ways and glacis, and flanked with flreng baflions. 
As thefe were built of tlft beft materially under the direClion of Eu¬ 
ropean wmrkmcn, they muft have been intended as places of fafety 
for the furroutiding‘inhabitants, whilfllhe {landing army ffiould be oc¬ 
cupied in the conqueflordiflant countries. Fortunately, however, he 
commenced his career at a period in itfelf too early, lind rendered ilill 


fnore difadvantageous to his purfuits from the internal diilradions tliat 
agitated the Houle of Bourbon. Befldes, he could not poffibly have 


expeCled, that any negociation of* our Governor General, could have 

united 
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\2JTiited powers fo dlfcordant, as the fevcral chiefs of tlic penliifiila, for 
the overthrow of his Houfe. 

Sensible of the part which Great Britain would take in thecaufe 

f. ^ 

of her ally, and fearful of the CQnfequences, it is fald that in the laft 
council of war which Ihe Sultaun called before his attack of the Tra- 
vancore lines, more than the majority of his confidential lervants op- 
poled the meafure7 but none fo pointedly as his favorite Buckfhee, a^ 
Hindoo, to whom he facelioufly obferved-, that his was not the pro- 
felTion of arms; that* although he fought his opinion, he was not 
obliged to abidfc by it; and, cautioning him to provide ample refources, 
he declared his intention to march with the light of the enfuing day. 
His progrefs in the profecution of that defi^n has been already detailed, 
and the recovering of about forty guns out of the Paniani river, by 
Lieutenant Colonel Hartley, clearly dlfcovers the precipitate manner 
in which he for a time abandoned his trophies and profpefts of con- 
^ueft*

The advance of Major General Medows into the Coimbatore dlf- 
trift in April 1790, rendering it neceflary for |;he Sultaun to withdraw 

c 

frotfi his intended invafioii to the protedion of his own dominions, 
the Bombay detachment remained in Travancore without being fent 
on any material exploit, until ordered in the. enfuing September to 
relieve the Madras battalions which had been left in charge of Palll- 
gautcherry. Soon after this fervice was effedted, trufting the fecurity 
of our fbuthern acqu\fitions*to Major Cuppage, with two lepoy batta¬ 
lions, and a confiderablc body of troops from the Rajah of Travan¬ 


core, 
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core, Hartley returned to the Malabar Coaft. As he ap¬ 

proached Calhcut on the 10 th December, information was brought 
into C^mp, that about fourteen thoufand of the enemy were ftrongly 
ported in Jglc.at the dirtance of about ten miles, and that they 
were under the command of Mohub Cawn with Hooflcn Ally Cawn, 
theri phufdar of ihoie dirtri^s*. At the head of His Majerty’s 75th 
re^itnenf, the 7th Bombay battalion, and oye of native grenadiers, 
CoK)nel Hartley fet out in queft of this enemy, who trurting to fu- 
periority of numbers, and the natural rtrength of, their pofition, did 
not decline the engagement. However, after a warm ponflid they 
were driven to a village,^ where they made a moft obftinate defence; 
but compelled at length to ^give up this new port, they fled with 
precipitation to Trincalore fort. 

Hkbe the grenadier fcpoys entering with the fugitives, Hobflcii 
Ally Cawn was taken prifoner, but Mohub Cawn having put him- 
felf -at the head of Tome horfe, efcaped by flight. A vidory lb 
complete, could not be in reafoii expeded over fuch fuperiority of 
numbers, without lofs of blood ; yet our fuflbrings bore no proportion 
to the advantages gained, or to tl>c length of the adion. In Colotiel 
Hartley’s detachment, there was no man of rank flain; Captains 
Lawman and Blachford, with Lieutenants Powel and Stewart, 
were amongft the wounded.This brilliant vidory, was followed 
by, the immediate evacuation of Furrucabad, a new fort in the vici¬

All the rivers that water the Malabar coafi:, and fome of thole that 
ctiticb the fouthern diftrifls of the Carnatick,* take tHeir rife on thefe 
mountains, which although in general covered with almoft impene¬ 
trable j\ingles, are here and there divided by va’llics of extraordinary 
fertility. A tribe of the Hindoo religion called Coorgs,*a people in 
their maimers and appeanmee fiiigular as the country itfelf, inhabits 
thefe wilds from the confines 6f Bedanore nearly to the feuthern ex¬ 
tremity of the table land. 

Habituated from an early period in life to hunt the deer, the 
hog, and tlie fox, as well as to guard againft the a'lTault of the ele¬ 
phant, the tyger and tbe bear^ the principal boafe of the Coorgs 
is in the dexterous management of their arms, yet they are by no 
means negligent with rcfpeid to the cultivation of their lands. From 
the height of the mountains that rife on all hands, the vallies arc 
conftantly watered by the breaking of clouds around their fummits, 
fo that the country, howdver wild in appearance, is a granary which 
peace and induftry muft render inexhauftlt^lc. Nor were the advan¬ 
tages, which might have been derived from thefe circumfeances in 
the event of befieging Seringapatam as at firft intended, liiffered to 
pafs in negle^l.

T HE policy of Hyder in the eftablifhment of his houfe, was uni¬ 
form throughout. Fomenting the quarrels of his neighl^ours, he 
conftantly overthrew the ftronger of the contending parties, by tak- 
ing the weaker under his protecSlion ; and, whilft fo decided a fuperi- 

ority enfured the deftru<f!lion of tlie former, the latter became an

prey to his ambition. It was thus that he feized, and for a tin e 
held, not only the country of the Coorgs, but Bedanorc and all the 
diflrifts of the Nairs, even to the confines of Travancorc. The 
barbarities that took place in quelling the fubfequent ihfurreflions^ 
particularly thofe inflifted on the Coorgs, however (hocking to hu¬ 
manity, only ferved to heighten the difeontents of that people'atnl ro 
whet their revenge; nor is the period diftant, at which, after collefting 
the whole force of their nation,* they fell fu^denly and fiiently on a 
brigade of the Sultauii’s troops, then tfcorting a rich convoy from the

fupply of grain was found; yet, the quantity loft on the march ren¬ 
dered it neceflary, at this period^ to reduce the iflue of rice (i) for 
the troops to one half the ufual allowance. Here delightful plains 
all around, whilft they furnilhed a pleafant contraft to the clofely 
interwoven thickets through which we had lately pafled, afforded at 
the fame time abundance of pafture for our half-famifhed cattle (2). 
This favourable change, ^gether with a heavy fall of rain, occafioiu d 
a halt for one day, during which the Cauveri was examined at diffe¬ 
rent fords, but found every where impafl'able. 

As there \fas no place of ftrength near the. capital to the north¬ 
ward, in which the heavy guns and ftorcs could be lodged in fccurity 
for a few days, with a moderate garrifen, Earl Cornwallis was in

to ufe their induAry, under the protcdlion of the piquets ot detachnieiitis of this artr.y. This nrler h not t* 
interfere with the general inArtiMions which the quartermaAer.genetal has received, to preferve the forage of 
all new encampments, as far as it may be poAible for the public departments. It is to be confulered, by the 
■field officer of the day, as an objeif of his attention, to protect as many villages in the day time as he conve¬ 
niently can, without expofing his poAs to any hiaterial hurard. The provoA marlliall is not to go on with the 
advanced guard, nor to confine any pcifons, on pretence of their going into vil ages, or feaahing lioulcs. uiiti^ 
further orders.

That the enemy fliouldhavc made a better ftand in this adlion 
than on any former occafion, cannot be wondered at when the extraor¬ 
dinary advantages of their pofition arc confidercd. Superior in num¬ 


bers, and individually valorous, they could not have been driven 
from hills, rocks, and ravines, fuch as they occupied, but by the uni¬ 


form exertions of troops linked together in ftridf difciplinc, and'^^Qld- 
ing the inoft implicit confidence as well in tlicir leader as in one ahi^ 


thcr. Although a total defeat within the range of cannon mounted 


on the outworks of his capital inuft have made a deep impreflion, 
not only on the Sultaun, but on the minds of all the troops whom he

ambaddy: but, notwithflanding the prtlTure for time, tKc mifcrable 
flatc of the cattle rendered a halt for one intervening' day abfolutely 
indifp^nfible. The whole country,where* rocks and ftonrs had 
not beerii removeih was from an incelfant deluge* of rain fo foft; 
that the wheels ol the carriages funk down tO'the aatlcs; confequent- 
ly large, detachments of fighting men were neceflkated to. pull at 
the traces; but although th^ performed* fcrvjce^s’tp ^yhich. bullocks 
-in (jhciir hsfo Hate muft have, been very-unequal, -fomc* of, 
gups, difonited, fretn the nature of the country,, fl^ili rcfiiained,at a 
confidcrablc. diftancAin the rear. ^Advancing llpwly, from, thefociiv 
vcumfhinccs, the troopsin. front alarmed" an extenfive ertcampmeni^ 

■ which 
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which had beeii pitched clofe to the ford at Caniambaddy, on each 
fide of the river. To take advantage of this difeovery, the advance, 
ilrCngthened by a brigade of fepoys under Colonel Cockerell, imme¬ 
diately; pufhed forward i the expedition, fiowever, •with, which the 
Myforqans, decamped, although it occafioned confiderable lofs in 
croiTing the river, left nothing to their enemies befidcs a few bullocks 
^ loaded with grain. Towards nine at night, after the moll feverc fatigue, 
the rear guard reached the intended ground of encampment (i). It 
was not until'now that we felt in full force the bad effect of the unavoid- 

able delay ' which the redu€tion of Bangalore, and our fubfequeiit

jundlloii-with the Nizamites, had of neceffity occalioncd. In trutli, 
this period, but dittle was known relative to the changes of the 
weather in thaa counti’y. 

Here, amongd other caufes, the latcnefs of our arrival, the fc- 
verity of'the monfoan,^ the deficiency of provifions, and the very ex- 
traoidinary inadlivity ©four allies, difeovered the futility of attempt¬ 
ing the fiegc of Scringapatam 5 until a more favourable feafon, frclh 
equipments, and an addition of llrength, fliculd afford better prolpeds 
of fuccefs. ** It was not, however,’* fays Lord Cornwallis, ** till after 
“ I had received the reports from the different departments on the 
following morning, of the general WTOtched condition of the pub- 
** lick cattle of the army, that Lfaw the impoffibility of moving the

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“ General Abercromby bad been iaftruacd to tD-4>pcratc. I tlicn 
•• loft no time in communicating my determination to General 
" Abercromby, who had advanced as far as Periapaiiiim; and dire^- 
** cd him, after defeendihg the ghauts, with the troops under his com- 
** mand, to put them into cantonments on the coaft of Malabar du- 
“ ring the rains, /ind until the proper feafon ihould return, for re- 
** commencing our operations." 

Thus neceflieatfid to abandon the enterprize, orders were iffued 
on the aid of the month, to burft three twenty-four and ei^ht eigii- 
' teenrpounders, to bury and dedroy all military ftores for wiiich 
conveyance could not be procured, and todidributc the whole of the 
public grain amongft the troops. I'wo brigades fent acrofs the river 
on the 24th, in order to intimidate a large bc^y of tlic enemy then 

on its march to the weftward, from any attempt againft the Bombay 
army, having been le-called, Earl Cornwallis moved from Cauiam- 

baddy on the 26th, in the direction of Bangalore; but as the defigns 
of General Abercromby, from their immediate connofliod" w^th the 
plans of Earl Cornwallis, had undergone a.total alteration at tbis pe¬ 
riod,'it will be neceflliry to detail the effect Which a change of mea- 
fores at bead quarters had on the operations at Periapatani, before afiy 
deforiptiou 4>f our return to the eaftward is attempted. V 

Whilst theweftern army remained above th£^:ghat^^^tc» 3 l^riint 
ofhorie, the cautious conduil of the Sbltatin, tiltd Che nakdd ii- 
tuaoon of the country, however difcredonal hii poweib, left ho 
opening for Ocncrai^^bercroniby, either to diftrefs the enemy, or to 
add to hie own fame. The body of Myfotean cavaky which had been 
feen on the 23d, from Caniambaddy, no wife afteded by the move- 
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rocnt of Coloocl Stuar* acrofs ilie river, approached o« the evening 
of that day lo the ikirts of the encampment at Periapatam. As this 
was the firft appearance of the Myforeans before the Bombay troops, 
the cattle of that army grazed until then without moleftStion ; and as 
the native drivers, who arc never on their guard until they have 
experienced danger, fuffered confiderable numbers*of them to wan¬ 
der at a diftance, notwithftanding the moft pofitivc injun< 51 :ions to 
the contrary, feme were unavoidably captured. 

The cncampmetit of the enemy having been feen at no great dii- 
tance, towards evening, in order to prevent further lofs, it^was determi¬ 
ned to attack this force at break of the enfuing day; but the arrival of 
a mellenger from Earl Cornwallis about fun-fet left the General no 
longer at liberty to purfue tny a£live meafures, except fuch as in his 
opinion appeared neceflliry for conducting his troops to the\:oaft. 
At an.imme'diate confultation of the principal officers, it was judged 
advifeable not to advance on the enemy, but to fall back about the 
hour of eleven. Inftrudiions to that effeCt were confequcntly com¬ 
municated to the heads of departments without a moment’s lofs of 
time. The tents were ordered to be ftruck; the baggage mafter, di- 
rcCVed to aflemble his people about nine o’clock, on the main road 
which led to the ghaut, was commanded to proceed with all poffiblc 
dlfpatch; and the furgcon-general, in particular, after being fumiffied 
with cattle to lupply the deficiency of doolies, had, with the earlieft 
notice of the intended movement, ftriCt cautions regarding a timous 
removal of the dck. 


ALTH0U9H 
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A LTHOtJ GH the monfoon does not in general fet in with full force at 
this fcafoii of the year, ftill, towards the middle of May, heavy rains 
•occafionally fall all over the Malabar coaft Hitherto the weather, in this 
quarter, had b,ecn clear and open j unfortunately, however, on this night 
it rained exceffively j it was dark and difmal; and to add to the natural 
torpor of the followers on fuch occafions, all of them, conceiving that 
the movement was intended to efFcd: a jundion with Earl Cornwallis 
on theenfuing day, confidcredthe rear as the fituation of moft fafety. 
The heads ofdeoartments excepted, there were fcarcc any amongft 
our troops who didaiot exped to advance; corifequently few indeed 
were folicitou's about baggage. The fervants of all were negligent. 
From thefe clrcumflanccs, from the inclemency of the weather, the 
badn’efs of the night, and the reludance with'^-hich the piiblick fol¬ 
lowers came logctlicr, difTicuIcies and delays arofe that could not have 
been guarded againil:, as they were totally unexpeded. In fhort, it was 
day-break before the 12th battalion offepoys, which was ftationed in 
the rear, took up its ground on the road. 

The {lores, W'ith the principal pnrt of the baggage, h^ by this 
time gone on towards the pafs, but that of fome officers moving in a 

t 

contrary diredioii, from caufes already afiigped, was taken by the «ne- 
my; a^umber of tents were fo heavy, from the rain, that they {hared 
a fimiiar fate; however, from the diflike of retreat, and various 
InCTcs, as fcveral of this army*fuffcred fom<f difapitointmcnt or other, 
murmurs prevailed; but in j:ruth, the Jofs which chiefly dcfervccl to be 
limentcd, was the capture of BUifign Mackic of the 77th, with alwut

iixtecn men, who,(^through fome unaccountable negled in the hofpiral 
department, were Idft to a mercilefs enemy. Towards <i|^ht o’clock 

bodies 
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Todies of horfc which made their appearance if) the rear, were kept in 
check by a company of the -i 2th battaiion; yet as they contriv¬ 
ed to wound two or three followers, whole groups of that daftardiv 
people threw down their loads and took to '“their hee^s. The dav 
clearing up, the troops, after a march of eleven miles, encamped at 
the muddy tank in the Goorga country. 

The movement from this tank to Ahmoonah, about ten milcs> 
was performed without much difficulty*; but tfic dragging of the 
heavy guns on the 26th, for thirteen miles, the diAance from thence 
to the top of the pafs, was attended with the utmoA labour. Here 
as the troops defeended on the 28th, the gullies which in advancing 
had been Ailed up with»carth, from thcinceAlnt pour of rain became fo 
miry, as to render the conveyance of heavy guns utterly impradlicable. 
That, and the ruts made by water-courfes in a road originally ftcep, 
narrow, and difficult of paffage, pointed to the propriety of not 
waAing the troops in attempting to drag heavy gunsj clpcciaWy as 
thefc troc-r^s muA have been expofed to themoA inclement weather, 
and unavoidably without ar^y Aielter. Four heavy pieces oford- 
nance were confequently buried on the top of the pafs. Indeed, 
even the tranfport of the field pieces took the hard work of fix long 
days. However, after the moA extreme fatigue, which befides much 
injury to the troops, h,ad almoA d^Aroyed ail the cattle, the field 
train and Acres arriving at lUacore, they were fent from thence to the 
coaA by water: and thefevcralcorps having finifficd their fatiguesfor a 
time, about the loth of June, they were cantoned in Biliapatam, Ca- 
nanore, Durrampatam, and Tcllicherry. Bu^t to return to Harl 
Cornwallis, At 
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At the clofe of the firR march from Caniambad'dr, his Lordfhip 
wa^ agreeably furprized with the arrival of ^boirt forty thoofimd 
h^rratta horfe, accorapamcd by two battalions of Bombay fepoys, 
under Cant. Liftlej of tha't cftabliflimcnt. There was alfo* a crowd of

irregular infantry. This immenfe reinforcement, headed by Hurry Punt 

and PurfcramBhow;, bcfides upwards of twenty pieces of cannon, with 

an adequate proportion of ammunition, had with them, provifions and 

fupplics of every defcriptioh in abundance; but, taking advantage of 

our neccffitics, in a two-fold degree, they produced the articles moft 

1* 

wanted, with a very fparing hand, ferewmg up their prices to a moft 
exorbitant height, whilft they lowered the value of our coin a rupee 

in every pagoda; indeed, liivcr was the only coin which would pafs 

( 

current amongft them for near its value; and, as our troops had been 
for a leitgth of time paid in gold, the exorbitant prices at which they 
fold grjun, and their diminiftiing the value of our Ipecic, almoft pre¬ 
cluded the poftibility of our becoming purchafers, fo as to relieve thedii^ 
treftes of our followers. 

The deftru^lioii of our guns became now matter of concern to 
all. Inftigated by revenge, the chiefs difoovered an ^uncommon 
degree of^^agernefs to profecute the war ; but they felt confeious it 
was to the tardiaefs of their own movement to co-operate in the re- 
dudlion of the capital, they could alone attribute the refpite which 
muft of ncceiSty be allowed m the Sultaun however, that the time 
which ought to be employed in repairing misfortune might not be 
wafted in xmprofitabfe regret, Earl Cornwallis, ac<^|^anied bgr 
Major General Medows, held a conference with the Maratta leaders, 

on 
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oti the 29lh, tents pitclied between the two eiicampraeuts for that 
purpofe; here, according to his Lordfliip, “ as it was of great con- 
“ lequcncc, to cukirate a good underl^andiug with them^ I laid very 
little.on tkfi juft grounds which I had to''coniplaia*of the lateaefs 
“ of their arrival, and contetited mylrlf, at the firft meeting, with 
*• obtaining a knowledge of the natiSre of their inftrudtions, and of 
‘‘ their future intentions. 

“ The y made the nioft explicit declarations, that they were ordered 
“ by the PeiHiwa, and it was equally their own inclination, to a6l

« entirely in concert with me; and in the courfc of two or three 
“ conferences, it was not only fettled, that all the confederate forces 
“ lliould keep die fiel^ in the Myforc country, during the rains, but 
they villb acquiefeed in a general arrangement that I propofed, for 
the difpolition of the armies, the principal objeefts of which were 
■*' to give me an c.ily and lafe communication with the Carnatic, to 
“ enable me to draw from thence the fupplies of artillery and ftorcs,

polTiblc, at the cxpence'of the enemy, and to endeavour to deprive

« H AVI N G dated to the Maratta cljicfs the danger of attempting to 
maintairi the communication with their own country, by the route 
<* to the weftward of Chittkdroog, by which Purferam Bhow had 
** marched from Darwar, they agreed to rclinquifti it, and to be fa- 
« tisfied with that by Sera and Roydroog, which I recommended as 
*• preferable, on conditioa that I woviM delay my march to the caft-

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•* ward until the detachments which Purferam Bhe^w had left upon- 
** his route could join the army, or be fent back acrofs the Tumbu-

Sensible that tlie fufpenflon of his ruin depended on lowing dif- 
fentioa amongft the confederates, and on keeping them at the utmoft 
poflibl^diflance from each other, the Sultaun, by means of his irregu¬ 
lar horfe, and faithful villagers, contrived that out ofabout forty mef- 
fengers difpatchcd at different periods by ‘the Marattas, whilft on 
their way to join, not one fbould reach the Britifh camp. Far from 

negletling the eflential point of commuuication with Earl Cornwallis,

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their appearance, %wc fhould have avoided ail the public and private 
evils which cnfiied (i). Surrounded by enemies, and difheartened 
from recent defeat, it required management in a fuperior degree to 
convince the Sukaun’s people that th<rir refpite from the impending 
deftrudlion was not nearly at an end; and although a frlute fired at Se- 
ringnpatam on the 26th was faid to announce fome* advantage gained 
by Saved Sahib, over the rear of the Bombay nrmy,jhe real intention 
muft have been, to buoy up the fpirits ofliis people from finking un¬ 
der circnmftances of accumulated diftrefs. 

However Incredible, that two large armies fhoulJ maiich near three 
hundred miks towards a third engaged in the fame caufe, without any 
mutual C(.)mmunication'*or intimation of each other’s approach, yet to 
tliis very fortuitous circumftance the Sultapnoved pofleflion of his ca- 
|dral; for, had a juniliou of the Marattas with the Britifh ariniw been 
clk<5led before the .defti u£lioti of our battering guns, his whole force 
mull iiave been fliutup in the ifland of Scrlngnpatam, to the total c!e- 
llru£l;on (}f Ins cavalry, and utmoft diftrefs of liispcoplc at large. At 
an adviiiional prop to the remains of his tottering empire, a flag of truce, 
nccompanicd with a prcfgit of fruit and vegetables, conveyed propo- 
Ihls for accommodation from the Myfbrean ruler to Earl Cornwallis, 
on the 2pth; but the prefent was returned untouched, and in the fame 
manly fpirit of perfever.nice, it was iVdl declared, that no negociation 
could be entered upon unlels the propofals came addreflod to the con-

patam, rather than of a regular force, detcrmir.cd to humble an over- 
bearing foe. In confequena^ of the j unvfion, hewever, our affairs 
W'Dre a‘very different complexion j naturally enterprizing, our new 
allies ridiculed the Subah’s troops for inadivity; their foraging parties 
ranging to a confid.rablc diflance, brought in large fujvplics of cattle; 
the ncceflity of a precipitate return to Bangalore was done away j fa¬ 
mine was no longer to be dreaded; but the Nizam’s troops, whole 
attendance, independent of political confidcratjons, wc had every reafon 
to deprecate, Hill gave us room to regret their prefence, as they ' rufhed 
into the Maratta camp, and bought up all the grain and provifions 
they could find. It was on the ground where this junflion took place, 
that Hyder drew out his army, in 1772, when upw’ards of fifty thou- 
fand Marattas, under Madlfarou, advanced to attack his capital; but 
the Myforean was defeatc 4 with fuch flaughtcr, that upwards of twen¬ 
ty tlicufand of his rAen w’crc left on the field of battlcj how’ever, fo a- 
bundant were his rcfdurccs, even aMhis early period, that he, in a few

On 
the ground where this battle was fought a neat tomb was eredlcd to 
thef memory of Seif Sahib, an odiccr ofranh, who tiverc was mortally 
woundejd, by the thru if of a Ipear, \n the loinsi the reniains of his fo!! 
Eudder ul dicn Cawn, who was flain at Sattimungulum, were dcpoil- 
ted clofc to thofc of his father, unfler tlie Mi’gottah pagcda(i).

Movino Iclfurcly, as well to favour the ailvancc of llveral convoys 
that the Marattas cxuyiclcd, Irom the Sera diftrid, as to weary ti:o 
enemy into a compliance wfth rcafonable terms Ly lu lping toexliaud 
his fiipplies, the arim on the iSth eroded the iVIadoor river, a beau¬ 
tiful lli eam then about knee deep, and encamped in fight of lloolia- 
droog ( 2 ). This fort, fituated on thefummitof a high circular rack, 

is nearly lurrounded by an cxtcnfivc pettah. Colonel Rod, the cliief 
engineer, attended by the 6th brigade, was directed to fuiiinion iloo- 
liahdroog. It was of grcat«flrcngth, but the appeeca we c.l fo ['owtriul

multitude that it fliAtjrei. The terms of capitulation were 
rigidly adhered to; but our allies following their wo!ited h.«iblts, 
attempted to plunder thd crowds of inhabitants, as they returned to 
their villages.

were true to their truft; and it vois not until fcveral lives were loft

Durvng former periods of public dlfturbance in Mylbrc, the in¬ 
habitants took refuge in diftridts at a diftance from the invaders, on 
the tops of high hills, or in the midft of thick jungles; but the compile 
cftablhhment of new mailers in every dlredlion, now reduced fuch r.s 
refufed allegiance to the neceffity of Iceking protedion around the for¬ 
tifications, confcquently, the villagers Iwarming under cover of the 
guns clung to the fcveral droogs, and in particular to this rock, like bees 
around a hive. Here they were induced to confider rhemfelves in I'e- 
curity, as the only accefs to the principal work, is, in general, by fin- 
gle fteps cut obliquely in the face of the Iblid rock, at one part of 
which the alcent is by a ladder about ttventy feet in length, and 
through a i.atural arch, which a few refolute men mightdefend againft 
the alTault of wdiole armies. This hill, which meafures upwards of 
a hundred yards in height, is about one mile in circumference around 
the bafe (i).

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Amongst a number of captives that were bound in chain*; of va¬ 
rious conilrud:icns, at Ilooliadrocg, fcveral who had their ancles faf- 
tenad aliindtr by a heavy iro?i bar of about eighteen inches in length, 
had from habit acquired a ftradJling amble, which, >vhen liberated, 
they cod’d not for a length of time alter or amend j fomc from having 
been tlolely pinioned could move neither arm; others had acquired 
a Aoop, fjom which tlicy were unable to hand * crtdt; in lliort, as 
jiiofl ot them had btcii confined in this wretched ftatc for a period of 
about ten years, tlv. rc were few* indeed w’ho had not loll; the power 
of fomc limb or other.

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thcncc, and on the 15th encamped near the village Satrum, having 
previoufly detached Major Gowdie, with his brigade, to fummon 
Ouff ore. This fort is a parallellogram of conhderable ftrengfh: its 
defences had »bcen far advanced in thJr repair, Inftcad o,€-baftions 
on the ramparts, it had feveral /drcular towers. A deep ditch, about 
eighty feet in breadth, with which it was furrounded, might be filled 
at any time from a large tank which had a fluice on the eafl face, clofc 

to thc'gatcj but like moil of the lefler forts which are fpread over the 
plains, it was commanded from a neighbouring height. Gufrorc was 
abandoned on the approach of Major Gowdie. The garrifon blew up 
one of the angles j fortunately, however, they failed in their attempt on 
the magazine, through fome interruption in the train. After depo- 
fiting the guns, this pofl, with the fecond battalion of volunteers, 
and Captain Glafs’s company of artillery, was given in charge to 
Captain Thomas Wclfli, of the Bengal cftablhliment. As a wide 
road, with an avenue of trees, ftretched from the fort to Bangalore, 
and towards Kiftnagherry, it was certainly intended as a place of 
great importance. 

The horrors of a piteous tale told by the inhabitants of Ouflbre, 
in their own fimple but pathetic ftrain, cannot be heightened in re¬ 
lation. liicpied at the bold mcafurts of Earl Cornwallis, and in or¬ 
der to prevent detct 5 lion in falfe afi'ertions, the Britifii forces had ad¬ 
vanced but a ifliort way into Mylore when the Sultaun iffned a 
• mandate for the afiafiination of tlirec Europeans who had been pri- 
foners in this fort for feveral years. The fadl is too well authenti¬ 
cated to admit a doubt. A manufeript written in tlie Engiifit Ian-

guage by one oftlie fiiffcrcrs was found in the arfcnal. It detailed 
carpenter’s work which this unfortunate man liad been neccfiitatcd 
to perform. Ilis name was Hamilton. He had been an ofllcer in 
the Britifii navy, but deft^airiug of freedom, he contradfed an intimacy 
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with a companion of the other fex, from whic]! a I'aniily fprutig, 
that liaturally impelled him to every honeft endeavour for their 
maihtcnance. 

Wh*s^ the bloody manda't^>wiS^:>out to be put in execution, the 
people furrounding the houfe of their killedar, with prayers and 
lamentations intreated to fpare the wfiole, but for the life of I Jamil* 

ton they were clamorous. Befides the ties of a family and <;onnex- 
ions, he had become perfed: in their language; he improved the 

mechanics in their feveral occupations; his advice was the guide in 
all common tranfadions ; he w;as umpire in matters difpute ; in 
fliort, as he dignified a fuperior underftanding by a life pcrfedly 

harmlefs, he was univerfidly known by the diftindion of father. 
Hamilton was for a time given to their intrcatics; but tlic other two 
were beheaded with the fabre. His reprieve was of fliort duration. 
On the fall of Bangalore his doom was irrevocably fixed; and, a fpe- 
cial meffenger, habituated to the fcenc, was forbid the prefence 
until he faw performed the murderous office. Their behaviour in 
death was diflindly told by wiinefTcs nowife intercAcd in colouring 
the narrative. It was manly and firm. After palfing fome minutes 
in fervent prayer, they bent forward, refiing their hands upon their 
knees. The heads of the two former were fevered from their bodies 
at the firft blow! but witji Hamilton‘it required repetition. Their 
graves were pointed out to feveral Britifli officers, i'heir remains 
confirmed this relation; and, a lock of hair from each head, which is 
now in the writer’s pofTcffion, will, when d<!pofitcd in a Britilh repo- 

fitory, contribute to (lamp the appellation of tyrant on Tipjioo SuU

A SKETCH OF THE WAR 


The army, proceeding from Oufibre, towards ibe Ealicodc pafs, took 
poflHfion of Anc!iittydirgu:n on the evening of j the i 8th. On the 
20th Neelghery (i) and Ruttonghcry fubmitted without refinance, 
but thc.garrifon of Ryacottah refufng ?6lurrendcr, Major Gov.’d'ie, with 
his own brigade, after carrying tlic lower fort in a fpirited aflault, got 
poflcflloti of the up'per one by capitulation. Ryacottah is defended by 
three diflinfl fortifications, each of which admits of a fooaratc defence. 
The principal work, towards the fummit of the rock, is nearly of a 
circular form ; that iia the centre, conftru< 5 led on the face of the hill, 
is acceffibic only by one narrow paflage, which is exceflive ftcep and 
rugged; and the pettah, or lower fort, befides the advantages of its 
own works, is protc< 51 ed by the guns of the other two. Confident, 
from the flrength of the place, and the numbers by which it was de» 
fended, the kllledar not only refuted to furrender, but fired on the flag 
that condu£led the firft fummons. £arly on the morning of the 20th, 
a detachment confifting of about three hundred and fifty men, with a 
brigade of guns, advanced under Captain Oliver, to attack the pettah. 
The gate was foon blown open; buttlie gairifon, ftrengthened by the 
neighbouring inhabitants, fired bri/kly from the top and center works. 
Major Gowdie now led the attack in pci fon ; ania:ated by Iris exam¬ 
ple, the troops entered, and took poflfeflion of* the fecond fort; flill the 
enemy occupied tiic upper vgork, nor could they be prevailed upon to 

(1) As the havildar who was font with ^flagto fnmmen Neelghety, approached the fort, he was fired upon and 
killed by the enemy. The place furrcnder.ed in the tourfeof the day. and the man by whom the harildarhad 
been (lain being demanded, he was immediately jiven up; but a> it appeared that he was totally unacquaintwl 
with the natuie of a flaj; of truce, becfcaned punifhmcnt. Fearful oftheir maflcr’s difpleafure, almoft all the 
Myforean forts fired lef> or more fiiot before their fubmiflton. The quantity was in general regulated by their 
degree of ftiength ; but few of th<{'t diretteJ their guns Vo as to do much execution. On a former occafiun one 
oftheir garrifons prcpolcd not to deliTer up the port until a certain number of guns had been difoharged.—See 
the fiift Tolumc, page 63.

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capitulate, until a rcinforcetrcnt was fcen, condu<£linf^ fome acklitional 
heavy guns to the befiegcrs. 

KftNCHi LLYDROOG, Tyandioog, Chinroydirguni, and Oodiadir- 
gum, wh^ feveral inferior cfFcrcd little or no oppolition, at 

a change of niaftcrs. Confidcrablc quantities of grain, ftorcs, and 
cattle, were found in and about thofe caftles, all of which were occu¬ 
pied by the feventh Coiifl battalion, ynder Captain Chafe, or difman-

tied of their defences. On this fcrvice we had to lament the fall of 

Lieutenant Crie, of the Madras engineers; a few fepoys were alfo 
'lain ; but the number wounded was confiderablc. 


CHAP. IV. 
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CHAPTER THE FOURTH, 

m 

A lthough the Myforeans were thus hemmed in on all 

tides, they occafionally found means to buril: through the 

« 

lurroundlng multitude. Their horle, deprived of the range necefliny 
to feed in, were enfeebled from want of forage beyond the fCitfciings 
of the mofi: fevere fervice, yet their exertions were wonderful ; vyhat- 
toever of the country’s produce was fpared in pity by the dlfciplined 
troops, was confumed through the ravages of unfeeling folio wets. 
Of that vafl empire which at the commencement of hoftilitics, ac¬ 
knowledged the fuperiority of Tippoo Sultaun, Bednore was tlie on¬ 
ly province which had not now been laid w’aftc by cither of the pow¬ 
ers in alliance; and in order to draw^lupplics from thence, as well ns 
to check the depredations of Purferam Bhow on the dilf lit^fs around 
Chittlcdroog, the Sultaun moved to the northward, with his princi¬ 
pal force, w'hilft a ftrong detachment enderKoured to recover the pro¬ 
vinces which had been wrefted out of his pofleffion at the beginning 
of the war. 


As 
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As the army under General Medows fell down along the northern 
bank of the Cauveri, towards theclofe of the firH: cair.ipaign, a large 
reinforcement of fepoys crod'ed that river, in order to fccurc our ac- 
quifitions to the foutbward. Charged with the defence of thefe dif- 
tridls. Major Cuppage, after exanr^btiffg^ic poll at Coirnhafbre, di¬ 
rected that the heavy guns, ammunition, and {lores, rtiould be remov - 

r 

ed to Paligautchcrry. Coimbatore was not conhdered tenable again ft 
difeiplined troops with artillery : it was intended folely, as a check on ■ 
irregulars and horfe who might threaten to molcft Mr. Vinccnti.i 
Corbet, whilll employed in collecting the revenues (i). The four¬ 
teenth battalion,of Coafl fepoys having been therefore withdrawn, it 
was ordered to cfcort the convoy from thence to its place of dcRlna- 
tion; and a body of Travancorcan troops bcing‘placsd in tlic pcttali. 
Lieutenant Chambers, of the Madras cftabliflimcnt, v/ith his own 
corps of tppalTes, was left in chauge of the whole. 

Great quantities of damaged powder, with a number of guns 
which had been confulcrcd unfcrviceablc, were found in Coimbatore. 

Of thefe guns three flood a proof. Mr. Chambers, tlicrefore, con¬ 
trived to mount them on carriages that he patched together from 
wheels and fragments which lav feattered about the fort. Two three 
pounders, w^th one four pounder, were thus put in a flate of com-

hundred fliot \va*S furnilhed from Paligautchcrry; to thefe two hun¬ 
dred done ones vfcre added by fomc of the topafles who had been 
employed about guns vfhild in the fervice of Mahomed Ally; and as 
Mr. Chambers conceived that StwSljrdinary exertions might poffibly 
keep out an enemy for fome days, the whole garrifon fet to work at 
a barbet battery, which had been begun by a regular engineer on the 
pettah face. 

Tcw'auds the firft of May, 1791, the troops intended for the de¬ 
fence of Coimbatore, were reduced by detachments (2) jnd other¬ 
wise, to one hundred and twenty topafies, with tw'o hundred of the 
liam Rajah's fepoys. From thefe, fmall parties were repeatedly 
Cut out, to fcour the Country; but, oppofed by Cawder Ally Cawii, 
an active dewan who had been appointed by the Sultaun to the Satti- 
mungulum diftridt, and without the. countenance of an European 
leader, thev were as often driven back. On the 10th of the month, 
C i lain La Combe, an enterprizing Frenchman in the employ of the 
Raiali, made offer of his fcrvices at Coimbatore. Under this zealous 
otriccr, about one hundred men were pufhed on in advance; they at- 
tacked and beat back the 'dew-an, and continuing in the field, they 
kept Ins people at a diftance for the reft of the month. However, 
before the firil week in June had clapfed, reports of the defeent of an

Ea«ly on thf 1 3th of this month fifty horfemen rcconnoitcred Coini- 
batorc, and the.pettah all around.^^^^^Jnjrnedlately after,'a lafcar who 
had been mads prifoner, but fouat^meansto efcape, came in and gave 
corrcdl infoniiation of the enemy’s ftrength. It confided of two

cndioons, each about one thoufand men, with eight pieces of cannon, 
the iieaVlieft of which w.is s?n eighteen pounder; there was one four¬ 
teen, one twelve, and five four pounders, a number of the inhabitants

loaded with rockets, and a multitude of polygars, all under the com¬ 
mand of Mccr Buckfihee Shadavad.-lly Cawn. •

About 10 o’clock in the morning of the i6th, a party ofinfan-

try, fupported by upwards of t\vV> hundred horfe, charged the guard at 
the pettah, and put them to the rout. The exertions of Captain La 
Combe, however, reftored order, but it required no fmail degree of 
perfuafion to prevr.il on this people to enter the fort. Several amongft 
them, preferring a chance of efcape to Paligautchcrry, betook to the 
hills; the reft were prevented following with the utmed: difficulty; 
indeed a total want of fubordlnaiion and difclpline has, on almod eve¬ 
ry occafion, fubjc£tccl the Travancorcan troops to defeat fiom an 
.inferior force, unlefs when headed by European officers. After pitching 
his encampment to the northwfcd of the pettah on this day, the My- 
forean leader fummoned tlick fort verbally ; he demanded Immediata

ial was fent for anl A er. 

A jaiscii ARGE of muftiucan opciicd from both hdcs on the irth, 
and as it contiiuud ter ti\c wlirfic 4 d tlie eiduing day, Mr.Cliambers 

foinui it nccedary to wiijuiraw fome iwivels which fired cn barbette. 
\\ iiilft his people flood to thcle fwivcls, fcveral were wounded by ginjal 
pieces, from the tops of houfes in the pettahj another furfimons on 
tlie iQth lu'd a refuUd fmiiar to ihc firil; but as the next dav cleared 
up, a battery which had been near!) finilhcd iifthe couif^of die night, 
v;as obferved within four hiitidred yards of the wall?. A party was 
immcdiatclv ordered to be in readinefs to florin this work ; but before 
it advanced, a third fummous made its appearance, with offer of terms 
hiidilv favourable. The rcfufal of this, altlicugh conveyed in a mil- 
dcr flrain, was equally determined as on either of the fcuner ccca- 
lions. Hoflilities inflantly rc-commcnccd. After hring fevcijl fhets 
at the battery, the party fillied, but galled on theli approach by 
mulquetry from the tops of houfes, they were obliged to return withou; 
accomplifliing their intcation. 

A DESE R T ER com]:?letcly equipped, wlio jormcrly fervcii tlic Com* 
pany, but had been taken with Colonel Ifraithwaite. now came in, 
and informed the garrifon that the batteries would open upon tlicin in 
the courfc of the eVening. Accordingly, al'out duik, a Frencli 

twelve pounder and tw'o long fixes began and fired incefi'antly until near 
eleven o’clock i they commenced again at four next morning, and 

f 

continued until fix in the evening. Upwards of two hundred ihots 
entered the works; fevcral of tijefc flruck the magazine : it hacam 
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therefore, necefl^ry to fill up the intervals of the incLfurcs. In ad¬ 
dition to this labour, the troops found much cmploymLnt during the 
.night, in repairing what damage had been done to the cavaliers and 
bafiions. 

Early on the 22d another batt;^ry for three guns was in rcadinefs. 
Here, eight fcaling ladders, capable of allowing four men to mount 

f 

abreaft, w'ere diftindly feen. A fmart cannonade continued from the 
firft battefy all the forenoon,'' with much more elfedt than hitherto; 

fcveral rockets were thrown into the fort ■; yet as all theftraw roofs 
and other cof^douftible erections had been pulled down, little damage 
enfued. When the following day broke, the new battery opened, but 
ceafed to fire towards nine o’clock, as one of their guns had by that 
time been dlfmounted ; the other battery, however, continued tlirough- 

out the djy. The garrifoii cm^^’oved the night in repairing the da¬ 
mage done to the works, and the befiegers continued to impede them 
witii fhcwersof rockets. 

A THi ^ D battery of two cmbrafurcs was nearly completed by day¬ 
light on the 24th, within two hundred yards of the baftion on the 
north-weft angle. I he whole fire of the garrifon was pointed in this 
diredlion; but as there were no guns of a calibre lufficient to receive 
fliot of a greater weight than four pounds, and as the powder was in 
quality iniferably bad, the damage was trifling through the day. The 
continuance of our fire, however, prevented their ftrengthening the 
battery in the dark. A difeharge of cannon, mufquctry, and rockets, 
was kept up all the next day and night witlwut intermiflion. At this 

period 
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of the fic^e feveral caflts fall of combuftiblcs v;cie oki'.tcu on die 
rampra-ts, in or.!;: to annoy tlie enemy, in the event of their atteinyt- 
inrv an cfcaladc.

each other. The fire of the bcfieffcrs fl ickened a little ; but the gar- 

rlfon, conceiving that this indicated an intention to ^iTll theni into 

fecurity, continued indA'atigablc in their exertions. The mines were 

loaded, the gates were blocked up with earth and denes, and as fhot 

, run ihort, although there v/as abundiincc of powder, the hammermen 

were fet to making iron Hugs, to fupply the deficiency o.^'balls* 

Ihvnrcii an inc-reafe of fire, from c. nnon, gn jal:., and fm dl rrms, 

l';j Mylbreaio adva ieed tlicir works 0:1 the 29th and 30th, v. Ifiiic 

riio gnrihon redoubling thuir Induflrv, oppoftd them uirh fhowers 

of greiiiKhs from the g’ns. By means of fui-t!s nu.tinted on arrack 

carts tire file increnled frv)ni within alfo; and the uefie^od, trrubh'in'*- 

the, we.ds from the ditch, bound them into faicincs for repairing tl)e 

breaches. On the 3 1 fl a refoiute puty of the cnciiry that auva'-.ced 

in order to capture loine* bullocks wlfilld they wateied at the tank, 

occafioned an alarm in the garrifon ; but it I rr)Ught on a fmart fire, 

the enemy lufFcrcd a repulle, acco.npanied wltlr the iofs of a few 

daiing men. By the beginning of Auguft the batteries of the helleg- 

ers were all completed. Belides q,thcr mllchlef, thev dlfmountcJ 

a gun which flood in one of the cavaliers ; and as thei: fnc h; d been 
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deftruilivc as well asconftant, the cafualtics within iiicreafed faft. The 
garrifon now mounted a Malabar gun, from which they managed to 
throw fevcral grenades. On the 3d, however, this new fource of de¬ 
fence burfl, and wounded fcveral'menj on the 4th and 3 th'the befieg- 
crs advanced their approaches to within fifty yards of the ditch ; their 
file increaftd in fury ; and as the ganifon had information of large 
reinforcements to fhe.enemy, from liic diftiidof Sattimungulum and 
Denagunco.Ctah, a general attack was hourly expelled. 

The CDe:jion:dc £1*011) the north-wdf was fo heavy on the 6 th, that 
> 

large pieces of the parapet and revetment of the curtain came down. 
An adive Icrjeant of topafles, with levcral of tl.c peo})]e, were 
wounded on this day. The befiegers buffered in tiieir turn. The 
nearnefs of their batteries CK^bled the ganifon to take fuch certain 
aim, that every (hoc entered their tmbrafurcs, and obliged them to 
draw their guns under cover of the merlons, to re-load. The neccl- 
firics of tlie befieged thickened; their ammunition was nearly ex- 
haufled; tiicir wounded were numerous, and without medical aflifl- 
ance; almoft all the table and other linen within the works were cut 
up for cartridges ; and, to add to the wretchednefs of the prolpc<ft, 
the Travancore .ns grew clamorous for furrender. 

The befiegers flackened in working at night, about this period ; 
but their guns opened at. break of day on the 7th, and battered incef- 
Tmly, until twelve o’clock. In two hours afterwards they re-com¬ 
menced, and continued to play without intermiffion until fun-fet, 
when about twenty yards of the parapet gave way. A fourth fum-

mons n^w .mad^ j^ts appearance. /I'he Cawn condefccncfcd to reafbu 
with his antagonifi*, on the impropi ict_y of holding out any lo’'ger, a- 
gainft fuch fuperlority of force. 11c argu d, tiuit regard for the fa¬ 
milies which he knew were 111 the place ougfit to induce Lieutenant 
Chambers to capitulate; but if the gajrifon flill perfifted, he protefted 
that no living creature fhoulcl find mercy. To this It was anfwercd, 
that the ladders had been dl(li(i£lly fecn, and th it the befieged were 
determined to ftand the afl'aulr. A letter received tJn this day^ from 
Major Cuppage, promifing relief, confirmed the refolute, encouraged 
tl'.c timid, and firengthened the confi»lence of the fieady. 

The cannonade opened with the light on the 8 th, and continued 
throughout thutand the two enfuing days, until funfet. The beficgeri 

now working incefiantly in the dark, advanced their approaches to 
within twenty yards of the ditch. Emboldened from a want of flinti 
amongft their antagonifts, the bad quality of their powder, and a con- 
fumption of bullets which the fmirhs were unequal to fupply, they 
threatened to florm without delay. The garrifon, however, having re¬ 
paired ionic fwivels, planted them on pofts funk into the ground, fo af 

to enfilade the breach, and ufed every means that could favour a rc- 

« 

folute rcfiftancc. Befides the calks loaded with combufliblcs, as alrea¬ 
dy mentioned, they covered the ramparts with large ftones and mifiilc 
weapons of various kind^. In fhort* nothing was neglected, to ren¬ 
der the defence defperate. 

A GENERAL aflilult, whicli took place about four o’clock on the 
morning of the i ith, was announced by an univerfal roar cf cannon, 
mufquctry and rockets from the trenches and all around. Tlic garrl- 

foii 
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foil, ftyiiJg to their Nations in an iaftuir, retuinei the dec with much 
brifleneis. Regardlefs of il.uiger, the ditch was imiviedi itcly crowded 
with the eiitmy ; tiKy planted their ladders with compolure, and 
mounted the parapet on theeaft and fouth faces at five tii{li-:i(5l points. 

La Combe w'as in charge of this quarter, with his fepoys. He was 
nearly overpowered by numbers ; but ftrengthened by a party of to- 
pafles Loni Lieutenant Chambers, he redoubled his exertions. Hjs ad- 
tivity and valour encouraged the defendvants to wondcrl'ul feats; and the 
people, following his example, doled witii the allailants all around. At 
this critical juiiclure a Inbadar fet off one of the cambuflilile c.illvs. 
This new inllrument of deftrudion terrified the IVlylbrer.ns on ail hands ; 
they put about; the def-ndants, followingnheir advantage, threw f!a nv- 

ers of Hones on the enemy; o»^e and all of them retired from the 
ramparts; they abandoned their ladders, and took fhdter in the ditch, 
and under a vvall on thee reft of the glacis. To the nortluvard, ^nd 
from the wcftwird, however, they ftill advanced with much fpirlt. 
Driving in the tioops that defen led tlic half moon, they carefully 
avoided the mines. N'Jmbers of them prejled to t!ie gate; but 
their priiltip.al force in this quarter, planting their ladd.us againft the 
curtain, cloie to the Ibuth-weft baftion, leveral got to the top. Here 
they were manfully oppoled by Mr. Cliambdrs, with his top ilLs. 
As that officer, fighting amidft^ crowds, ftrained every nerve,'his peo¬ 
ple gave ample fupport. Fortunately, too, the curtain was flanked 

f 

with fome fwivels, that played witli good cftla:; and, as fireballs and 
rockets expofed the movements of the aflailants to full view, they 
were compelled to retire with conliderable flaughtcr. 
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The cl.'v iinw cleariir^ up, the dircomfiturc of t!ie ciiefnv was foou 
Complcnttd. I'ownrcl* nx o’clock tlicy ahr.ncloned t!ie attcinpt all 
around. With tlie utmoll: Ipced they ran from tlic works in every 
dit'e<£lioii; Hill, allot thc^n ahiHed in •carryino- ofF tijelr vvoundc.l and 
{lain. NotwithHandint^ thefe dhjrtsJ (uch was the carna ’C, tiist

upwards of two hundred bodies were found on tlie'sJacis and in tiic 
dkch. The lots luflaincd by the gnrrllon I'ijre no [yoponion fo that 
of the aflailauts ; only fix men were flain, and the woended fcarcely 
doubled that lunnbcr. Twenty-fiv’e ladders, with 3 numbs^'^f fwords, 
and pieces of armour of difibrent deferiptions, lay Hrewed about the 
works; but litc dofeit was rendered mors complete by the fortunate 
appearance of Major Cuppage, who, on being apprized of the enemy’s 
deli.?,na, moved to raife the liege. His anproacii was the lignal for 
the sarrifon to fally. The InllMiit the A^yforcans beat to arms. La 
Comi c, with eighty topafles and lepoys, entered their trenches. Ah 
theugh under a heavy fire of mufquetry and rockets, betook poflef- 
fion of their batteries, put their guards to the rout, and as one cio-hteeii 
and one twelve pounder hack been already limbered, they were drag¬ 
ged into the fort. The oVcrtlirow of the befiegers was rendered Hill 
more pcrfefl. 

News of the enemy’s defeent into ^ Coimbatore having been con¬ 
veyed to the Travancorcan miniftcr, who then refided at Calicut, he 
immediately detached Captain De Crock with a battalion of the 

Ram Rajah’s troops, to Paligautcherry. Od the fame occafion the 
fpirited exertions of Mr. Macleod, the then colkaor of Madura, 
brought forward about three hundred and fifty folygars and revenue 
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troops. fnjovmeMt: of Joiveftick .inpplr.cf,, la ita bcf^ 

niipc, this patriot, in Jcfi.incc of iiarilflTr^s, hea^lcc’ the men 

of ills clilfrlifl In perlon. So foon ns ia.f liinuion of thefe auls haJ

'I'l-fis force, which in all amounted to abou; one thonf..nd fight¬ 
ing men, aVdyanced with fjur iron four pornders, and two brafs fixea, 
towards Coimbatore. Approaching die cncn:v jufl: as they liad fuf- 
fered tlic repull'e fro n IJeutenant C/iamhcrs, Mijor Cuppage conti¬ 
nued to heighten their dif^iffes The two rlank companies of the 
1 6th .battalion, iupporfing ine party uiready deferihed under Ln Com 
be, drove the enemy from ail their po,(is in the p.'tt'Ji. As ub ai, how¬ 
ever, their horfe drew up on a rifior oround, ev' lently with a v- vv 
to cover the retreat of their infantry; Init .i few flint fiorn the < 
pounders, made them alfo fall hack. Tlie rapidity with vvh,' ■ li.c 
C.iwn moved otT, the extreme fatigue which the tuhoch ; ha i under- 
gone, the appn\ich or the nectflity - I attending to tlie 

garrifon, rendered purfult ineireitual. 

It was ten o’clock next mofning before die needf ry aria'^gements 

for purfnit took place at Coimbatore Aoout that hour Captain I.a 

Combe having joined Major Cuppage, w ith as many men as the gar-

rilbn could Ipare, the whole advanced after the enemy, and by a ra¬ 
pid movement, obtained V(^llady, a diibancc of twenty-nne miles, with¬ 
out a halty and as fcveral wounded men, and fomc camp equipage. 
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vv’drc tak^n in the coiirle of this lunrch, it is highly i rob'ablc, lliat if 
circuniflances had ^admitted an iintnediitc purfait, the whole corps 
iijift have ocen diiperfed. The viflors j>rocceded to the banks of 
the Bevani; but as the river was nowliere f ^ruibh, and as the enemy 
had already faeured the bo.;ts m the oppolicc ihic, began to take 
heart; and, aster civ/ihny the river, they took yoiv a ■ D.oiiK'or.teh.

Ci'.alrncrs to rcfreni Ld, garrUhn, and to repair the breaches which 
had been made during the former fiegc. Different reinforcements- 

had, however, increafed his ftrength to feveh Iiundred fighting men; 
he had alio tr.c two pieces of cannon which were captured from the 
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enemy at tlieir late failure; and as he was now fupported by upwards 
of forty regular fepoys, under Lieutenant Nafli, ofihe Madras eda- 
bliHimcnt, he was if poTiblc more determined than ever on refftanec. 

The Cavvn, having under liis command dx regular culhoons, 
caeli about one thoufand drohgupwards of five hundred dable 
horle, in low condition; twHve fix pounders; two eighteen ponn- 
ders; four iriOrtars; twenty camels loaded with rockets, and a num¬ 
ber od irregular troops, fat down to the north weft of Coimbatore, on 
the 6th of Oiftober, and took pofleflion of the pettah without oppofition. 
They changed ground to the fouthward on ♦^he following dav, and 
on the 8th, they attempted to drive in a fmall paity which occupied 
the bank of a tank dole to the poft. Lieutenant Nafta, with his 
own lepoys, a party of topafles, and a company of Travancojcans 
with a gun, were fent out in order to prevent their getting poftcflion 

r 

of this bank. A fenart adtibn, in which the enemy were repeatedly 
rep'dfed, took place; but as fcveral reinforcements increas'd their 
numt er to upwards of eight hundred ftrong, it was thought prudmt 
to uitluini V the whole of the garrilon within the works. 


On the lath a battery of two embrafures, which opened from the 
bawk, nearly oppofite to the center baftioH on the fouth face, was fi- 
lenccu by the fre of a fourteen pounder from that baftion, and from 
an eighteen pounder on the cavalier.

Jpirtts; the gates,which had been blocked up with large doncs from the 
beginning, were now cleared away, and every preparation was made for 
co-uperating with the troops expcdled in the field. 

A SECOND letter, rtceived on tide 23d, informed.the garrifon, that 
two battalions of Madras fepoys, one ^om Bombay, and two of Tra- 
vancorean troops, with fix field pieces, advanced under Major Cup- 
page, in order to compel the enemy to raife the fiegc. On tlie arrival 
of this force, at Madaghcr}, Cummer ul dicn Cawn, leaving part of his 

troops 
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troops in the trenches, approached Major Cuppage, with intention to 
determine in battle whether he (hould be left to profccute his original 
plan without moleftation, or be forced to abandon the defign. So 
Ibon as the Myforeans were difeovered in motion, the detachment 
flruck Its encampment and prepared to fight. In order to alarm 
Major Cuppage for his port at Paligautchcry, and ftill more for a 
large convoy of bullocks which was then on its way to General Abtr- 
cromby, the Cawn made a movement to the right of the detachmentj 
which threatened to have polTcffion of the pafs for its objcdl. By this 
manoeuvre, it was left for Major Cuppage to chufe v/hetlier he Ihould 
abandon th«>idea of relieving Coimbatore, or rifle the equipment of our 
vreftern army; and as the latter object was confidered by far the 
mofl: important, it was immediately dctcrmincd.to fall back; a meafurc 
upon which opinions have been various! 

On the firfl; movement of Major Cuppage, the polygars and rocket 
men of the enemy began the attack on his right flank, whilfl: the lia¬ 
ble horfe advanced to charge his rear in folid columns. Tlie flank com¬ 
panies were cntrufled with this flation. Their valour and difciplinc 
were put to afevere teft. When hard prelTed, the battalions flew to 
their afliflancc. In repeated attempts the horfe found they could make 
no imQireflion; and as the Cawn faw that all iiis endeavours could not 
occafion the fmallcfl: confufion, he determined to abandon the pur- 
fult, and to proiccute his operations at the fiege. The lofs on this 
occafion was confidcrable on both fides, Of the detachment three 

ofticers and about fifty fepoys were wounded. Amongft the flain, which 
amounted to about half that number, there was no man of rank. What 
the enemy fuffered has never been exadly afeertained; but, from the 
number that were feen to fall, their lofs muft have been very confi¬ 
dcrable, efpecially in horfes. 


The 
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The fii-ft commutucatioii whtcli the garriioa hail* with Major 
Cnppage alter this a£lion, k-f’e no further room for Mr. Cnalmcrs to 
exp el any relief. The enemy returned to the fiege, and carried on 
their approaches with redoubled exejtiom. All the ammunition in 
the tort,.which had been originally bad, was now nearly expended ; 
a wide breach was rendered caly of afliuiit from the ncarnefs of the 

trenches; L-icutenants Chalmers and Nalh, with the Aorc ferjeantand 

• ^ 

Icveral privates, incrcafed the wounded on dne and trlic fame day; and 

as the .people in general had their families in the place, all of them 
iatreated their commandant to propofe a capitulation. ]^r. Chalmers 
con fen ted, and terms llmilar to thofe which had been granted at the 
liirrcndcr of Daraporam and Permacoil being readily agreed to, the 
Ca wii was put in pofleflion of Coimbatore on the 3d of November. 

Unotr a pretence that ii was neceflary for the Sultaun to, ratify 
the treatv, the prllbners, inftead of being fent to Paligautchery, ac¬ 
cording to agreement, were, after a confinement of thirteen days, 
forced away to Seringapatam. Before he would confent to move, 
Mr. Ciishners ventured to remonftrate ; he refilled to march in any 
other dircclion than that Avhicli was Ipeclficd hy the terms of agree¬ 
ment; and as he had been already deceived, in order to have an ex¬ 
planation of this ftrangc condufl, he requefted an audience of the 
Ciwn in perfon. 

Whilst on his way to that officer, he was furrounded by frclli 
guards, and clofcly confined by himfelfin afmall hovel : fromthcncc 
after a farther detention of two days, he was compelled to march to¬ 
wards Seringapatam. On his arrival at this capital, he was confined 

for 
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two n:ont])s in a bullock liable, which rciiRcd neither wind nor wa¬ 
ter, and on the wretched allowance of one inearurc c-f rice, with tvU 
tafli per dar, to maintain hindeif and ianiiJy. An ir.lant Ion lujii 
fe ll a vidiin to thit baibaicns titatri-ciit. LiLUtenant Naha, W'itli the

reft of the garril'on, uncierwent indignities and cruelties nearly iiindar 
to thole which Mr. Chalmers w as compelled to endure; nor is there 
the icaft rooiH to doubt, that ail of them owe their lives to the dif- 
comfitufc which thcSulta.un fuflcred at his capital in the following 
Tebruary, and to the fpirited remonflranccs of Earl Coriuvailis ref- 
pcfling their treatmeKt. d'hefe facts, however unimportant, in tlie 
grand fcale ^ this war, are related with more than common mii utci^ 
nefs, in order to fliew what the exertions of individuals mav effect 
in the word: of fituatlons. 

At the time th It Ideutenant Colonel Floyd proceeded to recruit 
the cavu’ry in liic C'aiiiaiic, Cdiptain Oran;, with his own battalion. 
m<yVed in auvanct towards Vinkitaghery. A few days afterwards 
the feventh Bengal ai u iwtni)*third Ccall battalions marched in 
the fame diredliun, ui.d>r the cemmand of Captain Rattray, with 
all the carriage cattle that could be fpared from the army, d'lic 

two lall nieruioned corps returning with about five thoufand bullock 

0 

loads of grain, paffed towards Oufibre on the icthofAugud; and 
on the 13th Captain Williandbn, with the 28th Bengal batialion, 
and two volunteer companies that protedlcd one hundred and four- 
teen elephants from their firfl fetting out at Lucknow and Cawn- 
porc, efcorted thofe animals, which had been loaded with treafurc 
at Madras, into camp. Upwards of fix thouland bullocks carrying 
rice and other provifion, above one hundred carts, with fwarms of 
coolies, accompanied Captain WilUamfon’s detachment. This im- 

menfe 
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menfc fapply advanced tlirough t’.ic Biraliin.Li! TallSy, an.l c” ‘ t- 
ing the Myfore country by the pafs at pjilico.i*, aonr earned nr. 
my unmolcfted, under cover of the forts wIkcIi ha! I^een lat'fv a'- 
quired in that dlrcvftion. 

On the i 6 th of tiie month Captain Williarrdoif 5 cierachment rc- 
condufled all the elephants and fparc cattle towards Ainhore, alon^r ^ 
route, which winding amongft hills and jungl. r;, leads i^v Rvneotrah 
*to Kiftnaghery. This paflage Into the Baralima[il, airhougb it h id 
been widened by our pioneers, was fount! much more dlflicult of ac- 
cefi tlian that by Pallicodo. 'riicnce it was nevdr afterwards attempt¬ 
ed with cattle, throughout the war. Captain Oram, with his own and 
part of the fifteenth battalion, was pcfled at tliis period, in the neigfi- 
bourhood of Klftnaghery, > to watch the movements of tint gnri 
foil. Thefe two divifions formed a junfllon; they proct-edictl to 
Ambore, and after being joined by the firft battalion of Coail iepoys, 
the whole efcorted a fecond convoy, coiififtiog of tome camp cquipagr, 
provlfion, and Bores, to Bangalore, about the middle of September, 
This tlivifion was accompanied by the licwy guns from Oull,>re, 
under the particular djreflion of Captain (Bats of the Bengal aitil- 
lery. 

A VAKEFL fent by the Sultaun to treat fir pence arrive 1 nt one 
of the outpofts about the middle of AtiguB. Tnls nrgoci .tor was 
fb particular about the mode of his reception, as to create iutpiclo is 
refpcdling the intention of his million, and the fincerity of hi.- maf- 
tcr’s propofals; particularly as his credentials were addrelf:J to K.ir' 
Cornwallis only. His name was AppajecRow : lie was of tlic Hiii- 
tioo religion, and by birth a Miratra, but fo little reliiecbcd by his 


couu- 
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countrymen, t'bat it became ncccflary to protect his perfon with a 
guard. The twenty-fixth Hengil battalion was iewt on this duty. 
Sulpe( 5 tcd of intrigues, he was dilmided without a heanng on the 
23d, when the battalion returned to irs dation in the line. 

The communication with Bangalore, having, in conie^ucnce of our 
movements (i), been confidered open, Icveral gentlemen vilited their 
friends in tb.at garrifon. On one of thefc occafions Mr. flume, fur- 
geon of the 36th regiment,,was unfortunately captured by lootics on 
the 24th, as he was returning from ihcace to camps nor has anyc,^:- 
tain account of his fate, been as yet ebtained. Another unlucky cir- 
cuinftance happened about this time. A body of hor(e, about one 
thoufand in number, and headed by a defeendant of the former pro- 
prictor of Nundydrcog, having feparated from the confederates, in or* 
dcr to keep the ancient poffelhons of his family in quktnefs, a 
detachment under Cummer ul dkn Cawn furprized tlicir encamp¬ 
ment, and put moil of them to death, in the neighbourhood of Chi- 
napalaboram. The few that efcaped fled for fhclter to the walls of 
Bangalore j yet, notwithftanding their irregular mode of warfare, this 
was the only ferious blow which they fuftained whilfl acting in concert 
with the refl: of the allies. The Marattas, although not fo rudq a».. 
the people of Nizam Ally, had feveral quarrels with our troops. 
In one of thefe a fepoy of the feventh Bengal battalion was put to death; 
at another time a private of the thirty-fixth had his hand cut off by 
the blow of a fword: but the culprits were conflantly delivered up 
for puniihment to the leaders iti whofe divifions they ferved.

As the equipments fora fecond attempt on the Suhaun’s capital 
were now in great forwardnefs, it was judged advifcable by Earl 
Cornwallis to lay open our communication with the diftrids of Ni¬ 
zam Ally. Befidcs the interruption which our fupplies from the do¬ 
minions of that prince might furfer whild Nundydreog and a 
wholfe chain of hill forts continued fti the hands of the enemy, no 
material advantage could be-derived from the nortiicrn brinjarics, or 
the herds of poly gars by whom thefe romantic wilds are inha¬ 
bited. Gowdic’s brigade, Brcngthcned by a detachment of artillery, 
with fdur iron twelve pounders and two mortars under Major Mon- 
tagu, marched on this ft-rvice on the 13th of September. On the 
15 th they were joined by the fourth and part of the third and fifteenth 
battalions of Cejaft fepoys under Captain Alexander Read. I’liis latl 
reinforcement had been for a length of time moft advantageoully em¬ 
ployed in the collection of grain. 

• • 

Raymanghur, a hill fort of confidei-ablc firength, was fum- 
nioncd on the 17th, but the kllledar refufed to furrendcr. Batteries 
erected with uncommon rapidity were then in confidcrablc forward- 
nefs : their efFedt was therefore tried towards evening. A well di- 
rerfted fire foon made irngreflion upon the wall; and as feme fiiclls 
thrown into the place with much judgment contributed to heigluen 
their confternation, the garrifon fubmitted at difcrction (2). Am- 

(a) Majtr Gott’Jte t» Major C/o/V.-LaA night and this daf we hare been employed in conKniOing the batte¬ 
ries.-Lieutenant Mackenzie of the engineers, by my advice, took advantage of the bank pf a deep ravine to hiir.g 
the twelve pounder to an evelation to bear on the work, diftance eight bundled yards Major Mont.sgu, 
with indefatigable exertion and labour, got four fix pounders and the two mortars on the top of a rock that 
completely flanked the works I propolM to attack. At one o^clock two men from the killedjr waited on me, 
propofing terms that I could not comply with on account ottimci I fent them back at tlnee, to acquaint the kil. 
Icdar that if be did not accept of terms in courfe of that afternoon, KhouUl open fuch batteries on hiat as 1 had 
conftrufied. No meflage arriving from the fort within the limited rhne, I acc'otdingly fired with great ef!»<tt. 
After a few rounds I difeovered people defeending from the rock, and immediately gave orders to ceafe firing. 
Captain Read at this time requeiling to advance with a company, to meet the party coming doyvn, I ag'ccd, 
and as foon as it was poflible for him to gain the fummit, I had the pleafure to be informed he had fuU pof* 
leflion of Rahmanghur. It is not poflible for me^t this Ute hour to afeertain what is upon the hill. 
Captain Read, with his detachment, marches to morrow morning, to fummon Ambagydroog and Chilluni- 
eottah (the latter known by the name of Meorigam Ally.

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bagydirgum and Chillumcottah* two neighbouring hill forts, opened 
their gates to a party detached under Captain Alexander Read, on 
the firft fummons (i). After the two divifions had again formed a 
jundtion, the whole detachment proceeded without lofs.of time to 
Nundydroogj and on the 2id,.towards noon, the grenadiers carried 
the pettah, and a confiderable portion of the hill by alTault (2). Re¬ 
ports, however, of the approach of Cummer ul dien Cawn to fuppo,rt 
the northern hill lorts, irwluccd Major Gowdie to move off from Nun- 
dydroog, and to take poft at Chinapalaboram on the 24th. Four 
days afterwards the detachment again fat down before the hill, with 
every preparation for the fiegc, and on the 29th Captain Norman 
Macleod of the Bengal cftablifhment, with ^)is own and the tenth 
Coaft battalion, cfcortcd to Major Gowdie two additional battering 

guns, four mortars, with a quantity of grain and ftores,

(i) Major Ctrwdit to Major CIrft, aift September, 17^1. "Vou will be pleefed to sequaint bis Lordfbip, 
that 1 made a march of nine miles to this place. After coming to my ground, I received a letter from Captain 
Andrew Read, of Gurrumcondah, crprcfliiiB his apprehenf.ons of the approach of Cummerul dien Cawn. Kroin 
this information, and other reafons, 1 have determined to alter my 'plan, and pioceed no further wedward. 
From very good authority, I underlland they have in Nundgydroog between twoand three thoufaiid fighting men. 
To attack it, thus ctrcumftanced, would be madnefs; independent of this. Major Montagu is of opinion, that 
the twelve-pounders cannot breach the walla.

He was fo wretchedly poor, that I was obliged to give him two bntlicks, one to ride on, (h« 
other to carry his little baggage; and 1 furnilhed him with fifty rupees, to pay his expences on the toad.

I am dircAetTby Lord Cornwallis to inform you, that Captain Macleod, with his battalion, aitd a CoaR 
battalion, will march tomorrow morning from Bangalore, to join you, witli the ordnance an.i floret Major 
Montagu has applied for. Under his efcort two hundred bullock loads of rice, and a tupply of arr.ack and fait, 
will alfo proceed. This detachment, goes from hence with rice for their own eonluinpnon to the loth of

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Thus ftrengthcned, the works went on with much fplrit; abun¬ 
dance of materlilsTor pickets, fafcines and gabions, were cafily pro¬ 
cured fronj jungles all around j and a battery conilrudcd for fix guns, 
in the facc'of the hill, by Licutenantr Mackenzie, of the Madras en¬ 
gineers, was coVnpleated on the zd ofOdlobcr. With unparallcllcd la¬ 
bour and exertion the guns were got tip this fttep hill in the courfc 
yf the two enfuing nights(3). By means of tackles fixed to ports funk 
into the ground, and to ropes fixed around focks and trees, this* fatigu¬ 
ing lervice was carried on in the dark, under the dlredicn of Major 
Montagu j but fituated as the battery lay, it is highly probable that 
no degree of exertion in the troops, or of ikill in the dhcaor, could 

have overcome the difficulties that intervened, but for the artifiance of 

• • 

elephants, the wonderful fagacity of which^; animal is highly confpi- 
cuons in his performance of the moft fcvcrc tafle in perfcdl filence, when 
r.oifc would expofe him to danger. A*mortar battery which Had been 
Lid out on the pettah fide, to the weft ward of Nundydroog, was in 
readinefs about the fame time with the other. The latter opened on 
the 4th witheut efFcft, from the height of the hill, and the former on 
the following day was found unequal to breach the wrdl, as the ftoncs, 
which were all of an otl^ng form, and had been laid lengthwife, from 
their hardnefs not only rcfirticd the fhot, but frequently broke them 


to pieces. 

The progrefit of our operations at Nundydroog having been daily 
reported toJSj^.Cornwallis, it was lefs»to his Lordrtiip either to aban¬ 
don the defign, or to advance up the free of the hill by regular ap-

lervitts; ot pioneers are left brilliant than thofe ofthe troops, tl^ are of peculiar value in all fuch onerations, 
and his Lordthip thinks liimfclfcalled upon, in juftke to’ LlCiitenant DoWft, 'dUd all the non-commiflioned 
officers and men of the pioneer corps, Ssweti as to Enfign Btokoe of the en^neers, who afliited with fo much

Lord Cornwallis cannot lufficiently exprefs the fenfe of hit obligation to General Medows; but here- 
qucR., that he will be allured, that he confiders the htnilfome manner in which the General undertook the tem- 
potary command ofa detachment fo inadequate to Ms tank, and the condiiA of the ailault, both as amark of 
perfonal frien'tlhiit'to himfelf, and as an additionaf proof of his earheft define to promote the honour and 
intereft of his country. 

The 
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The cn^my made but a feeble refiftance. Notwithftauding the 
many difadvantages which our loldiery had to furmount, they (bon 
got pofleffion of the breaches; after one difeharge of mufquctry they 
prefled forward, and clofcly pu/fuing the Runaways, they prevented 
their barricading the inner gate, and entered the upper works without 
the lofs of one man. The fears of the defenders led them to feek 
fafety in various alternatives. From the luarncfs of our encampment 
on the preceding day, numbers became clamorous for furrendcr; the 
active and young in a mutinous mood defeending the rock by means 
of ladders made of rope?, efcaped through the 'jungles; and feveral 
abandoning their pofts, fled for (belter to the principal pagoda, where 
they were foon followed by the killcdar andcbucklhce. On gaining 

C 

poflefllon of the place, mercy and mildnefs rendered the fituatlon of 
the prilbners as comfortable af circumftanccs could poffibly admit; but 
the dejected kdlcdar could not be diverted from the lownefs of fpirlts 
into which he had been thrown by the fall of his poft. He was a 
MulTuIman of high truft, about forty years of age. Naturall)jj,^of a 
penlive and melancholy turn, he could not be perfuaded from muling 
on the fudden lofs of a fortrefs which had been confidcred impregna¬ 
ble, atfd which, whilfl in a very imperfect Rate, and with a feeble 
garrifon, withftood all the efforts of Hyder for three fucceflivc years, 
and yielded at laft to famine only. 1 he buckflice, of the fame reli¬ 
gion, but fomewhat farther* advanced in life, was one of thofc who a 
few years ago was employed on an embafly to Conftantinoplc. 


The 
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The vigors obrerving by day light the difficulties which they 
©vercamcin the night, were ftruck with aftouiffitnent at their won¬ 
derful fuccefs and good fortune. Independent of the works, fiom the 
natural advantages of the hill, a few fefolutc men might have made 
this acquifition worthy of the high toiifidcnce which the Sultaun 

O 

repofed in its ftrength. Neither pains nor cxpcncc'had been fpartd 
iif rendering the rock impregnable. It isi inaccaffiolc all afound, 

except by one ftcep and rugged paffage, which is fo tified with two 
ftrong.walls and a number of towers. The labbur in raifing thefe 
high walls and outworks with hewn ftones of much hardnefs, in 
fuch a fituation, muft have been exceflivc, tedious, and expenfive; 
and as the foundation of a third wall had been laid out, it is reafoji- 
able to fuppofe, that Nundydroog was fixed on as the pillar to which 
the Sultaun’s chain for fupporting his alnbitious projc^ls againft the 
north, muft have been faftened. 

To the fouthward ai»d weftward of this ftrong hold, the country 
is fertile, well cultivated, and full of villages. Although the hihabi- 
tants had abandoned their houfef, as they had not hitherto futUrcd 
any material difturbance, conliderable concealments of grain were dif- 
covered by the followers in thefe diredions ; and as nothing could 
furpafs the confidence of ibe enemy in the ftrength of the place, con* 
trary to their wonted cuftwiii, not onlyjthe towns, but even large 
quantities of forage, efcaped the ravages of fire. Cormalghur, or 
Calarumcunda, another hill fort at the diftance of three miles from 
Nundydroog, furrendered on the f^rft fummons. Taking advantage

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®f thcfe circumRanccs, our allies rcjnaui^d, in this plentiful neiighhf>ur* 
hood for a while. Major Gowdic, after iMving Oiptaiti Read, with 
his own detachment, in charge of Muiidydroog, forwarded three heavy 
guns, under an cfcort of a fepy "company, for the ufe of the Nizam’s 
army, then befieging Gurrumcondah, and proceeded with the rell 
of the troops in tho direftion of'Bangalore. 

ON^a fctrofpeftive view of the fcvcral important forvices performed 
by the divifion under. Major Gowdic, during a period of little more 
than three months that it adted by itfelf, they cannot be deemed un¬ 
worthy of a very confiderable fliare of ^he applaufe fo juaftly beftowed 
on detachments from the army. The furrender of OufTore, tii c 
forming the pettah, and cciitcr fort^of Ryacottah, the fail of that 
ftrong hold, the capture of Raymanghur, the yielding of Ambagydir- 

c 

gum and Chillumcottah at difcrctiou, the rcdu<aion of Nundydroog, 
and the confequent fubmiffion of Cormal Ghur, in conjunflion with 
the other polls, completing a chain of ftrong fortifications acrofs the 
country, gave entire protection to the biinjarrics and northern poly- 
gars in their movements to the fouthwardas far as Bangalore ; and 
exclufv^c'of other ferviecs, whilft with the main force,, mull ever 
entitle that body of troops to a moft relpcO:able mention from all 
candid writers. The fall of Nundydroog o^ied our communication 
with thepoflfcffioni of Nizam Ally, without Jmudi filk of interruption; 

and dilhcaitening the garrifon, it frrengthened the confi4cnce of tjie 
troops that belifged Gurriimcondah.

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WiiiLSir the grand army was thus occupied in covering the ope¬ 
rations againfl the'hill forts which ftretched from Bangalore towards 
the dominions of NTizam Ally, a detachment that feparated from the 
force under Cummer ul dien Cawn, as he defeended into Coimbatore 
at Guzlehatty, ^eroded the Cauvery ,at the foot of the mountains. 
This divifion, headed by Bunker Sahib, fon to Budder ul Zcmcen 

Cawn, the late killcdar of Darwar, advancing to the northward with 

addrefs and rapidity, entered the Barahmahl valley by the Tapoor 
pafs, and occalioning confiderable alarm amongft our parties in thefe 
diftrids, after throwing a killedar of great truft, and an additional 
force into Kiftnaghcry, they threatened the convoys which approach¬ 
ed Amboor from Fort St. George, On receiving intelligence of Bun¬ 
ker Sahib’s approach, in order to proted a fupply of cattle which 

grazed in the vicinity of Vaniambaddy, Captain Oram found ij nc- 
ceffary to withdraw his battalion from* Tripatorc, a poft at which 
he had been flationed, with a view to keep open our communication 
with the Pallicodc pafs. 

This enemy, which thc*fcars of the inhabitants had greatly exag¬ 
gerated, together with fonie plunderers who appeared in the diftrid* 
to the feuthward of Oullorc, induced Earl Cornwallis to detach 
Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell, with His Majefty’s feventy-fourth 
regiment, the feventh Bengal and firft Coaft battalion, towards the 
Barahmahl vally. Tripatore, with all the principal vUiaget in this 
quarter, had bpeh already plundered. Iriitatcd by the ill treatment 
which his father ex{>erknced froiti another branch of the confede¬ 
racy, thfc Mylbrcan leader cromiitandcd, that cattle of whatfoever 

defeip- 
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dcfcriptibri fhould be driven away in the direflion tif Serittgapatam^ 
and that" the whole produce ofthe foil fliould he f^ept off tow«ds 
Penagra, a mud fort which Hands near the fouth end of the Barah- 
mahl valley, and at no confiderable diftance from the entrance at 
Tappoor. 

Thither Lieutenant Colodcl Maxwell direded his courfc. 
The place was demanded by a regular fummons, but the garrilbn, not 
contented-with arcfufal, aggravated their obHinacy by firing on the' 
dug. As the fort was of no llrcngth, the infult met with a juft and 
inftantaneous puniftiment. It was immediately attacked all around, 
and carried by efcalade, without the lofs of one man; indeed there 
were but very few wounded; the enemy fuffered confidcrably before 
a ftop could be put to the carnage. Enraged at their violation of the 
rules pradifed amongft civilized nations, the alfailants made free ufe 
of the bayonet; nor was it poftible to ftop the effufion of blood, until 
nearly two hundred lives had been expended. The place was dif- 
mantled of its defences, and the detachment proceeded towards 
Kiftnaghcry, 

Here they met with a very different reception. On the 7th of 
ilovember, towards eleven at night, two diftind divifions, compofed 
of Eufcpcans and fepoys, advanced by feparatc routes to attack Kift¬ 
naghcry. One was commanded by Captain Wallace, of the feventy- 
fourth regiment; the other by Captain Rattray of the feventh Bengal 
battalion. Thofe two parties ftormed the pettah, and were fuccefs- 

A ' 

ful at the fame period of time. The enemy fled to the upper works, 
and the, aflailants, conceiving that they might enter with the fugitives, 

pro* 
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proceeded up the rock with the utmoft expedition. „ Altliough 
cldfciy purfuedi the defenders contrived to Ihut up their ggtes* A- 
larmcd by the noife of the attack below, all of them flew to the 
ramparts. Every attempt at cfcalade was fruftrated by an immenfe 
quantity of ftoncs, which inccflTantly pouring down the rock, fwept 
away the ladders and thofe by * whoni they were carried. As one 
party was driven off,another returned to the walk; ffraining every 
nerve, they repeatedly renewed their effort^; but as a bright^ moon 

difeovered every movement, the activity of the defenders made con- 
fidcrablc flaughtcr, and pointed to the propriety, of withdrawing the 
troops. Thus abandoning the enterprize, the retreat was cffc<Sted 
with compofurc, and after deffroying the pettah, the whole returned 
to their encampment before day-light. The lofs was confidcrablc 
on both fidcs, but the affailants had to lament the fall of fomc vain- 
able officers (i). This rcpulfc, together with the fuccefs at.Coim- 
batore, afforded the Sultaun a temporary gleam of comfort; but it 
was foon overcaft by the (hocks that he was compelled to endure in 
other quarters. After driving the invaders out of the Barahmahl 
and neighbouring diffridts, Colonel Maxwell returned with his de¬ 
tachment tj the grand a^my (2).

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During this period, Earl Cornwallis occupied a pofition in the 
ne^hbourhood of Oufcotta f3), which was judicioofly calculated for 
covering at once the ftorcs with the heavy guns that approached the 
army from the Carnatic, and the rimmenfe quantities of grrin which 
the brinjarics brought towards Bangalore from the northward. In 
a licuation fo centrical, his Lordlhip could alfo fuccourhis detachments 
in the Barahmahl, ftiould the movements of the enemy have rcndcrccl 
that meafurc iieceflary; and as the intention of conveying the train 
by the Pallicode pafi had not been laid afide, a fafe communication 
with Colonel Maxwell was of frill greater importance. But as Cap¬ 
tain Andrew Read, Captain Richard Scot, and Lieutenant Colonel 
Gicls, agreed that the Padnaigdirgum pafs cbuld vfith fomc little 
difficulty be rendered pra£ricable for heavy guns, that road was adopt¬ 
ed in preference to the former^ which befides being liable to interrup¬ 
tion from the enemy, and in icfclf circuitous, had now the additional 
difadvantage of having the valley leading to it flooded by the rains. 

On the lift of September a company from the twenty-fixth Ben¬ 
gal battalion, under Lieutenant Bradford, bfeorted Captain Howlcy 
with from two to three hundred lafcars, towards Amboor, in order 
to forward the tranfport of the heavy gum ; about a fortnight after¬ 
wards Captain Scot, with the remainder of that battalion, condufting 
the prifoners of war, and the remains of the Ute Lieutenant Colo- 

MHn nr. 
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Uel Moorhoufe to the fame place, had inftrudions to return with 
the fir ft convoy. Through the zeal of the Honourable Charles Stu- 
art, and other members of the Supreme Government in Bengal, fe* 
conded by the able exertions of the Madras prefidcncy, immenfc fup- 
plies had 6y this time been collc«fted at Amboor. 

Besidis large fums of money, great quantities of military ftorcs, 
with about eight hundred drafts and recruits^for the King’s and Com- 
pany’s fervicc, all arrived from Europe on‘the (hips of ,jthaf feafon, 
were in readinefs to join; recovered men for the native corps of the 
Bengal and Madras eftablKhmenti, amounting nearly to the fame 
number, here awaited orders; and about three hundred volunteers 
from the Bombay Government advanced thus far on their way to the 

army. Thcfe diviftons, when added to his own battalion, augment¬ 
ed the convoy under Captain Scot to about two thoufand five hundred 
fighting men. There was alfo a detachment of two troops from the 
native cavalry, under the command of the Honourable Lieutenant 

St. Lcgcr. 

As the ftorcs were of more ealy conveyance than the heavy guns, 
under this cfcort about twelve thoufand loaded bullocks were fent on 
in advance. Juft as they pafled Colar, a body of five thoufand horfe, 

fent by Tookajee Bounfla, Rajah of Bcrar, to join the army, having 

• 

been miftaken for the enemy, occafioned an alarm in tiie neighbour¬ 
ing difttifts, which was conveyed to Captain Scot by meflengers, 
who from their fear# accumulated the pfiorpe£ls of danger to the 
higheft pitch. From thii inteliigencc many judged it. advifeablc to - 

make < 
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make a forceJ march at night; but as the fafety of the fupplies wai 
of more importance to the ultimate objeft of the war than that of 

the corps itfclf, the commanding officer jndicioufly determined not to 
endanger the former by a mov<;mefit in the dark, for the rifk to 
which the latter would be liable. He continued to advance by re¬ 
gular marches; and, as it was foon afeertained that the intelligence 
was erroneous, the refulyuftificd the propriety of his condufl. After 

f 

lodging*th<ifi:ores‘in Bangalore, Captain Scot rccei/ed orders to join 
tile divifion employed under Major Gowdie ; and the horfe of Tooka- 
jee Bounfla formed a junction with the Maratta army in three days 
afterwards. 

The train followed this important convoy without lofs of time, 

Ci ,, 

in two feparatc divifions. The firft under charge of Captain How- 
ley, affifted by Captain Glafs with his own company of artillery, 

t 

was clcorted by the fourteenth battalion of Bengal fepoys, commanded 
by Captain Archdeacon, and arrived at Bangalore on the 22d of 
November ; the other under Lieutenant Colonel Giejs, accompanied 
by Major Stevcnlon, whofe regiment of cavalry had now been com¬ 
pletely recruited, reached that depot on the laft day of the fame 
montfi. But as the principal divifion of the cavalry, together with 
a confiderable part of the equipment, remained ftill in the Carnatic, 
Earl Cornwallis determined to attempt the redu^ion of Savandroog 
and the other hill forts that threatened his operations againfl Seringa- 
patam, during the period* which mufi: have elapfed in drawing for¬ 
ward

ward his laft convoy. Whilft thefe ftrong Iiolds continued in poflef- 
Hon of the enemy,'no dependance could be placed on the engage¬ 
ments of our brinjaries, who in the event of their fall, were willing 
to contrail: for the tranfport of ampld fupplies. 

Althodoh the judicious pofition of our main force (4) prevented 
thefe convoys from fuffering any material interruption, the enemy 
ilill hovering on the (kirts of our encampment, contrived occafionally 
to do fome mifehief. Juft as the nrft divifion of the train approached 
Bangalore, fome of their horfe found means to carry off twelve ele- 

phants from a party that were fent to forage from the left of the line; 
but as they were clofely purfued by a divition of Marattas, three 
were re-taken. A few days afterwards about two hundred and fifty 
of that people, who had ventured too far in the diredion of Magree, 
were cut off to a man, by a party of the enemy’s horfe. But thofc 
trifling advantages \yerc Icarccly felt, when compared with the fuc- 

cefs that attended our operations in other diredions. Independent 
of his fufiferings from the confederates in Mylore, our fquadron, at 
this period, contributed much to cripple the enemy by their exer¬ 
tions on the Malabar coaft. 

A small ifland which ftands within one mile of land, in the lati¬ 
tude of Onore, had been fortified by the Sultaun with much care. 
Intended principally as a magazine of naval ftores, every article nc- 
ceffary for conftruding or fitt n o ut of fhips, were lodged in this

ftrengthened by about fo^^^ty pieces of cannon; but the dextrous mi- 
nagement of fome marines who landed to attaick the place, together 
with the appearance of our (hips, intimidating the enemy, they con- 
fented to lay down their arms. A circumstance which Cook place a- 
bout fix iveeks after this period, threatened for fome time to involve 
Great Britain in a war with France. As the Reloiu, a frigate of 
thirty-fix guns, convoyed two French merchantmen towards the port 
of Mangalore, Commodore Gornwajlis ordered Captain Sir. Rich«rd 
Strachaii, with the Phoenix and Pcrfcverance frigjates^ to examine the 
trading fiiips., Whilft the boats were employed in this ierviur, the 
commander of the Refolu, iheering along, fide,.fixed one round of all 
her guns into the Phoenix without any previous aommunicaiion. 
This, ^fuddcii attack was repelled with* promptitude; Sir Ricliard 
raked the Frenchman fore and aft, andcontiiming,his advantage^ the 
Refolu,, after fighting^for about,one. hour,.^uok,. but not until die’ 
Pcrfcverancc had joined in. the eng^eiuent, Upwards of fifty men 
were killed and wounded on each fide ; AmongR the latter, the cap¬ 
tain of the Ftench frigate was for a tirhe diiabled'; but the wounds 
of Lieutenant Finlay, of our marines, proved mortal. The frigate 
waj) delivered over |o the comipjndant of Mahe, and the trading 

(hips 
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(hips contaim«g lio warlike ftores, riiey were permitted to proceed'oh 
their vbyage Without moicftatioo. However, as feveral vcffels- had 
failed from French ports with fuppli<^ for the Sulcauii, it Was- highly 

nccfcflary to‘check the interference o? that country in the ftrft in-

IVance; nor does it appear th^t any attempt to land fucebUrs took 
place after this period. It is faid that the French Commodore, Mon-

fi!‘ur St. Felix, although inclined to refent the indignity which in his 
idea had been offered to his nation, could not prevail on his people to 
run the rifk of involving their country in a war with England. 

As the redudion of Savandroog had been confidered an ohje^ of 
the firft importance, the third and thirteenth Bengal, with the fixth 
Coaft battalion, accompanied hy a troop of cavalry, efcorted the chief 

engineer on the i?Oth of November, whilfl he again endeavoured to 

« 

form an acquaintance vvkh this inhofpitable fortrefs The place, af¬ 
ter being clofely reconnoitred, was deemed pra(?licable on the no’rth 
face, and the beft judges having reported to that purpofe, his I/5rd- 
Ihip determined on the attack without lols of time. This immenfe 
rock, which riles upwards of half a mile in perpendicular height, 
out of a country every where broken by deep ravines into rugged 
precipices, is embraced by Walls and fortifications all around. To¬ 
wards the top it is feparated by a fsightful chafm into two huge 
maffes, each of which is firengthened by diftin£k works. Thick belts 
of bamboo and thorny bufhes encircle j|s bafe, which meafures full 
eight miles in circurhference; and, as if intended by nature to ftrength- 
en the whole, one impenetrable Jungle, extending from thence in 
every direction, forms a barrier nowhere fhort of five miles in depth. 

The 
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T»i party fent*to cicort the chief engineer, encamping at Thoo- 
nakeiiy," within fix miles of Savandroog, they were joined by the 
twenty^ 0 xth Bengal battalion on the 4thof December. At th‘s 
time Lieutenant Colonel Cockcitll took charge of the dptachment. 

anny» eftcr a jundion of the divifions which had*been detached 
under Colonel Maxwell, Major' Gowdic, and others, advanced to 
wu’dn four miles of Thoonakery (i). Efcoricd b;* a battalioi 
fepoys. fearl Cornwallis reconnoitrer’ the country, and ia particular 
the diftricts tc the northw rd and weflward.

Previous to any attack on SaVandroog, it became neceflary to cut 
a road through the thickets, fo as to admit of tranfporting the guns 
to the %)t of the hill. From the dole texture of the jungle, and 
the broken furface of the country, this fervice appeared at fir ft fight 
almoft infurmountable; but the fa met Ikil I and pcrfeverariCe that over¬ 
came the difficulties at Nundydroog, removed every obftaclc in this 
quarter. The pl<jUCts.of the detachment clarftbering up the mountain, 
occupied an inrnciife precipice attache' to Savandroog on r!'e locli 
of the.month ; and iu courfe r-f the P’;hf, a few compn, js of Euro¬ 
peans, with the twcnty-fixth battalion of fep(>ys, formed a lodgement 
within two hundred and fifty yards of the firft wall, in a fituation 
which was fixed on for the upper batteries. The enemy, in not de¬ 
fending this pofirion, cle:,rly dilcovered that they trufted for fiifety 
to the natural ftrength of the place, and not to their own < .x • 
ertions. 

From the extreme fatigue (..'making roads, and ereding works in 
the face of the hill, notvvuhlUi.dinp that the garrifon offered little or 
no oppofition, it took tl.c .hard labour of feven days before any of 
the n«;;ivy guns were inYcadh ffs vj open. However, about noon 
on the 17th, one battery of :.ir^o eighteen pounders commenced, 
at the diftance of eight h‘'». lied yards from the wall, at an eleva¬ 
tion of twenty-three degfecs ; anotheV,: creded nearer by one hun¬ 
dred yards, played about the fame time from three twelves and two 
eighteen pounders j but as thefc guns re(ji|ired a greater degree of 
elevation than the others, and as the wall was built of large liard 
ftones, faftened to the rock by.ftrong iron bolts, the cffc6l of 

the

Aver expcftitiqn. From two two-gun batterici which had now 
been cpnAruc^cd withjp two hofldrtd and yud$ of the wall, the 
fire foon promifed a pradicabltf breath, apd as the twclve^pouadera 
wfcrc replaced with eigh-tcepf frpi^ di§ ar 4 iay» a confta'm difeharge oa 
the upper wall opened eptrahee there, alfo. Lieutenant Maepher^ 
fon, of the fcven^y-fi^th rcginacnt» whoi>n this and fipailar fervic^s 
at former periods,, commanded the European pioneers,, advanced to 
the outer breach in broad day-light, and meafured the height of tl\c 
wall. Major Montagu, conceiving from his report, that it had 
not been made fufficiently pra< 5 licablc, kept up an inceflant and well 
dirc^led fire from all the batteries,, and with fucii fuccefs, that before 
dark the fire wall was fliattcrcd to the very foundation. The fire 
of the 2pth widened the breaches^, and commanded the whole of the

rock ill this direction. The flank companies of the feVenty-firft and 
fevcnty-fixth regiments were directed to join Colonel Stuart’s de¬ 
tachment, and as, all the defences, except fuch as nature offered, 
had given way to the fliill of our artillery and engineers, every 
preparation was made for the affhult, t)n the fugg^finon of Cobnel 
Neftfit, whp as fccond in command had all along difeovered the ut- 
n)oil^<|tivity, the Commander in Chief gave orders to ftorm. From 
a confidence in his abilities, and a thorough acquaintance with his 
fpirit and z<ja), his Lo^dthip eUtruAcd that'ofiiccr with, the diredion

Vie^, that' ^eribd>f the ifft was fixed for the aftault. But as the 
inftru<aions ififued by Colonel Ncibit at his tent tti the evening before 
the ftomi* in prcfcncc of all the p§iccrs who were to command 
attacks, of lead divifiofts, muft convey the mOft correct idea of this 
enterprise, they are here fubimitted in' the Colonel's oWn words. 

** It is intended to aflaulf Savan^roog tomofrow morrijngjthc 
*** attacks will be compofed as follows 5 —•The light company of the 
*» feventy^ftxth, with the grenadier companies of the fifty-fccond and 
« fcVcnty-fixtlT, under Captain Cage, will take as early as poflible to 
** the left, by the path leading in that direction through a fmall gatc- 
** way in an upper wall, or by aOy other' path of way by Which they 
*« can afeend the hill.® Arriving there. Captain Gage Wilf form and 
remain to cover the afeeht of the main body. This dlvilbn will be 
“ accompanied by ten European pioneers, with fout fcaling • ladders 

and a proportion of tools, to follow in the rear of the leading com>

pany. 

The tight company of the fifty-fijcond, aieending the firfi: wall 
as fall as poilible^ and Os much to the right, will proceed along

** cablc,> to amufe f^ic enemy in that quarter, arid to fecure the right 
flank of the attack. If Captain Monfon fhmild fee' occafion to 
« pulh forward, he vtill be biftantly fupported. This dlvifion will 
** be accompanied by twenty pioneers, vrith their tools. 

** The light companies of the fevdnty^firft and fevcnty-fccond 
** regiments, urider Capuiri Robertfon, move as much to the 
right of the breach as fhall be poflible, and make along the wall 
** a ihoft diftiifice, to ibme huts* pafs them, and afeend the hill by a

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a which will be found in the rcccfs of the rock} a guide, 
however* will attend, to ihew thb path. Captain Robertfon will 
** ufe the utnioft expedition in getting to. the top of the hill, where 
** he will join Captain Gage, and remain with him to cover the 
*• aR;ent of the ^luain body. Ten European pioneers, with four fcal- 
•* ing ladders, and a proportidn of tools, will accompany this at- 
** tack in fb^ rear of the fevenify-firft company. • 

Th i main body, uftder the diredion of Major Frafcr, affifted bV 
f‘ Captain Hunt^n and lcdby the Honourable Captain Lindfay, will 
** confiR of the feventyfirft and fevcnty-fccond grenadiers, four bat- 
talion companies from the two regiments in camp, and four com- 
•* panics pf nadve grenadiers, to move under cover of the parties to the 
“ right flifl left up the rock, oppofite the European poft, deliberately 
** and lipwly* keeping as colle£led'and compad as pofiiblc, and 
« arc tp have no other objed in view than that of gaining the hill. 

«* The men arc not to fire, or otherwife to interrupt their progrefs. 
« This attack to be fupported by the fixth battalion Coaft infantry, 
" under Captain Maepherfon, who will afeend the hill, and then 
** form, according to fituation and circumfiances •, being ready at 
« every inftant, whether in his progrefs, or on bis arrival, to affift or 
fupjjcrl where occafion may require. This attack to be accom- 
panied by twenty European pioneers, ten in the rear of the feventy 
“ firll grenadiers, with four fcaling ladders $ Jen more, with four lad- 
** ders, in the rear of the firft battalion company; and thirty native 
pionecis, with an officer, to attend the fepoy grenadiers; and a pro* 
portion to be attached to the fixth battalion.

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Each attack atid divifion of it, to commence*^at the fame in- 
flatit of time, The officers will be informed to-morrow morning 
“ of the fignal agreed on. An attack is to be made on the N. E, 
** pettah, and a confiderable corps will be fent to ffiew themfelvcs 
“ on the other fide of the hill.” 

As the fogs around Savandroog, Iiad been ftill more dole than 

ufual on.the morning of the 21ft, our batteries fired but little till 

• • 

towards ten o’clock; about that hour, howevef, the day began to- 
clear up, and the enemy liaving been feen defeending, in order to 
defend the breach, all the heavy guns opened upon them with grape, 
a well direOed and deadly fire. Our troops at that inftant advancing 
in the order dtferibed, the defendants were flruck with a panick,* 
from which the rapidity and fiercenefs of the afTault left them no 
room to recover. Such were their fears that, with little’or no re¬ 
finance, except what ofTered from the natural fieepnefs and rugged- 

ncTs of the rock, the dlvlfions under Captains Cage and Monfiin, cn-

tered the two walls promifcuoufly; unmolefied by the fugitives, they 
took pndlffion of their cannon, and penetrated to the fumniits of both 

o 

rocks, without the lofs of one man; indeed, on the whole of this memo¬ 
rable enterprize two only were wounded (i). Of the enemy about two 
VoL.

the mol^ diOifigutlhed honour upon their dihipilne and \^h'ur, 'I he vigour ai d alacilty which was (hewn by 
the ulhceia and men of Lieutenant Colonel Sliftrt’s dcuuhiucnt, in tuppoiting the labouu and fatigues of the 
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hundred were (lain, and numbers in endeavouring to efcape the 
bayonet, loft their lives from the height of the prccif^ces over which 
' they attempted to defeend. The fall of Savandroog- in fo fliort a 
rime, and with lofs fo very inceididefable, imprefled the allies 
with a moft favourable opinion of our prowefs and (kill; efp’cially 
as the whole Maratta force, had* on a former occafioti, belieged the 

«r ® 

fame fortrefs without fuccefs fora period of at leaft three years. Yet 
notw'ithftanding what they had foen, fo liigh were their opinions of 
‘the Sultaun*s ftrength and refources, that feveral amongft them ftlll 
doubted of fuccefs agr.inft his capital. 

Ramghur and Sheriaghery, ftruck with the fudJtn fall of 
Savandroog, aird intimidated further by a fplritad aftault on the for- 

O 

mer, under Captain Welfti, they both yielded to his detachment, 
which had advanced for their redu<Slion. Although of confiderable 
ftrength, as the intrepidity of the aftailants had made them niafters 
of the peftah and centre fort of Ramghur, the killedar was inductd 
to furrender on <l prpmile of good treatment, and the example was 
focn followed by the other. Qnantuies of provilions and ftores 
were captured in thefo hllf forts, all of whieh ha\iug been fccjireci 
the detachment returned to camp. 

The divifioii of Lieutenai.t Colonel Stuart again advancing in- 
order to reduce Outradroog, Earl Cornw'allis moved with tli^, reft 

“ fiege, entitle them to the hlghrft commendation} and his Lotdfltip defirei that Lieutenant Colonel Smart will 
accept of hit waimeft acknowledgements, for the seal and judgement which he maoifefted, both in dtreftiog 
“ the clTorta of the troops under bis command during the liege, and in making arrangements for the alTaulr. 
Hit l^rdfiiip al/o returns his b<ft thanks \o Lieutenant Colonel Rofs, Ciiief Engineer, iW the judiciius choice 
which he made in feiediirg pinper fi.uaticns for the Lattcrics, and fbr the great attention which be paid to the 
other duties of bit ilation ; ar.d to Lit ut. Colonel N Ibitt, for the able and ifiicor like n anner in which he 
“ conduced the tiooopt to the alTacIt; and the gvratrft piaife it due to Maj'r Montapu, for hit laborious and fu_c. 
* ceftful .exertion to overcome the infinite difficuluct duil^corrcd in placing the guns in the batteries, and for 
'• bis profeflional ikiU in -dircAing their fire,” 
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ef his nrmy to the. pagodas, at Mngree. At this tiire,’ as on a 
former occafion, the kilkdar of Outradroog,. treated a fummons 
lent by Lieutenant Colonel Stuart with contempt, and threatened to 
fire on the flag,^ if it did not retire. About 10 o’clock, a detachment 
conflfliog of the 2*6th battalion of Bengal fepoys; four battalion 
ernnpanics from the 5 2d and 7 2d regiments, with tw^o field pieces 
rnd <i proportion of artillery-men and pioneers,* advanced to ftorm 
the pettah, under Captain Richard Scott; whilft Major*Stephenfon*s 
cavalry, with a company from the 52d regiment, made a circuit to 
the northward of the hill, in order to cut ofl'the garrifon in the 
event of their attempting a retreat. 

At the hour of'eleven, and within one mile of the pettah, the 
attack was planned with much judgement. In the event of meeting 
with but feeble refiftance. Captain Scott fortunately determined * to 
follow up any advantage which the fears of the garrifon or other . 
fortuitous clrcumflance might throw in his way. However, as the 
kilkdar requitled a ctflkion of hoftUities for tw’o hours, it was 
granted on his promiling that l>e w'puld bring the garrifon to fubmit. 
Tieachcry was Iwin forpe^ted; the people on withdrawing their 
property fro.n the pettah, were leen to range along the fortificaliolis, 
pointing their guns and making every preparation for refiflaiice ; and 
as the pdace, independant of its natural advantages, was defended 
by feven ftrong walls at the only point where it was acccflible, de¬ 
lay became highly dangerous. 


Towards 
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Towards one o’clock, Tome fliots being fired from the garrifon, 
with excellent aim at the head of oar column, the;.fufpicions of treachery 
wcreconfirmedbeyondapoflibilityof doubt; Lieut. Shipton,of theBen- 
gal Artillery, in return, opened his guns on the lower works with the 
beft effefl; Capt. Scettgave the-order toftorm at the*lamc time, and as 
the trpops advanced from the left, the 7 2d companies under 1 ieut. 
Macinties, efcaladed tJic pettah in an inftant. The, companies of llic 
52d headed Captain Zouch entered fomewhat to the right, and the 
fepoys mounted the walls dirt^lly in front. The whole again adem- 
Hing, formed a junflion on the oppofite fide of the pettah. Four 
■walls confirudled on the face of the hill, were fucceffively carried by 
the help of ladders. The gates of the <fecond„ and third wr.lls, 
were burft open by main ftrength; but thofe of the firfi: and fourtii, 
coidd only be opened from within. A lource of defence hitherto 
unpra^ticed in the war, was for the firft time attempted between 
the upper of thefe walls. A number of wild bullocks let loofe by the 
runaways, in order to cover their retreat, played their part with 
wonderful adroltnefs, and overturned upwards of thirty men. Several 
Europeans and lepoys, tofied in the air to a confiderable Iteight, re¬ 
ceived fevere coiitufions ; but the fleady difeipline of the troops, 
overcame every impediment. After furmounting thefe obfiacles, 
lofty precipices and ftrong w.ills, ftill {food in the way; the pafiage 
which had till now bceii fingle branched from here to the riobt and 
left; the latter road, ^lefended by too lofry walls, led by fingle fteps, 
cut in {olid rock, over the brow of a frightful precipice; the 

other 
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frfher, pafllug tluougli a n.uur.il aicli of this rock, like that 
already ddciiijed ar coul l not have beta forced if 

guarded by a few rt folutc men, ns ic was not of width fuffi.ient to 
admit troops by ftles. Xhrougli this Liter paflage, however, the 
allidl.ints coniinued to advance; the,road through the arch, was 
but feebly defended, and the troops entered the upper works without 
having one man (lain; two only were wounded by mulket (hot, but 
Icveral were for a time difabled by the bullocks, an<3 amongft them 
Captain Zouch, was much bruifed from a fevere heave. The kille- 
dar was taken prifoner; about forty men were put to the bayonet ; 
but as ladders had been previoufly planted at two different points in 
order to fecure ..a retreat, the principal part of the garrifbn made 
their efcape into the jungles (r)* » 

On the works of Outradroog which were in good repair*, \vc 
found about twenty pieces of cannon. Tlie entrances at the feveral 
gateways were flanked by turrets and baftions. Li the upper fort 
there were fome magazines conftrudled in chafms of the rock ; there

were alfo, feveral hoards of grain, a number of chains and hand¬ 
cuffs, ’q/iih a quantity of fheet-copper. In one immenle clvafin there 
was an inexhauftible refcrvolr of excellent water. Fromthele, and

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other favourable circumdanccs Earl Cornwallis was induccil to occupy 
Outradroog as an hofpital, whilft the operations agaioft Seringapatatn 
were going forward, Befides other advantages, potleilion of this 
ftronghold together with Sav 3 ndroog gave ample protc<flion to the 
Brinjaries, who advanced towards the army; and 'as none of the 
other hill-forts which rile between Seringapatam and Bangalore w'erc 
of any, material iraporftnee, as they are htuated at fuch a diflancp 
to the Ibuthward of this road, the army rcfled in the vicinity of 
Outradroog, without attempting any further exploits for a time.

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CHAPTER THE FIFTH. 

"^^tllLST Earl Cornwallis was thus employed in the redut 5 lion 
of the feveral fortrefles, that uiiywifc threatened to impede 
the operations carrying on againft Seringapatara, the cavalry cdrps 
under Lieutenant Colonel Floyd, flrengthened by drafts and recruits 
were augmented in men nearly to their original force. Re/1 from 
fatigue, abundance of forag*c, and the unremiited attention of their 
officers, enabled Stephenfon’s regiment to take the field before the 
fetting in of the monfoon in the Carnatic; the dl/interefted zeal of 
their leader, having, witii uncommoa liberality, kept pace with our 
di/lrefles, in the worft of times, the recovery ot this corps was loon 
cffcded; confcqutntly accompanying Lieutenant Colonel Giels, v/ith 
the heavy guns, they formed a jun£lion with the grand army, whil/i: 
encamped in the vicinity of Savandroog. 

But 
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But the tefes of the other corps, although their recovery wVs 
in confiderahle forwardncfs, were by no means equal to utidergo the

fatigues of another campaign; it was therefore determined that all 
his Majefty^s dragoons Ihould be mounted from the bed horles of 
the native regiments, and that fuch, befides thele, as were ifi a 
ferviceable condition, fhculd be made over to Major Orr, in order 
to enable his regin^ent alfo to take the field. Yet, after the utmod

dretch 'of exertiqn I'l re-equipment, the whole cavalry of Earl 
Cornwallis, including the two body guards under Lieutenants Turtier 
and Grant, did not at any enfuing period exceed twelve hundred 
fwords. 


Although the monfoon of this feafon was very uncommonly fc-

vere, parties of horfe detached from the divifion of Butiker Sahib, 


carried their ravages into the heart of the Carnatic, and rendered it 
neceflary to cover each convoy that approached Amboor with a body 


of troops. Towards the beginning of January, one of thefe di- 


vifions penetrating nearly to the gates of Fort St. George, burnt 
fgveral of the adjacent villages, robbed and difabled the inhabitants, 
and carried off great quantities of plunder., Fortunately, however, 
none the European families that dwelt without protedlioii on 
Choultry Plain, fell into their hands. Alarmed by Tome ryuts who- 
fled on the wings of fear, one end all of the Europeans retired to 
the fort, or took (belter under; cover of a fmall detachment of artillery, 
which was ftationed at the Mount; but the plunderers having fuc* 
ceeded, probably beyond all expedation, drove away their booty,.

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and dlfappsared with a fuddcnnefs nearly fimilar to the rapidity 
of thcii?' advance. A funi equal to the injury which the Cardatic 
revenues fuftalncd by thefe and (imilarly dcfpicable bodies of 
irregular horfe would maintain a corps of refpcctable cavalry, 
capable of defending that country, againft fuch an enemy, to the 
end of time. Yet the zealous exertions of Captain Alexander Read, 
in colledling fupplics at Amboor, were fo*completely followed 
up by Captain Cuppage his fuccefior, th*t the whole of our 
equipments were in motion through the Padnaigdirgum pafs tO' 
wards the middle of December, and before the 2odi of that month 
they advanced to the encampment of Captain Oram, who, with his 
own battalion, flrengthened by a fraall reinforcement, awaited rheir 
arrival in the vicinity of Venkitaghcry, 

After being joined by Major Scot, and a detachment of Roj'al 
Artillery which arrived on thefhips of thisfeafon, under his com¬ 
mand, together with a reinforcement of about three hundred men 
from St. Helena, Lieut. Colonel Floyd, covering the convoy in 
rear, afccnaed the Padnaigdirgum pafs on the 23d of December. 
The road had been improved with much care and Ikiil; but al- 
thoutjrh the rains had fubfided the Palaar river was of coniiderablc 
depth. Various ftreams that ia a manner feparate the hills unite 
near the bottom of this pafs, from whence that river meanders as 
far as thecye can reach, through a beautiful valley towards Amboor, 
where it is joined by another il«:am from the Barahmahl. Thefe 
rich valleys watered abundantly from mountaii^s that of a fud Jen 
jrife with majeftic grandeur were in thorough cultivation, and 
con traded with the Jungly furfacc of the rugged ranges by which

deed the country throughout, in confequence of the rain, had un¬ 
dergone a change of appearance greatly for the better. 

On the jundlion of Colonel Floyd with Captain Oram everj 
precaution was taken fpr the fecurity of the conv^oy, which it 
loaded bullocks only amounted to about fifteen thoufand. Th«

to fecurc a communication with the reft of the Confederates, 

when 
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ivhcn advanced to the ficgc of Seringapatam. Siqaoga, th« 
principal of thefe ilations, ilands on the Nortbweft 'bank of 
the river Budra; however, as it was judged advifcable to occupy 
one of the adjacent inferior pofls in the firft inftauce, Hoo- 
Jyonorc, a fort coi'iftrudled near the confluence of that river

and the I'um, was belicged by Captain Little about the middle

of December. The wall was foon breached, and the place was 
carried by a night aflault, on the ipth of that month. 

The gairifoii of Bankipore terrified by the early fall of Hooly- 
©npre, furrei’idered ai diferetion in three days afterwards, but the 
troops in Simoga encouraged by the prefence of an army nearly 
three thoufand ftrong under the Nabob Refa Sahib, was not of a 
difpofition to fubmit. In order, that the operations againfl: this 
flronghold might be carried on without didurbance, the Bhow 
determined to attack the covering army in the firft inftancc. 

• Refa Sahib bad already taken poft amongft the jungles, to the 
fouthwefl: of Simoga, in a fituation where his right was covered 
by the Budra, his left by impenetrable jungles, and his front by 
a deep ravine. 

Towards noon on the 39th of December, Capt. Little with 

I 

about one thoufand Bombay fepoys, fupported by Ap^a Sahib, 
#witli nearly the fame number of infantry, and about three thou- 
fand horfe, advanced on the enemy. Theconteft wasieyereand 
bloody. For a time, vi^fory Rood on the baUnep.: Partial 
charges of daring parties from both lldes wprpf»peatedly ’oppofcd 
by obflaclcs which the enemy had thrown in the wayt -qr by 
the Ready difciplinc; of our fepoys. Captain Littlp^tyas. tqh^ 

encouraging 
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encouraging his people wherefoever the battle raged the moft 
fevere/’ In Ihort, after a well fought a£bioii of two full hours, 
the enemy gave way to a clofe fire, which was directed againfi: 
their left wing, and as the impreffion was followed up, the route 
foon became general. 

The vi< 5 lors coIle£^ing as they advanced, continued the purfuit 
for fifteen miles, they captured ten guns, upwards of three 
hundred horfes, with double that number of bullocks, dnd large 
quantities of {lores ; but his country had on thls*occafion to re¬ 
gret the lofs of a valuable officer in the fall of Lieut. Rofs, who 
aiLled as Brigade Major to the Bombay troops. Here, as at Darwar 
where he was alfo wounded, this officer’s exertions were highly 
confpicuous. The killed and w'OundeJ of Captain Little's de¬ 
tachment amounted to^fixty in nunaber, amongld the latter. Lieu¬ 
tenants Bethune, Doolan, and Moore, were for a time difabled. 

The overthrow of Rezi Sahib was foon followed by the cap¬ 
ture of Siinoga. Captain Little had effccled a breach in this fort 
on the 2d of January ; and, on his promife of fecurity to private 
property, the garrifbn fubmitted. The barefaced breach of capi¬ 
tulation at Darwar, having deftr^yed all confidence in Maratta 
faith, the Killedar of Simoga* exacted this promife from the 
Englifli leader. Cumpfy and Ananpore furrendcring on the ap¬ 
proach of Purferam Bhow, his forces threatened Bedanore to¬ 
wards the latter end of January! but the Sultaun, determined not 
to permit the fubje6don of this favorite diilrl6b without a llrug- 
gle, detached Cummer-ul-dien Cawn with a clj^ofeii body of 
troops ia that diredtoti; and, although no engagement took place 

H h z the 
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the mcafiirc anfwcred his intention, as the Bhow defifting from 
the defign returned towards Seri ngapatam. 

Whatfoever advantages might hare been derived from thefe 
liiccefles the general intereft of the confederate powers was very 
materially endangered ^ by fuch uncommon deviation from the 
concerted plan. Except in the diftri£l:s intfurted to the Bhow,

the llorm which for ac time hung over the Myforean dominions 
colleding frorn every direction, again threatened to burft; on the 
Sultaun’s capita! at an early period. In addition to the‘'multi- 
tudes that advanced from the Eaftward, our army on the Mala¬ 
bar Coall, quitting their cantonments, bad already reafi'embled in 
the neighbourhood of Cananore. Reft from fttiguc, new equip¬ 
ments, frefti fupplies of ftores and necefliiries of every kind, ad¬ 
ded to the exertions of their leader iii procuring conveyance, ena¬ 
bled theie corps to take the field about the beginning of Decem¬ 
ber. 

The a* my of General Abcrcromby, confiftin^ of his Majefty’s 
73d, 75th, and 77th Regiments; the firft European Regiment of 
Bombay; the ad, 4th, 6th, loth and 12th Bombay battalions, 
one battalion of grenadiers, ^nd the 14th battalion of Coaft 
fepoys were divided into three l^rigades and a rplerve. The 
train confifted of ten eighteen-pounders, four twelve-pounders, • 
twenty field pieces, and two mortars, attended by upwards of 
feven hundred men 5 and two baftalions of fepoys, with a body 
of irregular horfe' from the Rajali of Travancore, augmented 
this force, in all, to nearly ten thou&nd ilrong. , A fupply of 

draft 
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draft and carriage cattle, procured by General Abercromby 
}xirtly ‘'from Bombay, and partly from the Maratta coivtitrv 
through the exertions of Sir Charles Ware Mallet, together 
with eight thoufand bullocks, feat from the Madras Govern¬ 
ment, by the way of Palligautchcrry, befides furnifliing the 
j)roportioii requifed^ for the train and ftorcs, enabled them to 
march with forty days provifions for the \fhole. 

The accefs from Cananore to Scringapatam had btfen conh- 
derably facilitated by the operations of our former invarion,yet 
the weight of the rains had fo broke up the roads, as to render 
tliclr repair a talk of much labour and fatigue. However, 
perieverance overcame every difficulty, and the whole equip¬ 
ment obtained the top of the pafs by the iSth of January. 
Here a friendly interfiourfc with the Coorga Rajah immediately 
recommenced; with his affiftaiice granaries and depots were 
loaded in the direiTlioii of the enemy’s capital; the guns which 
had been buried as already mentioned were now dug from their 
concealments ; the entrance of the pafs was fortifyed with well 
conftru«5tcd batteries; acd as the train with the confederates 
was confidered fufficient for the. rcdu<n:ion of Scringapatam, all 
the Bombajfc heavy guns, with a detachment of about four hun¬ 
dred men were left with Colonel Pechc on the top of the 
Poodicherrim Ghaut, whilA the reft of the troops proceeded to 
Sedalier, where they had inAKi€tions to Stwait orders from the 
Commander in Chief. 

Mbahwhils the armies of Earl Cornwallis^ Secundcr Jaw, 
^and Hury Punt formed one extenAve encampment, feparated 
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by the jungles, which fpread oyer the diftrifl:s in the .vicinity- 
of Outradroog into three immenfe divihons (i).

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and to keep a watchful eye over the fccurity of the whole cliain; 
Repeated attempts at plunder by lootie?;, weref as often defeated by 
the vigilance of the feveral parties in thefe ftations, and their n(£livity 
was rewarded by particular marks of the Commander in Chief s 
approbation (i). 

From the time of our quitting the jungles at Iloolladroog, the 
enemy’s horfe made t^&ir appearance daily in fmall paiti: s, but tlicy 

r 

now affembled in fuch force, that it became neceflary to Arengthcn 
the advance with the leading brigade. Towards 9 o’clock, the iroops 
in front opened a view, grand beyond ail dclcription. In one direc¬ 
tion, the enemy’s capital, defcrihlnn a quadrangle of great extent, 
with two fides Aretching acrofs the ifland of Seringapatam, appeared, 
from the buftle of fwarms within, as if in motion. I'he hcA 
affeiStlons of multitudes wlio continued true to their truft from the 
beginning, by keeping all alive about their works, Aill difeovered that 
the Sultaun’s mode of carrying on the war gave fatisfa(flIon, and that 
however moderate his profpedl’s, his condudt was in high favour. 

In addition to double walls and ditches, this capital was Arength- 
cned on more than two-thirds its circumference by the rivertauvery, 
which feparaiing into two branches at the weAern extremity, wafh- 
cJ the Acirts of the glaci§ on either, fide. In the centre of the

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ifiand, at the dilLiiice of about a thoufuid yards froT. the foit 
there flood a pettah cciiftrudlcd with much rqpilarlry, and i'ur- 
rtjuiidtcl by a lofty mud-wall; aud» towa;ds the caflern extreniity 
wlierc thc^ branches of the river r 5 -ui)itc, a ri^Ii gatden, decorated 
with lanes oF cyprefs interfe(Sting eat^h oilier at light angles, add d 
Iplendour to. a ,fupcrb palace, which was further adorned by f veral 
•aJ acent buildings, ccnflruFccd on a feale of gi'cat magniC x'licc. 

Cn the norrlKMi bank of the river, an tnc.impmenr, fecured hy a 
c!i in ot lix well condiutSled redioubts was defended on the ri^dit, hv 
wol'.LS thrown up on the Caiigat hills. On the idand, batreri s 
rticncth'ncd with badions and fietshes raiuuna’ uloiu’^ the rjver, f^riii- 
cd a Iccond liTie of protection wondrous in flrengili; and a bound 
hedge, with a deep’nulla, run all along in front of the whoie. 
fidcs thele defences, loft padds''-fiekls and deep ravines gave adjiiionai 
fecuriry to the pofition in which tlie Sulcaun determined to defend 
his capital. His judgment, in this in dance, had alio the advantage 
of leing llipportcd on that principle of blind adherence, wiiicli Mi- 
homed ins in general pay to the difeernment of r.helr predvCellors. It 
was on this ground that Hyder, not only difuniied a fuTiilar co de* 
deracy in 176'^, but turned their arms againll: each other, and 
advancing from liis \v»iks, over*rua the Carnatic, until his threa- 
tenings procured a peace creditable to bimfclf alone. The cver.t o£ 

our lad campaign, tended alio to judlfy the meafure. 

When the eye turned in anotlier direclion, a moving world leeir.- 

cd to threaten whatfoever predimed to obdru«d: its career. Every 

attempt 
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attempt to convey juft ideas of the feveral bodies that compoftd this 
huge mafs, muft fall milerably fliort of the origii;.al. Regular co¬ 
lumns of infantry ready to a£t on the appearance of an enemy, ex-’* 
tended along.the front and left flank, wlierefoever danger was to be 
apprehended. The train and heavy carriages of whatfoever defcrlp- 
tion moved on better ground to the right of the infantry,, in general, 
at the diftance of about one-hundred yards. Stores, futtling, and 

• r 

private carriages df -various kinds, advanced on a third road to the 
right of the other two; and elephants, camels, buffaloes, bullocks, 
tattoos, afles, with myriads of followers, that defy defeription, kept 
pace with thefe lines on the baggage flank. In the rear, and to the 
right large bodies of horfe from the army of NIcam Ally, connedled 
with powerful divifions from Hurry Punt. Thefe in their turn co¬ 
operating with the cavalry of Colonel Floyd, extended to the infan¬ 
try in front; in fhort one immenfe chain of cavalry and infantry, 
embracing the whole mafs afforded compleat protedflon to the feveral 
component parts. From this moving world, fwarms of irregular 
horfe branched out in every direftion as far as the eye could reach. 

At one part of the fur rounded fpace, whole groups of Brinjarles 
might ^ feen driving hoards of cattle loaded with grain, whilft 
their female companions groaned under the additional burden of in- 
fants clinging to their fides. At another a fpeculativc dubafh with fbmc 
hundred bullocks, carrying viands the heft adapted to European pa¬ 
lates, poured plentiful abufd on whomfbever had the misfortune to 
approach his drove. Here coolies out of number crofs and jolt each 

other 
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Other to the great detriment of their employers ^ There, on an alarm 
of horfe, occafibned by their affociateS' in villany, in order to defraud 
tbclr mafters, whole loads are thrown off and plundered. 

- In one pjace .bodies of horfe prefs inwards from the fkirts on iuch 
a& fhew an inclination to fcatter; in another the crack of the baggagb- 
maftcr’s whip forbids ifollowers of all denominations to approach^ the 
publick ftores. Yonder a flongh threatens^fo ftop carriages qJT every 
dcfcription, notwith{landing the utmoft efforts of the willing team, 
nntd the f.igacious elephant lends the aid of his powerful fhoulJer to 
the wheels, or raifes the funken load with his probofeis. Now bul¬ 
locks tired of their burthens anc} d«‘termined to carry them no longer, 
brnnKl, tvviff ar.d fling, until by breaking the cords, they are extri¬ 
cated from their loads. Others with fimllar intentions lie flat on the 
gjound ; torture of various kinds is applied without efil£l; their 
tails are wound up, and almofl: bitten off with teeth , white as alabaf' 
ter ; but no degree of pain will move.them, until cords tightly twiff- 
ed round their muzzles cfleiSlually {fop their breath, and compc] 
obedience. Yet with all 'this buffle, fuch was the carneffnefs of 
every department to get on, that the whole kept pace with the heavy 
guns, and performed a march of ten or twelve miles on each day 
without Injury or infult from the enemy (i). 

As the confederates advanced over the plains, it was reafonable to 
fuppofe tiiat the Sulfaun would not fuffer fuch an imnnenfe armame nt

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to approach his capital, without fome defperate effort for its relief.’ 
He could not be ignorant, that to protect fuch an enormous quantity 
of ffores required abilities of a very difffrent kind, vet nothing infe¬ 
rior to thofe by which they b.ad been colkOcd. He well knew that 
neither the armv under Gt^neral Abercrombv, nor that of Puiferam 
Bhow, had as yet, formed a jun<fllon with Earl Cornwallis; and he 
was certain that Seringapatam W’ith its environs, contained upwards' 
of fifty thoufand fighting men, indepcndaiit of looties; confcquentlv, 
that thirty th.oufand regular infantry and five thonfind ullVq.lined 
horfc might have o^'i'okd the allies, in whatever fituaiion he jiid'ud 
moff adrifalle, without endangering theganUhn. Tiie fvficm that 
the Sultaun adopted on tJiis ocqafion, differed widely’ fom gent*ral 
expedlatlon. Solely bent on fortifying a camp under the guns of hii 
capital, he made no attempt whatever towards ftoppaig the progrefs 
of the allies, from the day they kff the jungk'S near Hroli idroog, 
until they fat down before Seringapatam; indeed the whole of his 
condudl indicated indifference of their approach. Secure in the 
flrength of his fortlficarions,, and coi/fident from the number and 
Valour of his troops, he dared the joint efforts of his enemies,' and 
furnhhtd a confpicuous infiance in confirmation of the well received 
opinion, that no poft whatever is tenable before a well anpeinted 
and well dllcipliiied force, under the diredlion of a iudicious com- 
mandcr. 

About noon, the whole army took a fweep to the right, around 

tile bafe of 4 liill not fix miles difiaut from the ifland, and completely

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in fight of Seringapatam. The enemy’s horfe now appeared fome- 
what more formidable than for feveral preceding days ; however, 
they fllll continyied to dlfcover an averfion to a£llon on equal terms. 
’J’he cavalry, in advance, led by Major Orr, repeatedly attempted to 
engage, but thofe of the Sultviun as,often gave way, contenting' 
themfclves \vlth%a dlfcharge of rockets from the many ravines by 
which the country is intcrfe^led. The army’after a fatiguing march, 
encamped in a firong pofuion judlcioufly chofen at the foot of the 
Cappsllair hills (i), cllftant from the ifland about eiglit miles. 

From the laft movement of the Britirti General, from the fpace 
and nature of the ground that lay between Ills camp and the Iflar.d, 
and from t'oe loifg marciics that he had lately- pci formed, the Myfj- 
rcan Prince v;as iiiductd toirelicvc, that nothing Prious. would be at- 
remp'icd until .ijun<£lion wltii General Abercrombv had been c{P£led. 
.Nor was the Sultaun fingular in this opinion; the latter part of the 
lafl marcli from its direrSlion, certainly indicated nothing of an im¬ 
mediate attack. But when a manoeuvering army is at hand, ulren 
an adive enemy is within oire fliort iiiaicli, little d jicndance

ouglit fo be placed on appearances. 

Both armies remained quiet on the 6t]i, during which day the

ly comprehended by the Commander in Chie€, In proof of this 
aflertion, nothing can he flronger, than the followiiig inftrudfions, 
which w'ere delivered to commandants of wings, about dude, jud as 
his Lorddiip had received the reports of the officers wliom he lent to 
examine the Sultavm’s pofition.

Previous to afiembling thefe divifions. Colonel Duff received 
inftru€lions from Earl Cornwallis in perfou, concerning the lafety of 
the encampment, and made his ^arrangements accordingly^ On the ad¬ 
vance of the columns the rcfcryc was difftwn up in front of the encamp¬ 
ment ; and remained there for the night. The artillery was command¬ 
ed to range by their guns, and the quarter and rear guards to (land to their 
arm? ufitil di^-llght. The Colonel was further iDfiruded to fend with 
the cxdumns a dctachincnt of artillery, confifting of two captains, fix 

fubaltemso 
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fubaltetns, one hundred Eoropeaii artiileiy, with three hundred and 
fifty Wears, under orders ot Major Montagu. The divifion of Eatl 

r« 

Cornwallis was accompanied by Major Montagu, Captain Rofs, two 
Tubaltcrns, fifty European artillery mon, and one hundred and fifev 
lafears. The divifion of General Medows by Captain Howell, two 
fubaltcrns, fifty European artillery men, and one hundred and fifty 

Ufears ; and the divifion of Colonel Maxwell^hy two fubaltcrns, thirty 
artillery men, and fifty lafears ; the allies, ready to rftount, waited for 
day in filcnt anxiety, and the whole felt confeious that the fate of the 

war hinged on the fuccefs of this enterprize. 

Towards eight o’clock the three columns were in motion, agree¬ 
able to thefe orders. rThc rffe of a full moon afilfted to dired 
their courfe, and nought to diHurb tKc Rilnefs of aferene night pre¬ 
ceded the impending coiivulfion. The troops, unencumbered by can¬ 
non, trailed folely to the ladder and bayonet. Weil did they adl-their 
part. But as the nature of the fervice frequently feparated officers from 
I’neir corps, and as much of the fuccefs of the night was due to the 
perfonal exertions of fome gallant individuals Ihus fituated, it is in^- 
tended to be as circumftantial as jx)ffiblc in the defeription of this mo¬ 
mentous and conclufive attack; an attack, which amongft other falu- 
tary confcqucnces, juftly claims the prefervation of many lives, as it 
ultimately proved dccifiva of the war^ 

As the ground could not have efcaped^the recolledion of the corps, 
> and in particular of thefeventy-fecond regiment, from their acquaint¬ 
ance with it on the 15th of May, X79i» Colonel Maxwell’s column 
required no guides to dk^edl- its progress. Favoured aUb by an ap- 
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proach fhorter in diftancc, and caficr of accefs than cither of the 
other divifons, a fpirited attack which was made on the Carigat hill 
opened the engagement towards eleven o’clock/and warned the Sul- 
taun of his danger. Bcfides the ftecpn.efs of the afeent, thefc works, 
in themfclvcs, were of great ftrength. A wcn-conftrud:ed redoubt 
was protCiTced by a double row of breaft works; but the finnnefs of 
the affailants overcoming every obftacic, they drove the enemy from 
the port, and after fecusing poflfeffion, followed them towards tiie 
idand. The column, in defeending from the Carigat pagoda, fuffer- 
cd feverelofs, as it was entirely expofed, not only to the right of the 
enemy’s line, but to a body of troops polled under cover of a mound 
which fupported a canal on the face of the hill, yet proceeding un- 
(hcckcd by thefc obdacles, Colonel Maxw^cll crofled the Lockany 
river, and entering the right of the .Sultaun’s encampment, formed a 
junction with the divifion of Earl Cornwallis. 

Just as the attack of tlic Carigat bill commenced, a trv.dy fqun- 
dron of horfe, with a number of rocket boys, that the enemy had 
polled m advance, difeovered the centre dlvificn moving towards tlie 
iflsnd with awful filence. They r>ghtly judged, tljat to oppofe the 
approach of the column was certain deatli without any poffible ad¬ 
vantage to the Sulraun j that to alarm his camp was the principal if 
not the only lervice he could now reafonably expe£l:, or at leaft that 
they could lender; confequently, they let fly a plentiful difeharge of 
rockets amongft the affiilauts. They fell back with regularity and 
compofure: nor did they attempt to enter their lines until the dan¬ 
ger was completely proclaimed in. every quarter. 


Still 
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Still prcfcrving the famcfolemn filencc, the column twice erod¬ 
ed the Lockany, a river that covered great part of the enemy’s right 
wing in front. V/hilfl wading the fecond time, it was fevercly galled 
by heavy difeharges of mufquetry poured from a hedge, behind which 
ihc Saltaun s hrft line had been polled. So clofc and frequent were 
t])e flalhes, that the atmofphere was for a while in one continual blaze. 
Pcfcverancc, liovvcver, foon procured the oppofite *bank. The front 
divilion approached the hedge, gave one v Jlle), and with a 'tremen¬ 
dous Ihout the whole column rufhed to the bayonet. The ardour 
of the troops rendered the daring exertions of the pioneers of no avail. 
.Some prefTed through; fome crept under; whilft others bounded over. 

Ail mingled with the enemy. • In vain did the Myforcans defend; in 
vain feek protedlion from flight. Eteenity flood open in every diredlion. 
Each individual clofed on bis‘’antagonifl, put oppolition at defiance, 
and plunging amidfl unheard-of dangers, performed feats, of which no 
pofliblc defe iption can convey ideas tolerably juA, or at all adequate 
to the occafion. Under thefc circumflances, the Everal corps could 
no longer ad by the diredion of any one indivi^dual leader. '1 ho Com¬ 
ma ndcr-in-chief, therefore, made choice of apolition from which fc 
couldoobicrvc to advantage the efled of the florin, and dircclcd that 

Captain Vigors fhould remain there with his battalion. 

Seven companies that originally headed the column, pafled the

NotwitHSTAHEHN© th^ cQ^»honpC»nightati:ackr^d the va-. 
rious unavoidable oblUclce t^a^wn hi Cpmcrt, inftina, dilcipline* 
or fome other providentialcau£e, inclined 5^0 of thefc companies not 
to feparate ; nor can a doubt b« entertained of their having been the 
firfl Britiili; troops-that ever held a ;6rm footing on the illand of Sc-, 
ringapatam. On reaching the bank, a fbldicc-lijtofenfe. of danger 
induced the officers to bait and. form, thqir men j fetiiorffy gave the 
command to the Honourablf Captain MonfOm and, with the ntmoft 
regularity*, this^ body advanced brifkly acrol*s th^isknd, until it reach¬ 
ed the oppofite branch of the river. IteroutSvas along the princi¬ 
pal ttreet of the enemy’s bazar,* which lay^bn the edge of the glacis* 
near to the caftern face of the fort, and immediately in front of the 
pettah. Through a wide paffage, which opened into the chelah 
gate from this ftrcct, fwarms of the flying enemy crowded to take 
Oicltec in the covert way, and under the rampartsj and as the 
aflailants, in palling aSong, gave a ‘difebarge obliquely by divifions 

amongd 
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tmongft this'maft, the (laughter thuft hare been dreadful. The 
ramparta, thc cavcit.way, the glacis, the bazar, and the pettah, were 
crowded with men in arms; yet, as if petrified with fear, the only 
ferious oppofuion made to this handful of troops, was, by a fmall re¬ 
doubt at the end of the, ftreet, from the gorge of which two guns 
played on the affailapts under cover c^mufquctry.^ The free ufc of 
the bayonet not only cleared the ftrect, but obtained pofiefiion of the 
icdoubt alfo. 

Th F. enemy now difeovered that the Britifh held pofts all over the 
island j confequcntly, they abandoned it in crowds j the only ford to 
w hich they had accefs was over the fouth branch of the river, and 
was commanded by the guns of this redoubt; they were neceflitatcd, 
therefore, either to efcape through (hoovers of grape; to fwim ; or to 
crave quarter from a victorious and injured enemy. The corps, now 
much fatigued, refted for ieveral hours. Repeated chears, the grena- 

dicr’s march, with various other means, had been reforted to in courfe 
of the morning, in order to difeover any part of the BritKh army, but 
without cfFe<fl:. It was therefore, at a confultaftion of the captains, ^ 
judged ncceflary to abandon the redoubt; and having fpiked the guns,

this galhnt corps retired towards the pettah, which was then 
occupied by a body of troops under the Colonels Stuart, Maxwell, 
Knox, and Baird. 

It was the original intention of Earl Cornwallis, that the (even 
leading companies of this column, with the fifty-fecond regiment and 
fourteenth battalion of fepoys, (hould have formed a divifioii under 

the immediate diredioii of the Honourable Colonel Knox, during this

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preded'through the And ieparAted the Coloneh together with 

the fcvcnty-firft and ieventy-foutth light infantry^ from the other five 

companies. Captain RuiTel, too, with about feycnty men, chiefly of

the fifty-fccond regiment, bad been borne away in a finrular manner. 
Thefe fortunately united; ftilLthe) fctrcely amounted to two hundred 
men. The Colonel, however, true to the defign o^ his General, dc* 

termined to occupy Ibme poft on the ifland, and having a French

prifbiter for a guide, he inclined to the left; pafled the Dowlat Baug, 
and entering the pettah front its eaftern face, was foremofl: in the at¬ 
tack of that important poft. Here he experienced much oppofition, 
Repeated charges in diflerent ftrects only ferved to difeover that the 
enemy was not to be diflodged tvith a force fo inconfiderablc. Heavy 

fquadrons of the Sultaun’s cavalry, charging at full gallop, were no

fooner beat back by (howers of bullets, than folid columns of infantry 
prefented a firm front. As thefo gave way before the Britifh bayo¬ 
net, the cavalry renewed the fight. Againft fiich (uperiority of 
'numbers, alternately /upporting each other, the Colonel thought pro¬ 
per not to perfift ; and as a deftrudlive difoha/ge of cannon aiid mufque- 
try, from the lines on the# ^fland, was direded againft the corps that 
were then crofting the river, he judicioufly dircdlcd Capains Rufiel, 
Robertfon, and Wood, with three parties^ to attack thefe batteries 
from their tear, whilft himlelf took poft at the neareft gate. -The 
fuccefs that attended the ready execution of this order contributed in 
a high degree to the fccurity of the troops that were then wading; as 
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nt this place the tiver was fcatcely fofdable, even had there been day¬ 
light and iio oppofition. 

THtfire from the batteries ecafed at once. An attack from the 
rear was Ib.uncxpeaed by thofe in charge of the lines, that all of them 
Ibught for fafety in flight* Some efcaped to Seringapatam; others, 
dcliious of abandoning the ifland, pufticd for the ford over the fouth- 

t rn branch of the river, whilft feveral, ignorant of our having a poft 
in the pettah, were captured by the party under Colonel Knox. 
Fkoih this Utter clafs it was learnt, that a number of Europeans were 
confined ill an adjacent hovel* A party for their relcafc was immedi* 
atcly detached; and twcnty-fev/;n men, chiefly reduced by ill treat¬ 
ment to a ftate'the mtxft roii^rablc and debaflng in nature, were thus 
nitrated from heavy irons. 'After diflodging the enemy, the parties 
returned to the gate of the pettah, fmm whence they had been de¬ 
tached, and continued with Colonel Knox for the remainder of the 
night. 

About three hundred yards to the caftward of the fort, and ipi- 
mediately between the glacis and the pettah, the fifty-feeond regi¬ 
ment/under Captain Hunter, together with three companies of the 
fourteenth battalion of Bengal fepoys under Lieutenant White, and 
fome pioneers, entered the ifland, taking pofleflion of the Dowlat 
Baug, a fpacious palace, in the centre of a beautiful garden, around 
which was a high though flender brick wall. The palace made 
llout refinance ; indeed every inch of ground that this body 
pafied over was warmly difputed. The garden was pcrfc< 51 :ly- 

expofed to one whole face of the/garrifon ; and as the enemy was ob

had alTembled foi^e troops. 

Ths force that Hii Lordihip hadoolle^ed bore no proportion to 
the number hf which hevWa^ attacked* It confided of feven compa¬ 
nies of thefeventy- fourth raiment* under Captaih, Dougald Camp¬ 
bell, with the fccond and twenty-firft Coaft batpilions under Cap¬ 
tains Vigors and Montgomery. *1 his handfol of nren withftood the 
furious and defperate onfet of many thi^ufands for fomc time. Three 


companies of Madras fepoys that had been detached under Lieutenants 
Kenny and Roberts, to within fifty yards of the enemy, fired by 
platoons, with a regularity and deadinefs that would damp credit on 
the bed troops in Europe j and on being mod feafonably reinforced 
by Captain Hunter’s divifion, the whole body came to the bayonet, 
and after repeated charges proved fuccefsfiil.^ 


T^B^yiorcans, however, on this occafion difeovered no want ci¬ 
ther of diiciplinc or valour. The reinforcement which fell fuddenly 
on their right flank indantly regeived a heavy and wcli-dirc(dcd fire 
from a corps that changed front for that purpofe. Nor did this bo¬ 
dy attempt to give way until they felt the points- of the bayonets 
from different dircdlions. The fucced that attended the aflault of the 
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ifland ; the approach of day 5 and th«; rifle of continuing an a^ion 
under the guns of ^e fort, contributed to induce Earl Cornwallis to 
defift from purfuit, and to retire towards the pagoda hill. 

Whilst the troops in front of the centre column were thuseii' 
gaged, the feveiity-firft regiment, after, penetrating the bound hedge, 
was drawn up by Major Dalrymple acrofs the epemy s line of en- 
iampment, with a regularity that would pot diferedit the parade of 
Dublin. Notwiihftanding the difadvantagei of a night attack, all of 
this fleady corps flood firm by one another until day*light; and, flip- 
ported by the feventh and twenty-eighth Bengal battalions, fcoured the 
plains toarards the right of th^ Sultauu’s pofition. Here heavy co¬ 
lumns of My Ibrean hor*fe, lep^rated by the weight of our fire into 
fquadrons, were fbon driven tJ*fhe retreating infantry. Whilft pref- 
fing onwards, a redoubt that protc£kd the right of the enemy’s 
pofuion was attacked by two companies, whofe progrefs it ob- 
ftru£led, without breaking the order of the regiment; and as the gar- 
rifon, abandoning their truft, joined the runaways, this poft became 
an cafy acquifition ; one of thefa, ftrengthened with two companies 

t 

from the twenty-eighth Bengal battalion, commanded by Lieutenants 
Morgan and Weguelin, and a detachment of artillery, were left ia 
charge of the place undcrjCaptain Sibbald ; and the corps, proceeding 
as before, continued to difperfe the enemy’s right wing until they 
formed a junction with the divifioti of Colonel Maxwell, who, after 
crofflng the Lockany, now prefled towards Earl Cornwallis.

HfR B« as they were hemmed ha beweea the centre and left C6< 
luiniis, the defendants had nochance for cfcipe, ^unlefs by atcempttng 
to gain the ifland. They all, therefore, crowded tumultuoufly to¬ 
wards the river, which was nowhere fordable in this dii:e£tion, for a 

Ipace of two miles; yet, in o^der to avoid the bayonet, thoufands 
plunging into the water, endeavoured to get acrofs. , The intrepidity 
of the aflailants led them" to underrate thcobftacles which lay in the 
way, and to encounter whatfoever danger the defperate fituation of the 
runawaysdfovcthem to attempt. Atone part of the river horfes fully 
caparifoned dragged riders, who held faft by tiieir manes, acrofs ilie 
ftream; at another, men in complete armour, plunging into the water, 
truftedfor lafety to their doxtcrlt^ in fw^rnming. In many places the 
unufual clofenefs of the rocks at thcirRlrface enabled Tome to efcape by 
bounding from one to another j but the depth and rapidity of the cur¬ 
rents in the chafms below, conftantly hurled to eternity luch as chanced 
to flip a foot. Frequently the width of a crevice compelled the run¬ 
away to encounter his purfuer, as the preferable alternative; lomc- 
times a horfe or bullock jammed bettveeii tlie rocks, afforded him a 

* C 

footing, that promifed a probability of efcape. To thefc difadvantages 
in crofling, a heavy fire from the lines added a deadly hindrance. 

Whi LST thus fituateda call that loudly ^rbade all attempts to get 
acrofs, was repeatedly heard from the rear: but in front, the voice of 

f 

Colonel Baird, prefling to perfifl:, gained the attention of the foldiery 
all round. Himfcif foremoft to fliew the example, men were not 
wanting to follow; and having, with the afliftance of Major Petrie, 

Lieutenant 
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Lieutenant Sutherland and others, Tecured a footing on the ifland, fe- 
veral of the column |ot over by degrees. A t a ford which was difco- 
vered about one mile to the left, the main body crofTed under Colo¬ 
nels Stuart, and Maxwell; and, as the* lines on the ifland had been by 

« 

this time cleared of the enemy by Colonel Knox, the fcveral dxvifions 
advanced to the pettah without further*moleftation, where they con¬ 
tinued for the remainder of the night. 

Whilst thefe things were going on, uflder the immediate*eye of 
Earl Cornwallis, our right hand column advancing filently with a 
firm pace, direfled its courfc fomewhat to the weft ward of Somarpett, 
and engaged in a warm attack on the Edga redoubt, a ftrong work 
which prote£lcd ^the l<^t of the enemy’s pofition. Twelve pieces of 
cannon, loaded to the muxzics* wkh ^rape, pointed from this redoubt; 
a deep nulla winded in front and on either flank ; a thick hedge all 
around ftrengthened the other defences; there w’as alfo a double ditch, 
a ftrong parapet ; and on this occafion, within and around, upwards 

of fifteen hundred fighting men ftood ready for refiftance. 

From the frequency of its bendings it became neceffary to wada 

• # 

the nulla repeatedly befor« the enemy’s encampment could be ap- 
proaclicd in this diredion; ftill the defendants made no refiftance at 
crofling : the bound hedge was alfo penetrated without oppofition; 
but immediately afterwards a heavy .difeharge of cannon and muf- 
quetry opened on the head of the column. This was not a time to 
hefitate. Warned of their danger by the noife of the other en¬ 
gagements, the enemy fired with much brifknefi. The five corn- 

pan let 
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panics in front, however, led by Colonel Nefbitt, and fupported by 
the thirty-lixth regiment, made a fudden wheel to the right, and 
commenced the attack with defperatc refolutbn/ 

A CONII DIR ABLE .corps of Europeans, under Monficur Vigic, 
drawn up to ftrengthen the redoubt on the left, were driven off by a 
party from the thirty-fixth, whilft the remainder of that regiment 
clofcly followed the flank companies, who now pulhed for body 

I 

of the yrork. From depth of the ditches, and fome delay occafl- 
oned by the llaughtcr aniongft ihofe who brought on the ladders, 
the leading companies were for a while unablo to afeend the work: 
but the feventy-fixth grenadiers fortunately difeovered an entrance 
which promUed fome hopes of fuccefs. Towards ihe fort a traverfe 
incapable of admitting tw^o men abrcifl, led 'a rofsnhc ditches to a 
narrow winding paffage, at the far cndjpf which a gate well barred fc- 
cured the only accefs into the redoubt. To .ftrengthen this paffage 
a triangular work had been credted on the right, and another on the 
left, with much judgement. Both were attached to the work. Both 
were crowded with troop>. The traverfe, the paflage, and the gate, 

f 

were completely expofed to the fire of thefe triangles. A piece of 
ordnance in each, w'ith one that ftood in chc body of the ,work, 
were mdy to pour grape on the affailants; and the whole garrifon, by 
facing inwards, could point their fire at the gate and gorge as rays 
converge towards a focus. Befides thefe adjutages, Tally’s corps of 
Europeans, which had bcen^drawn tiji'bn thckftpf the affailaiits, as 
already mentioned, added greatly the ftrengtli of the poft, and to the 
confidence of its garrifon. Anoth# divifionoppofcd Captain Oram, 

who 
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tvho had been previoufly dire£Ved to advance with his battalion along 
the great road in front, with intention to attra£l the enemy’s notice 
from the principal objc(n: of attack. In fliort, every appearance of 
the redoubt, every dlfpofition of the troops around, befp ike bloody 
ind determined refinance. Before a furious charge made by the 
dlvlfioi.' ' nt from the 36th regiment, Vigie gave .way, and 
pivfued, wlnift the redoubt, v/Ith Ibme diftai\pe \rouI^d, appeared one 
coinplete ihccr. of fire, 

'AiA,»o!; DiROAf, r^;'puty Adjutant General, h'd been dlre(fled 
bv Major General Medows to attend th/' ilorm and report the 
ifiTue. The Majo'-, Captains Wlgh^., Gage and Markham, Brigade 


Major Nightingall, Ltcoteri i, a Barton a!)d James Rohertlon, Jhilfgii 
Alu'col!, V. ith-anaPUierof iuhalteinonicers well fupported, paffingthe 
ditehes by the traverlcs already deferibed, entered the winding paftiige, 
and firuggled to break down the gate. The firO: difeharge of grape 
\;om tljc cannon, with a h'avy fire of tnufketry from every dire( 51 ;Ion, 
;ri rr» infiant levelled fix oificers, and .a ormorrion of men aloipr tlie 
pafi’ig'a. I'he natural efibclKif fo fevere a ih-> •, was fomewha*-of 
55 prtB'..ve backwards, but no one laoeglic of retreat. The 
three Captains already mentioned, fortu'iately efeaped this volley. 
All at the fune inOaiU fee,yig the impoiTancc of the triangles, thev 
li)on became maflers of them on either fide ; and a. brifk fr.e frnrn 
tbefe Rations prevented the enemy from fecuring advanrages, v»i]Ich 
the elTtRof fo favourable an impreffion might orherwlfc have re!)der« 
ed permanent. 
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Such of the ofBcers as had not Ikxii dlfahlal by the firfl volley^ 
renewed the ftrogt^lc at the gate vv’uli an addition of force, before th^? 
garrilon had tirne to reload their guns. There was no rchfling this- le- 
cond attack. Some of the bars fhattered by the grape, giving way to 
tire flruggle, and before the^. preflhre of the onfet, *an opening Vi''a&- 

c 

foon widened at tlie gate ; and as ladders had by thls^time been plant¬ 
ed from the ditch, the Uflailants afeending the ramparts, entered the 
redoubt from evtry dircclion. As there was no way to retreat, a 
terrible carnage enfued. Each of the defendants determined to fell his 
life at the higheft polhble price. In fhort, within a circle whole dia¬ 
meter did not exceed twenty yards, befidcs the fall of an importar.t

poff, Tippoo Sultaun had to mourn the lols*of abo*Jt four hundred 
cholen men, amongft who.m was ilb'ahkl Hummed, an oificcr of ifigli 
renown, and commandant (}f iiis left wing. Nor had we to Loall 
a vidlory without regret; the fite of this horrid fcenc, was Brewed 
with the prime of our foldiery, and officers of the greatefl: prornile, 
attacked by numbers,, rtfigned life juB as they overpowered their 
immediate antagonijffs. But there followed what was Bill more grie¬ 
vous to the Commander in Chief; the column, as if fickeiied of 
bliod at the BrB outfet, continued inadive for the reB of the night. 
In place of attacking another redoubt, which began to oppofe their 
progrefs, foon after they w^rc put in motion towards Earl Corn¬ 
wallis, an unhappy council of war, in order to avoid delay, after 
fome little deliberation, determined to make a circuit to the left. 
The encampment of this wing consequently remained without fur- 
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n;oIeftutioii duriiu^ the adxloiu The column rtpafiid lii: bound- 
hedge, again forded the naliaat dhlerent bends, and proccediiig tv'« 
wards the Carigat Pagoda, got bewildered amengft paddy-h. Ids hu* 
the Letter part of the night. Jkfore day, however, the whole dlvllion 
with the exception of the garriibn, left .under Captain Auftin, in iho' 
Edga redoubt, vyas drawn up, at the foot of the hill (i). 

• Notwithstanding the unliappy rtfuli^df the council iuQencral 
Medows’s dlvifion, the advantages of the enterpiiz"*were nutneious 
and important. What part of the eimi\y\ light wing efcaped the 
bayonet, was totally difperfed, and although his left had been but 
partially beaten, tliey could not polTibly mairttain their grouiid by dav- 
vvhilfl: we held •jK'^^efhon of the Edga redoubt. The pofitian of the

■whole retired towards Seringapatam. Another ftruggic‘which had the 
recovery of Tippoo Sultaun’s redoubt, for Its objedl, although main¬ 
tained with greater perfeyerance, was rendered ineffe( 5 lual from the 
defperate valor of the troops, to whom it was intrufted. Three dif¬ 
ferent attacks on this poll were as often repulfcd. 

Under cover of fome rocks from whence two field pieces fired

A MAGNIFICENT palace conftruded on a funllar principle, and 
nearly of the fame dimenfions, with that already defcribed at Banga¬ 
lore, flood towards the center of this garden. It was built princi- 
pally of wood, with ornaments, which were lacquered and varnifhed 
as the former; 'but although tlic whoj,e was finilhed, in appearance, 
from without, the decorations had not been compleated. ’'From the 
[palace, through a beautiful avenue of cypref^'trees, the tomb ®f Ry¬ 
der, a neat fquare building,, with a dome rifing fremit’s center, clof- 
ed the view. At the entrance into this maufoleum, there was a neat 
piazza, with its roof fupported by pillars of granate, which from the 
exquifitenefs of the pollfh, and nicety in ftaining, were invariably 

mlflaken for blfick marble. This fpaclous-area, formed by four

double arcades fumilhed a plcalaiit retreat for pritfls and pilgrims of 
every defcrlption. From the fquare building at each of the corners 
around the dome, there role mlnartts of the bell workmanfhip; 
numerous appartments for the religious of the Mahomedan order, 
encircled the facred ground;, and, an extcnfivo terrace on which the* 
building flood, was here arjd there vaulted and fet apart for fuch of 
Hyd er*«ri relatives as had b^n killed in battle (ince the tomb had been 
cre£bed. Avenues of cyprefs interfedfing each other in every direc¬ 
tion, befides furnifhing abundance of (hade, divided the garden into 
plots of different (hapes, which were phnted throughout with fruit 
trees and (hrubberries of various defcriptlons. 

The Laul Baug appeared a princely nurfery for the produce of 
Myforc; trees bearing apples, oranges, guavas, grapes, plantains, co-

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coaiiuts, beetknuts; as alfo lahdal-wood, fugar-cnne, with cotton and 
indigo plants, tofe from out the feveral inclofures; and paddy, raggv,

grains and pulks, might be feen in different direftions.^ Plants of 
mulberry too, fnxn the extr;,icjdlnary attention wltli which they 
were treated, difeovered that the Sultaun liad fet his mind on the 
manufa£lure of filk.

the difficulty of croffing the wMt- r ;‘for, bad as live bottom was on 
the oppofite branch, it was ildl better than on tins, where it Could 
fear eiv be forded at any time from the ruggednefs of the rocks. 

The heft and indeed the only ford into the ifland, except thefe on 
cither fide clofc to the walls of Scringapatam, was that under the 
Carigat hills, which was ftrongly dcfer1ded«with trenches and batteries.

Swarms of brinjairics that arrived in camp during this and the pre¬ 
ceding day, were encouraged in their advance by a finall deiach- 
nient which, under Captaib Mandeville, cfcorted a fupply of cn- 
trendi ng tools, from Bangalore. /J hg enemy kept up a conftant 
but ineffedual difdiarge of cannon thrcifghput the day, ffom the 
period of our firll attack on his encampment until the evening of the 
13th, W'hcn it ceafed for a time. Thccaufeof this temporary lull 
W'as the advance of two vakeels, w'ho approached tents pitched for 
their reception in the vicinity of the mofquc, or Edga, redoubt; but 
at their return about ten o'clock next morning, the fort fired as 
before.

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The «rmy of General Abercromby advancing towards Earl Corn¬ 
wallis, agreeable to the plan concerted, crofIcJ the Cauvery on the 
11th, about twenty-five miles above Caniarnbaddy. On the 13th 
and 14th, large bodies of the enemy’s horfe attempted to cut off their 
baggage, and to* retard ajun6lioii which they felt tliemlelvcs unable to

Although the vakeels of Tippoo Suitaun continued to confer 
daily with thofc of the allied army, whether the eye turned toward* 
attack or defence, there was no fia*ckners of preparation on cither 
fide. The fort had been Olofely teconhoilered all around, except on 
its fbuth face, Where the SulUun'e troops ilill continued to cncaiiip. 
Towards.ihc illand the defences were of wondrous ftrength* Dou¬ 
ble wall* -and ditches of excellent mafomy, were covered in front by 
vworks conftruacd with the IwH mati?rials, aifd on the moft approv- 
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cd principle of the prefent time Drawbridges fecured the commu¬ 
nication over the ditches at every entrance, and heavy guns out of 
number pointed in all directions from bailions, cavaliers and out¬ 
works. The defences to the northward, notwithllanding that they 
Were covered by the river, were on a comparative tiew confidered 
of Icfs ftrength than thofc tov^fards the ifland. The walls in this

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Whilst the materials were conveyed to the depot at Brown's re¬ 
doubt, Tome works conftrudted for the Security of our polls o.i t!i5 
ifland creating great jealoufy amongft the befieged, their whole at¬ 
tention was attracted to this quarter: but an attack which was made 
on their camp in the night withdrew their anxiety frpm’ other ob- 
jeds to that alone. Under MS^or Dalrymple, His Majeily’s feven- 
ly-firft regiment, and the thirteenth battalion of Bengal fepoys, crof- 
fed the ibuth branch of thv: Cauvery on the 19th, about nine at night,

and in two hours 'afterwards approached the enemy’s encampment 
unperccived. The main body remaining on their fkirts, four com¬ 
panies of the feventy-firft, under CapUin Robertfon, were puflicd on 
in front. At the beginning numbers were bayoneted whiill fail 
aileep, by the party in advance i but as the principal ebjed was to 
create an alarm in the fort, fcvcral regular voliics were dife barged. 
No refinance was offered by the Myforeans. Ignorant of the force

by which they were attacked from this new direction, they thought 
of nothing but flight: and without having one man hurt, the party 
returned to the ifland, after'hpdng completely cfFcded their dcfign. 

drongly was the enemy’s attention riveted to what Was going on 
to ^the feuthward, that not one (hot wa^ fired on a divifion who 

f 

wofiked incefTantly throughout the night, within eight hundred yards 
of the fort on the oppofite fide. But as foon as day difeovered our 
operations in the dark, a furious cannonade opened, and continued 
for a length of time without intermiflion. 

These were not the only advantages gained over Tippoo Sultaun 
on the night we broke ground. It bad been for fome time deter¬ 
mined that the army of General Abercromby (hould occupy a pofitiont 

to 
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to the fbuthward of Seringapatam, and it was the original intention 
of Earl Cornwallis to have beat up the enemy*s encampment with 
the advance of thit army ; but the ruggednefs of a ford at which this 
corps at firft attempted to get over, rendered it ncceilary either to 
abandon the d^^fign, or to put it in execution from the ifland. How¬ 
ever, as a better ford had been found out about two miles hi gher 

O 

up i under Mftjor Dow, the Bombay grenadiei* battalion, with the 
light companies of the feventy-third and feventy-fifth regiments, 
eroded in the dark; and as they got over without being difeovered by 
the enemy, they experienced no oppofition, except fuch as oiTercd 
from the rapidity of the ftream and ruggednefs of the bottom. The 
Major, on gaining the oppofitc bank, immediately look poft on an ad¬ 
jacent height; fo as to cover the reft of the troops whilft crofting. A 
confiderable bodyof horfc at‘firft thieatened interruption; but con¬ 
tenting thcmfelvcs with watching pur motions, they permitted the 
whole to gain the fouthern bank, and to take up their ground wldi- 
out oppofition. 

Towards two o’clock a large body of cavalry, fupported by a 
line of infantry and fome^gtioa, advanced fccmingly with intention to 
give battle, to a redoubt which was in fbme mcafure covered by ths 
guns of the fort. Their fuft endeavour was to recover a village 

which our troops liad tiken pcfltftion; they at the fame time openc l a 
cannenad^- upon the 1 eights; ; nd, as the Sulraun appeared at the head 
of his horfe in perfon, it was cvldmt that he avatched an opportiu ify 
to ti ke advantage of anr conhiften o.l^ht occur. Although 

he con.iiiucd in the field unlil daik, not chuiing to run that liacard 
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on the approach of night, he drew back towards the fort; and the 
party left in the redoubt following his example, after a feeble refift- 
ance, the place was occupied by a derachment of our troops^ Thus 

o 

our pofition to the Ibuthward of Seringapatam was gained without 
any material lofs; and the abfenge of Purferam Bhow* alone prevent* 

t 

cd the place from being completely invefted. For fomc days from 
this period bodies of horiifefcorted large quantities of baggage, carri¬ 
ed chieBy upon elephants and camels, from Seringapatam to My- 
fore; and, as the wreck of his numerous army could fuid no place 
of fafety to encamp in around the walls of the former, what part of 
his forces could not be employed in its,defence, was directed to occu¬ 
py the latter. 

On the i pth and two following days an incefiant cannonade was 
kept up on our trenches; but, from the ftrength of our cover, the 
cafualries were not fo numerous as might have been cxpedlcd; our 

lines on the ifland bccamc,daily more reljicdlable; and as the duti-s 

r 

of the trenches were uncommonly levere, fix corps only were left to 
protefl: the pofts that were.under the dircl^llpn of Colonel Stuart (i). 
Tht time now approeched for commencing our operations from the 
fouthward. The redoubt which a few days before had been deemeti 

worthy of fo much contention, was abandqncd by our troops fbon 
after it was taken, from its having been fo much expoied to the guns 
of Seringapatam ; neither was it occupied by the enemy; but from 
its iituation at equal diftaiices between the encampment and the

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garrifon, it was judged advifcable, towards facilitating an attack from 
the fouthward, to rc-^flc(s this ftation in the firft inftance, as alfo to 
occupy a neighbouring tope. 

Umdkr Captain Mackenzie of the feventy-fifth regiment, a detach¬ 
ment was puflicd on in advance for this purpefe, on the 21ft, to¬ 
wards duik ; button the following morning, as foon as the mcafurc 
was difeovered by the enemy, a large force llllicd out of the fort, and 
rufhed with the utmoft impetuofity to attack that part of our divifi- 
on which was pofted in the tope, whilft Captain Mackenzie advanc¬ 
ed for their fupport with the whole of his detachment. The ene¬ 
my, although greatly fuperior in number, gave way before the Bri- 
tifli bayonet; but the Sukauii,'' as if dilgraccd by their condudSl, at 
that inftant opened a difeharge of grape promifeuoufly upon the whole. 
Towards noon an immenfe multitude again advanced to attack* the 
tope, which had now been ftrengthened by four additional companies 
under Captain Cameron. 

Whilst the ammunition of our divifion lallcd, notwithftanding* 
the great difproportion of numbers, the ftruggle was maintained with 
much obftinacy; but no longer in a condition for defence, they retir¬ 
ed towards the (belter of a nulla in the rear. Encouraged by the ap¬ 
pearance of retreat, the Myforeans advanced with rapidity and refo- 
lution; however, from the fuperiority df our difcipline, they had 
nought to boaft of in the long run; for, our detachment faeing about, 
drove them ift their turn, and purfuiug with the bayonet, continued 
the chace until elofe to the bank of ihc river. The length of the ac-

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tion, and the viciflitudes of the day, had now attra£led the attention 
of both armies. Alternate retreats ralfed anxieties in every breaft.

General Abcrcromby’s force, although in rcadinefs to advance, ware 

4 

prevented by the expedation of an attack from the di.vi(ion under 
Cummer ul dien Cawn. Our troops on the ifland prepared to afTift 

4 

from that iquarter; and the Suhaun, as if detcrmincci to gain the day, 
at length advanced in pafon to the fupport of the action. 

As the divilion‘under Captains Mackenzie and Cameron fell back 
a fecond time, they were met by the twelfth battalion of fepoys under 
Captain Oakes, who detached by General Abercromby to their aflll- 
tance, alfo conduced a fupplyof ammunition. On the jundion of 
this reinforcement, the whole immediately advanced, and again took 
poU at the tope. The Myforcans alfo, by this time reinforced, renew¬ 
ed the fight with unabated ardour. Fortunately, however, another 
fupply of troops flrcngthcned *our divlfion. The fccond battalion of 
fepoys, with the remaining companies of the Bombay European 
regiment now advancing, the engagement continued until evening, and 
the prize of vidory wa 5 j fo well contended for, that wheft the Sultaun 
withdrew, befjdes officcrs(i), we ha*d upwards of one hundred men 

c 

killed and wounded. Daring the feveral adionson this day both parties 
fignalized thcmfelvcs by atchievements the mofl brilliant, but our 
troops had the difadvantage of fighting againft dxfproportionatc num¬ 
bers, and under the fire of a cavalier on whieii feveral pieces of cannon 
were mounted. About dufk all was quietnefs; and although the

fij-uggle 
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Aruggle is faid to have coil the Sultaun about fix hundred fighting 
men, he found means to convey the whole towards the fort. 

Whilst General Abercromby was thus employed, in cftablifhing 
his pofition to the fouthward, our operations at the trenches went on 
with much fpirit. Two parallels of great fecurity had becji com¬ 
pleted, at a diftance of fix and eight* hundred yards from the fort, 

Qnc battery for twenty, with a fmallcr one for twelve guns, had been 

0 

laid out in advance of thefe parallels; another for twelve guns was 
carrried on in front of the Bombay army, under the direftion of M a¬ 
jor Sartorius; and a communication between tlic two attacks was ren¬ 
dered fafe and cafy by means of a poll which had been occupied on an 
ifland to the w^-ftward of thc’fort, within the diftance of one mile. 
To counteract: thefe preparations,, the Sultaun endeavoured toflrengtli- 
cn his works againfi: the main attack by thickening his walls, ar.d 
deepening the bed of the river. 

So foon as be difeovered our views, after diverting the nu’!a 
which ran in front of our encampment 'into the northern branch oi 
the Cauvery, many thoufand^ of his people were dally at work, ki 
order to dam up the wdter at a ford juft below the fort; but as this 
part of the river was expofed to a gun in Sibbald’s redoubt, Captain 
Monfon, the officer in truft of that poft, obtained perraifiion to ufe bis 
endeavours towards retarding the cfhbankment. The fire from this 
piece of ordnance, although it was the* only one that opened agu n l: 
Seringapatarn during the war, ferved as a warning of what the S 
taui) had to expert in the event of an obftinate defence; for it not only 

difperl.d 
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difperfed the people who were at work; but the very firft (hot pene¬ 
trated the principal pagoda, which Rood in the centre of Seringa- 
patam. Several guns opened in return; howevci;, as they were una¬ 
ble to filence the redoubt, the coolies, who are naturally inclined to 
loiter, could never afterwards be prevailed on to work \vith fpirit. 
The critical Rage at which hb affairs had now arrived, evidently 
difeovered to Tippoo Sultaun, that his fu(pcnlion«from total ruin

could not be oflong duration. 

Hemmed up on all lidcs by enemies ftuthed with vidory, it was 

left him only to choofe between a defperate defence againif the 

€ 

ilerm, and a fubmifllvc compliance with the deflates of his oppo¬ 
nents. Within doors, alfo, he was b)r no means fecure from daofjer. 

However faithful in their allegiance, it was natural to conceive that 

* 

the multitudes of peaceful people .who had flocked to the capital 

could not relifh a ftruggle of fo little expectance, whilR their families

and property remained at hazard on the ifluc. His favourite ofliccr, 
with a large diviflon of hi$ beft troops, continued ftill at a diflance ; 
nor was there aught of hop’c cheer up the drooping fpirits of his 

difconiblate garrifon, or to diffiiade them from furrenderiiig his per-

fon as the heft forfeit of his intemperate attack on Travancorc, 

In addition to the numbers that nearly encircled his capital, tfie 
divifion of Purferam Show, which was hourly expeCted, by com- 
plcating the line of circumvallation, would entirely cut off all chance 
of fupplics; whilft the growtii, as well of Myfore, as of the fur- 
rounding kingdoms, remained for the ermfederates without moleRatioo. 
Bnnjaries oi^t of number conveyed grain imported from Bengal to 

Madras, 
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Madras, with every fpccies of produce from the dlftrifls to the north¬ 
ward. Nizam Ally and the Marattas, thoroughly bent on the over- 
of the ancicAt Icour^Sj negle^:d nothing that could tend to 
whet every inftrument of vengeance;* the indefatigable exertions of 
General Alx:rctomby, aided by the adive and zealous prince of the 
Coorg?, from the ncarnefs of their country, had eftabliflied Immcnfe 
magazines clofe at hand to the weft ward; 3;id whatfoever cpuld be 
brought forward, as well from the diftri^s conqueitd by Major Ge- 
necal Medows, as from the other countries in a foatherly dirciftion, 
was now advanced to Talamally, a fort fuuated near the top of the 
Guzzlchaity pals, under an efcort of fifteen hundred men, headed by 
Major Cuppage (i).

General orders on 
the 24th, announcing that preliminary articles of, peace had been 
figned, our troops forbid to wbrkj were diredled to defift from hofti- 
litics i but although there was no return, the fort and outworks, 
jnftead*^of reciprocal ceflation, continued to fire with more inveteracy 
than before.

•f his camp equipage, w'as taken; cunfiucr.hlc fiitns of monfy were thrown into the river; andinfhort, 
nothing was faved by the enemy except a tiew horles that were feized on at the firft panicle. On the fifth 
of Match the detrehinent had gut to the b:tiem of the pafs at Guzzfthatty. Captain 'I'orrcnt was directed 
to af^iut'witli a ptrty of k'i’oys.— A redoubt near tl.e top of the pafs that had been well ni inned, refufed 
tc I'unencer C'.uuain l oiTtns, confciotis of the wcakitefs of his, partyi returned with iniclligoncr, upon 
which C'a|/ta‘n A- Cuppatc was iniir.eJi.iiely diiccted to reinforce this patty with the whole of the Euro¬ 
peans, who pii ceeded and commenced an attack. The fort ftood firm till a ball had lodged in the body of 
their leaner, which caufed the whole to give way, and poiTcnioii was taken of the poft, where the party 
remained till inorn'ng. The day had fcarcc broke when every exeition was required and given, in order to 
get up the guns and Acres the fep-rys worked l^e common roolidt, and by the power of ropes around the 
trees, the whole was got up before night. In this the Sultaun had (hewn the example. Many of the trees 
were cut half through by ropes, he having conveyetl tus eighteen pounders through the fame pafs, when he 
attacked Colonel Floyd the year before. ''Ate wlinlc new proceeded, and next day took policiriun of TaU 
lamallee, where ih.-y had not hren twenty hours befote order's came to retire below the ghauts. > In pafling 
threugh the Deniaguncoitah diihidl, a uiaiignant fever coft us many valuable lives; arnonglt thefe Lieute¬ 
nants Giant, Brown, and Balfi.ur, were fuddenly carried oftl F.ullgn Lewis, and Lieutenant Madder, of the 
artillery, fhared a iimilar fate, in (hort, fo hostile was this fever, that ainongft the whole of the Europeans, 
amt one oliiccr was St for duty. 


So 
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So foon as the ceflation from hoftllities was acknowledged by both 
parlies, the colours of Seringapatam were difplayed, although they had 
until then been laid aiide, probably under the impreffion of fome fu- 
perflitious idea. Sir John Kennaway, accompanied by the vakeels of 
Nizam Ally and the Marattas, had .daily conferences with thole of 
Tlppoo Sultnun^; but all tonopurpofe for a length of tiiuc. Notwiih- 
flanding tiiat the Bombay army had, in compliance with hK intrea- 
lics, been ordered back to Caniambaddy, and that all deferiptions of 
people had been prohibited crofling to the fouth fide of the river, ftill 
the works of Seringapatam were flrcngthened daily in the diredfion of 
our approaches, and the lame treacherous difpolition which had hi¬ 
therto marked Ills career in Hfe was evident in every part of his con- 
dudl throughout the negociation/ 

HowEVER,.on the 26th, about nooo, the hollages at length made 
their appearance, and advanced towards the Britilh camp with a re¬ 
tinue worthy the children of any prince,^ Abdul Calick, the elder, 
was about ten years of age; Moofa ul Dien,. the younger, fcarccly 
attained eight. That par^of^:hc line which lay in their way com¬ 
plimented the royal ftrangers under arms; and as they approached 
head quarters, a falute of nineteen guns from our park was anfwered 
by an equal number fronj the fort. Earl Cornwrtllis met the hoi- 
tages beyond the cords of his tent with unaftc£ted courtefy; and 
after fome convcrfaiion, having prefented a gold watch to each, His 
Lordlhip conduced his new charge to their elephants, and returned 
the vifit at their own tents on the following day. Here, as to Bate 
with refpea to the accommodatioh of thefe princely youths, although 
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there was a d^ree ef neatneis that exceeded the aukward uiimean- 
ing pomp of our allies; Aill a inbdeft jeh& of misfortutie was eafily dif- 
cernible; and the princes themfolvei, in the whofe of their demean¬ 
our, (hewed a degree of graccfulnefs which clear 1/ di(covcrcd that 
their education had been treated with very particular attention. Each 
of them prefented Earl Cornwallis with a fword, and accepted in re- 
turn, the elder a fufee, th? younger a pair of piilols. Farther oilers 
were declined by ifis Lordfhip, who, after the ulhal compliments, 
now returned to his encampment. Betides their own guards, the 
hotiages were farther protected by the twenty-eighth battalion of Ben¬ 
gal iepoys under Captain Captain Doveton conftantly at¬ 

tended in .their fuitc as interpreter; and Sir John Keitnaway pitched 
his tents in their neighbourhood (b as” to render daily vifits at their 
Purbar the lefs inconvenient. .Another motive for this movement, 
was the nearnefs of their potition to the tents in which the vakeels 
held their meetings, in order toa<^u(l the' detinitive treaty of peace. 
Bpt the Sultaun (lill continued to protract negociacioi^ by numberlefs 
artiticcs. At one time his vakeels ‘over-rated the ditirids which 
were to Jae ceded as the principal condition's of peace; at another 
the pagodas which were*tendered inpayment, were etiimated by his 
(hrotis at double their value. On fome days the revenues of his domt- 
nioQS tpwards the centre of Myforc were dirninifhed to half their.

amount; on others, the fupremacy of the Coorga country fumKhed 
grounds for contention. Day after day produced fome new qmbble; 
in (hort, the Sultauifs condu£l had foch an equivocal appearance, 
that, on the loth of^larch, work)n| parties were agftin ordered out,

both on the itiaiid and from oui encampment.

Aftkr mucli prevarication and lofs of time the Vakccli went in¬ 
to the tort on the 1 ith, and returned on the followiii? dav with (uch 
unt,itisficlory antwerii, as occafioned all the guns vvhicli had b?en 
witiidrawn, to be replaced on the llnfs and in the redoubts; indeed 
c\ety other preparation was now going forward, on botli fidcs, for re¬ 
commencing holUlities; hut in trutli the Sukaun ceafed not to im¬ 
prove ilia means ‘cf defence from the beginning. .Although he had

JKl.anced above one million kerlinni and delivered two of his children

But tile principal advantage which 

lie deiivtd fiom protradion, confikcd in the futTerings of his enemies, 

cfpecialiv in Europeans. Prevented reirvoving tlieir encampment, 

from a fituatlon totally dekitute of vegetahlcC or verdure of any,

kind, iic wis fenfible that tile putrid air arlfing from the late Iceiies 
of dekruflion, muk have .occafioned much fickncfs amongk conkitu- 
tions naturally at variance with the climate ; he well knew that our 
materials for the ficge, being clkefly ^iranches of cyprefs, could not 
be brought into ufe after the trees had b*en felled for nearly a montli, 
and rendered kill th<? more unpliant from being expofed to iucli ex¬ 
treme heat; and he was certain tliat in the event of being able to

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hold out but a few months, the myriads by whom he was furrouud-- 
ed, although they might poHibly be provided agaioft famine, muft 
inevitalily have jiclded to the approaching mosfoon. It was thefc 
impr(‘fiions that actuated his coik1u( 51:, from the firil; ftage of negocia- 
•tioii; bat although Earl Cornwallis could not have expected fuch a 
higii degree of duplicity, flilldus means of attack, and arrangements 
r r fupply far exceeded »expe£tation. 

Matters avere thus fituated on the 14th, wlun the Piinccs 
•vith .heir ufual efcort ftrengthened by the 19th light dragoons, 
were dire«^led to proceed towards Bangalore; but the Myforeans per¬ 
mitted to remain in their train were difirmed and treared ns prl lon¬ 
ers of war. The troops under General A^bcicrospby had inftaic- 
tions to occupy their former pofition before the fort; and upwaru:, of 

twenty thoufand horfe, headed by Purleram Bhow, wirli Captfiii

Little’s brigade of fepeys, having at length formed a jun^lio i, they 

we.e commanded to clofe the line of circumvallatioi: fro.n (iciKi'a! 

Abercromby, to the divlfion/tationed on the ifland. 

Struck with thele preparations,.and anxious for the fate of their 

♦ 

mafler, the Vakeels again withdrew to tlse fort. From thclp repre- 
fentations the Sultauii at length liftcned tbreafm, and ferioufly began 
to relent. The Vakeels returning towards evening with an anfwer 
full of fubmiffion, the march^of oar weftern forces towards the ca¬ 
pital was countermanded; Captain Wtlfh was direded to recondud- 
the hoftages to their former grouiui; our parties ceafed to work; and 
throughout the confederate lines every department once more afliimed 
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a peaceful afpeft. Notvvlthftanding that he acc'^ded to the conditi¬ 
ons of peace as fettled by the Vakeels, before Earl Cornwallis confent- 
ed to the fecond arnniflice, ftill the Sultaun kept our anxieties alive 
by delaying his fignature under various frivolous pretences. Trufting 
folcly to a{lura;\ces from the Vakeels, day after day pafl'ed in painful 
cxpe6lation until the afternoon of th**i8th, when they made their 
appearance with’a ratification of the definitive treatyfi). On the fol- 
lowing day, Abdul Callg, the elder Prince, clofed thc^lafl fccne of this 
momentous negociation, by delivering a fepara^e copy to the renrefen- 
tatives of each confederete power in prefence ofithe whole, receiving 
on the 20th, a counterpart of the treaty, from the allies, under a 
filutc ns on the day be/ore. 

'J'lns Glorious conciufion the war was celebrated from tlie cen- 
ter to the utmoft extremities of the Britiih empire, with the mofl: 
brilliant rejoicings;-few indeed afiedletf to dilapprovc of the treaty, 
and thefe were a< 5 tuated by a defire of feeing the houfe of Hyder ’"otal- 
l,y extirpated, without attending to the danger of throwing an adJl- 
t'loii of power into the hands of our iiorthern rdlics, With men of 
•ndgement and experience, the peace was evidently calculated to en- 
fure permanent aa well as immediate advantages to tl'.c feveral Eu¬ 
ropean fettlemcnts in llie eaft, for, whilft the lofs of half his domini¬ 
ons would be fatal to his*plan of coiiquefi', the tranquillity of India 
would in all human probabdity. he out* of danger from the reftlefs 
difpoficion of Tippoo Sultaun for many years. His refources crip-

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14th, there Vi-*;.s na incefiaat heavy pour for five hours ; on the evening 
the 15th, there was alfo a heavy fhow^r. The days were cloudy and cold^ 
with frequent (ho\versj and, a ircih foiithweft wind blrw during the remainder 
of this month. The weather continued much the. iame tiuoughout the 
month of Junev frequent fhowers fed, but there was no cpnftant rain. In 
July the wind blew ftill frelher, with the lame cloudy flefi and (liowers of 
rain were frequent as in June. But the following diary will, probably^ prove 
more fatisfadory to the rca'ler, than general remarks..

Melccrclcgical Rcmmis hi continuatmi. 

During the months of December and Jar\},!ary, no climate could be 
more delightful than that of Myfore. The country every where was co¬ 
vered with rich verdure, but the luxuriance of the foliage began to fade 

towards the beginning of February. From die i8th to the a4th of that 

« 

month, the Iky continued cloudy, and occafional (howers of rain fell. 
For the three following days the fky was the fame, but the Ihowers were 
much heavier. At this period the weather became fettled as before; 
for fome time, however, the rains were fucceeded by heavy dews at night. 

The 
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The v.'inc!, blowing in general from the northeall: during tJic nifl fort¬ 
night of March, incrcafed in ftrength till the 15th, wlien for a week,, 
it blew uncommonly freilt from ten in the morning, till paft three in the 
evening, with iVequent whirlvdnJs which raifed much dufl. The heat rdfo 
bcc'.'.!U.e very gr^.t. On the 23d, the wind abated much, and the arpenr- 


ence of the fi'.y Indicated rain; but after mucli lightning changed a.a before, 
'fl'.e weather c.aniinuctl exccfilvrly hoi. for the rcm'dnder of this month, 


and the flrld pait of Atuil, but became cooler as^hat mo'nth advanced. On 
the ni'dit of the 10th, there was much thunder and lightning. In the even- 


ings and mornings it blew a fine frefh breeze, but about noon it became 


perfctflly calm. ^ 

(i)N the evening of the 15th, it blew a heavy fquall from the foutheafl, 
accompanied with a flight fhower of rain. It continued to blow frofli du¬ 
ring rlic night; ^and on‘the morning of the i6th, there was another heavy 
fqtu'dl w ith thunder, lightning and rain. For two days afterwards the w'ind 
Avas flrong, with tluiruler, lightning and rain in the evening. 'Fhe fl<y was 
cloudy for the re ft of fd.is month, and altl'.ough it fometimes varied, the 
wiiivl blew frefli, in general, from the foiulnveft. It rained on the 19th and 
lodi. It was moderately cool throughout .^\j)ril excepting the firll week, 
and for an hour or two about r.oon, Avlien it bec*unc calm with a great 
erra..: f)r he t. 

Duu ncG w'hatpart of May wc remained iii Myfore, the weather conti¬ 
nued inuth the fame as in April. The winds were varialfe, with a cloudy 
ilv and occafional fliowers; but thefe flsowers were lefs fevere as we advan¬ 
ced to the caflward, and the wind appeared fettle in the foutltweft! Al¬ 
though opprefTcd with heat in the Carnape, at the time of our afeent 
at the Muglee, and on our return by Padnaigdlrgum, during the rime of 
our remaining in Myfore, we never fufFered much inconvenience from the 
climate, except at Seringapatam in the months of February and March 1792. 
Thefe months in i79r, we paflctl near Bangalore, where the feafo/i was 
perfectly moderate. 

In 
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In point of temperature there appears a great difference between the 
air of Seringapatam and that of Bangalore. The former is fftuated hi a 
much lower country than the latter, and confequent|v we experienced there 
a greater and more difagreeable heat. Of the fourteen mo/ths we continued 
in Myfore three only paffed without rain, viz. March 1791C with January and 
March 1792. The influence of the fouthweft monfoon from the Malabar coaft, 
and that of the noriheaft monfoon from the Coromandel Coaft, feems to ex¬ 
tend all over Myfole, wltl\ this difference, that each is of more confiderable 
ftrength according to the vicinity of the country to either coaft; that is, the 
fouthweft monfoon is felt more at Seringapatam, and in the provinces to 
the fouthward and weftward of it than at Bangalore, and in the diftriifts to the

northward and eaftward, where again the northeaft monfoon from the Co¬ 
romandel Coaft falls heavier. Some defeription of the effect of thefe rains 
on the cultivation of Tippoo Sultauii’s pofteftions l;ias been already 
attempted.

Equipment Eahles fcr Jrmiesy cr Detachments, in India. 
PRELIMINERT REMARKS. 

I N calculating provifions for an army, to a£l: in a country where 
forage is not procurable, cither owing to its having been deftroyed 
by the enemy, the barrennefs of the foil, or the want of cavalry to cover 
foragers, it is evident that food not only for tfic men, and for the cattle em¬ 
ployee) in carrying the provifionand ftores/for the men, muft be included i bilt 
alfo that food, and the means of tranfporting it, mull be provided for the cattle 
employed in carrying the food of the firft loaded cattle; and fo on till the 
lowcft number is reduced to one bullock carrying fomething more than its own 
food. Confidering this to be undeniable, theT^ blcs Nos. i, 2 and 3 haye been 
cenfruaed; the ift, fuppofmg a bullofik to carry two maunds; the 2d, 
fuppofing the burthen to be two and a half maunds, and the 3d, fup- 
pofing It to be three maunds. 

2^.—But as thefe Tables exhibit only the number of bullocks nece/Tary, 
.on fuch a particular occafion, to car^y the provifions of the men and of the 

cattle 
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cattle that earn' the men’s provifions, the cakulatlcns muft be excen'JctI to 
other ftores. For tills purpofe, the Table No. 4, calculated on a fuppofion, 
that a bullock can march with two maunds of provifions or ficres, exhibits the 
number of cattle that would be necefliry to carry thirty da^ ’s provifions for 
1,000 men, as well as for the fcvcral other fcrviccs therein detailed; and by 
multiplying thefe, the number neceflfary for any fpccificd fiirce, or quanriry 
of ilores, maybe found: I'he detail from uhich die Tabic is condrueded, 
is annexed to it. ", 

—The Tables Nos. 5 and 6, are calculated cxaflly for the fame Oum 

• i 

ber of men and articles, as detailed in No. 4, with this diderenve, 
that in No. 5, the bullocks arc fuppofed to carry each two .and a half 
maunds, and in No. 6, three maunds. Grain, of any fort, procurable, is 
the moR- compaiR food for carriage, and the eaficR colkClcd, in great 
quantities, forc.ittlc; but whatever the l()od maybe, it mufr, on foinc ex¬ 
peditions, under the circumRances above 'deferibed, be carried along with 
the troops, unlefs there is a certainty of finding fiifllciirnt provifions in the 
courfe of the marches of the army, or imlefs fuch expedition he undertaken 
under imminent hazard of failure. Each bullock is allowed tv^o feers per 
diem, net as full food, but as equal to the prefervation of their lives, when 

they cannot procure dry,_ or ever? green, forage, to make up their full food.

^fth .—Ix order to lead the mind towards tlie totality of the fupplics ne- 
ceflary, the Table No. 7, has been conRrutTred, on the principle of Nos. 
ir and 4. It fuppofes an army to confift of 8o,ooo men, furnldied with 
thirty day^’s provifions for men and cattle, appointed with a certain field train, 
and fcfved by bullocks able to carry two maunds ; and the detail of the data 
on which the Table is formed i^ annexed to it. 

5//&.—The Table No. 8, for the like army, is calculated on the principle 
of the Tables Nos. 2 and 5, for bullocks carrying burdens of two and a half 
maund. According to this Table, the fuppofed army would require 87,823 
bullo<;ks, and 202,850 maunds ofpro^^ifion; whereas according to the Table 
No. 7, the fame armV, appointed in the fame manner, would require

proves the great advantage of ftrong, over flender cattle, for the fervice of 

an army; bur as it would be difiicult to collecl: liieh a number of bullocks,

and more diflicuk to j^rovide food for tltem, in a colleddcd body, the pa})er 
No. 10 has been prejjared, in order to demondrate the prailicability of per¬ 
forming the fervice with a fmaller number of bullocks, by endeavouring to 
fiiew the nature of a plan, or arrangement, which might be ufed to ePedI' 
this; and if the army conftls of fewer men; if any of its appointments be 
Icfs than tlie quantity adopted ; if the flrength of the bullocks be greater; 
if the trips to the dilTercnt ftations can be made in fiiorter perioiis, or if the 
provifions of the cattle need not be carried with them, (till fewer bullocks will 
be fufficient; ■ and the principles of the caiculations may, with facility, be 
adapted to any given number of men and cattle, with defined appurtenances 
of Pores and provifions, to be tranfperted fixed didar.ccs, by cattle or 
men, carrying fpecified burdens. 

—It will be found from.thefe Tables, that in expeditions on which 
proveadi.r for the cattle muft be carried, two ufeIcfs followers would occa- 
fion tl'.ree ufelefs two niaund*bullocks, and a waftc oi four and a halt maunds 
of ginin for the bullocks, with one and a half maund for the two ulclefs men,

the importance ofnot fuficring ufclcU*.xtt‘v'"'dants to acepmpany an army. 
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Zth. —But as it may net, cn ordinary occaficns, be necefliny to include 
i:i the calculations for the equipm.ent of an arm.y, or detachment, the carriage 
of provender for the cattle, the Tables Nos. ii, 12 and 13, have been con- 
ftrudted on that principle, for detachments ferved by bullocks carrying two, 
two and a half, and three maunds each, and the Tables Ne's. 14, 15 and 16, 
exhibit the number of cattle tliat would be required, on the fame principle, for 
large bodies of troops, appointed ai therein deferibed j and thefe Tables afford 
data that w ill facilitate the various calculations that may be neceflliry, accord¬ 
ing to diiferent clrcumftances, in equiping troops for fervice, cfpecially if a 
Table of the weiglit of an article of every denomination of (lores was print¬ 
ed j and it is underftood that fuch a Table has been aftually prepared by 
Lieutenant Golding, the' Commiffary of Stores, under direiftion of the Ben¬ 
gal Military Board.

■ patam, by the proper officers, will corroborate the ufefulncfs of Tables of 
this nature. Indeed the whole will afford a leffonof great value, to thofe 
to whom it may belong to declare, or to condu6b, war, by conveying to their 
xtundSf more competent ideas than they*might,^rhaps, otherwife have, of

The above was oxlufivc of private falcs, ’by the Brinjarics to individuals, 
and of the great variety of bazar articles, fuch as fpices, maufaulalw, 
fak, cloths, &.C. Ixc. which conflitute a part of the Brinjara traffick. It 
has no connexion with the fupplies brought to the Maratta and NizSm’s 
camps, by the Brinjaries attached to tliem. The fighting men of tlie Eng-' 
lifli army, were alfo provided for by a feparate and public ftore, w'hich 
accom'panied the grand ariiiy from Bangalore, and General Abcrcromby 
from the other fide. 

The above was alfo cxclufive of draft and carriage cattle' employed for 
the train j the tranfport of uhmcnfe quantities of foot, foells, ammunition, 
pioneer’s tools, camp equipage, and other phblic ftorcs and private baggage. 

From twelve to fourteen thoufand bullocks are faid to have died 
before Bangalore, for want of food.—-They could not be font to forage, 
becaufo there was not a fufficient ftrcngfh of cavalry to protedb them i where¬ 
as at Seringapatam, the cattle foragc*d at a dillance under protedlipn of the 
allied cavaliy.
